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Major tells of 
"midsummer 
nightmare’

JOHN MAJOR acknowl¬ 
edged the prospect of general 
election defeat last night in a 
high-risk gamble intended to 
shod: former Tory voters into 
faring up to the alleged dan¬ 
gers of a labour government. 
’ The Prime Minister said in 
Scotland that Britain could be 
just weeks away from a “mid¬ 
summer nightmare'*, predict¬ 
ing that a victorious Labour 
would use a Budget soon after 
rhe election to put up taxes and 
interest rates and to blame the 
Tories for iL And in an ITN 
interview, Mr Major said: “If 
opinion does not change, then 
we are going to have a Labour 
government" 

Launching a desperate 
fightback after the disaster of 
Wirral South. Mr Major and 
the Tory high command be¬ 
gan an unprecedented eight- 
week blitz to highlight the 
risks of Blair rule, including 
higher taxes and spending, 
last jobs and the break-op of 
the United Kingdom. It was a 
deliberately bleak assessment 
of the Tory plight, described 
by one senior strategist as a 
"wake up" call to the nation. 

Michael Howard, the Home 
Secretary, promised that the 
Tories would spend every 
minute between now and the 
election "waking this country 
up to the risks they’ will run 
and the danger they will suffer 
fmm a Labour government". 

One of Mr Major's most 
trusted ministerial colleagues 
privately was even more blunt 
about the Tory approach to the 
voters. "We are going to scare 
them", he said. 

But the new strains on 
Conservative unity - were swift¬ 
ly apparent os John Redwood, 
the defeated leadership con-

In an intervention that sur¬ 
prised MPs asnd infuriated 
Tory chiefs. Mr Redwood 
called on Mr Major to say 
whether Brian Mawhinney, 


die party chairman, or Mich¬ 
ael Heseltine, the Deputy 
Prime Minister, was leading 
the campaign. The party 
needs to know who is in 
charge of die message and 
communication.

All the efforts to downplay 
expectations failed to hide the 
dismay in Tory ranks yester¬ 
day at the scale of Labour'S 
triumph and the mountain 
facing Mr Major is he is to 
recover by May 1. 

The Tory 8,000 majority 
was wiped out and replaced by 
a 7,888 win for Labour^ Ben 
Chapman. The swing to Lab¬ 
our of 172 per cent was higher 
than that indicated by all 
recent opinion polls. Most 
disturbing of all for the Con¬ 
servatives was the S300 rise in 
the Labour vote since 1992. It 
was hard for the Tories, there¬ 
fore, to portray it as a protest 
vote because people changed 
sides to vote positively for 
Labour. The Liberal Demo¬ 
crats were able to take satis¬ 
faction from die result, sur-

By Robert Miller 
banking correspondent 
NATWEST, die largest high 
street clearing bank, was last 
night forced to put aside £50 
million to cover losses in the 
highly volatile derivatives 
market 

The announcement was 
made after the stock market 
had dosed to prevent a fall in 
the bank's share price. 
NatWest Markets, the securi¬ 
ties trading am of the bank, 
said it had discovered 
"mispricing errors in the inter¬ 
est rate options book". 

Interest rate options are 
instruments used to limit or 
cap potential loss-malting pos¬ 
itions in the event of volatile 
movements in world interest 
rates. 

NatWest, which this week 
disclosed a fall in 1996 profits 
to El.l billion from £1.8 billion, 
said: “A senior trader has been 
suspended for failure to super¬ 
vise. pending the conclusion of 
an internal inquiry." 

The City's watchdog for 
brokers, the Securities and 
Futures Authority, and the 
Bank of England, which regu¬ 
lates banks, have been 
informed. 

Inquiries by 77ie Tunes have 
established that the trader 
who left the firm is Kyriacos 
Rapouis.

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Army’s soft-sell press gangs persuade with a pint

THE Army is to tackle its acute 
manpower shortage by resorting to 
the recruiting tactics of the Napole¬ 
onic wars. Serving soldiers will be 
dispatched into the alehouses of 
their home towns with orders to 
enlist young men by offering them a 
pint of beer and a chat about the joys 
of military life. The Ministry of 
Defence has promised that this time 
no King's Shilling will be hidden at 
the bottom of the glass. 

More than 300 soldiers from 1st 


Battalion, die Worcestershire and 
Sherwood Foresters Regiment will 
operate in teams of four, visiting 88 
pubs in 15 Midlands towns, Includ¬ 
ing Derby, Nottingham, Worcester, 
Redditch, Buxton, Newark and 
Chesterfield. They will be furnished 
with a kitty and told to engage men 
of their own age in conversation and 
to buy them a drink if they show 
interest in die military life. 

The Army is short of 5.000 men. 
mainly in infantry, artillery and 
armoured regiments. The novel ap¬ 
proach of the Worcesters, who are 


themselves largely up to strength but 
still need 100 recruits a year, will be 
watched dosdy by other regiments 
with much more severe manpower 
shortages. 

Major John Cotterill, who is in 
command of the Worcesters' recruit¬ 
ing, said yesterday he was reverting 
to the methods of 200 years ago, 
when barracks did not exist and 
the inns in which soldiers were 
billeted proved a fruitful source of 
recruits. 

"in those days, soldiers led by a 
recruiting sergeant would buy hoys 


a pint of foaming ale and leave a 
King's Shilling in the bottom of die 
glass. Once the prospective recruit 
had finished his pint he was deemed 
to have accepted the King’s Shilling, 
or enlistment bounty, and the next 
thing he knew, he had been whisked 
away on a troopship to fight Napo¬ 
leon," Major Cottenll said.

Call renews row over Church and politics 

Pray for a Labour 
victory, radical 
bishop tells voters

A CHURCH of England bish¬ 
op is urging Labour voters to 
pray for Tony Blair to win the 
general election. 

Professor Peter Selby, an 
assistant bishop and top aca¬ 
demic who is soon to be 
enthroned as Bishop of 
Worcester, a traditionally 
Tory heartland, says that any¬ 
one leading a prayer group 
must respect the variety of 
beliefs of its members. "But 
that must not prevent us. 
individually or in groups, 
praying for a Labour victory.” 
he argues. 

His article. Praying to Win, 
will be published next week in 
the Christian Socialist Move¬ 
ment's election document. A 
Christian Case for Change. It 
provoked immediate condem¬ 
nation from leading Conserva¬ 
tives and is certain to reignite 
the debate over the role of the 
established church in party 
politics. 

The left-wing sympathies of 
Professor Selby, former Bish¬ 
op of Kingston-upon-Thames 
and currently a professorial 
fellow at Durham University, 
are well known in the church. 
He is considered one of the 
more radical proteges of the 
late Meryyn Stockwood, a 
former Bishop of Southwark 
and a leading liberal. 

In his article, he confesses 
that “history is full of exam¬ 
ples of apposing groups of

Christians claiming to have 
God on their side.” He says it 
can be irritating to be “prayed 
against", giving as an example 
being “in church or at a prayer 
meeting and someone starts 
praying that.an impending 
strike you just voted for will be 
called off". 

But he argues that it is 
justifiable to pray for a Labour 
victory. “After all. what is 
prayer but the expressing of 
our desires to God. to whom in 
any case all desires are 
known; so if you have a desire, 
especially a really strong de¬ 
sire that you have worked on 
and thought deeply about and 
are actively campaigning for. 
how can you keep such a 
desire out of your prayers." 

If Labour wins, he contin¬ 
ues. “you will see more in it 
than just having got your way. 
You will see it as a new 
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opportunity for service, and 
for a rejoicing that neverthe¬ 
less keeps its critical faculties 
intact 

“So praying to win is also 
taking to yourself the re¬ 
sources God gives you to 
protect you against bitterness 
in defeat or tyranny in vic¬ 
tory.” A succession of Angli¬ 
can bishops have already 
come out in support of Labour. 

Professor Selby's call comes 
as the Christian Socialist 
Movement gathers in London 
for the annual Tawney lecture, 
to be delivered today by the 
Rev Peter Thomson, the Angli¬ 
can clergyman who is credited 
with leading Tony Blair to 
Christianity, and who will 
speak on “Putting Spine into 
Community”. 

The Tory MP Sir Patrick 
Carmack, a member of the 
general synod of the Church of 
England, said: “A bishop 
should be a undying force in a 
diocese. These comments can 
only have the effect of alienat¬ 
ing probably half those who 
worship in the churches of 
Worcester. 

“f find it extremely sad 
when leading clerics so bla¬ 
tantly campaign for any polit¬ 
ical party.” 

Also in A Christian Case for 
Change Dr Leslie Griffiths, 
former president of the Meth¬ 
odist conference, suggests 
“prayers for use at the time of 
a general election.” His 
prayers state: “Deliver your 
Church. O Lord, from the 
worship of money, from bond¬ 
age to the world, and from all i 
complicity in social evil.” ” 

David Cairns, of the Chris¬ 
tian Socialist Movement, said 
the leaflet would be distribut¬ 
ed to the movement's 5.000 
members nationwide for use 
in churches and meetings. “It 
will include arguments for 
change in major policy areas, 
and lay down the kind of 
moral and ethical 
underpinnings in areas such 
as standards in public life.”

riving the expected Labour 
squeeze to limit the drop in its 
share of the vote to only three 
percentage points. The Con¬ 
servatives are back in minor¬ 
ity government, but Mr Major 
is expected to soldier on until 
May 1. As the time for staging 
a recovery begins running out 
there is increasing support 
within the Cabinet for Mr 
Major to accept the challenge 
of a television debate with the 
Labour leader. 

Mr Blair called the result 
“superb" and. in a speech lo 
the Welsh Labour conference 
in Llandudno, he spoke of a 
“political uprising against the 
Tories, deep in their heart¬ 
land”. He called on Mr Major 
to stop the dithering and set 
the election date. 

Paddy Ashdown said his 
party had held its vote well 
and told Mr Major The 
game’s up. The longer you 
leave it. the harder you fall.” 


Mr Major issued the mess¬ 
age that, wliile Wirral South 
had not changed people's 
lives, the next big vote would. 
He told the BBC that the “vote 
in the Wirral does not change 
the face of Britain. In a few 
weeks’ rime the people of 
Wirral will have a chance to 
vote again and so will the rest 
of the country and that deci¬ 
sion might change the face of 
Britain. 

“The battle is still to be 
fought. Does Britain change 
course, does it move towards 
the policies of socialism? Or 
does it stay with the policies 
that have made it successful? 
That is the choice that lies 
ahead." 

Tory strategists are braced 
for a long and bitter pre¬ 
election battle, admitting that 
the use of “negative campaign¬ 
ing" against Labour is bound 
to be intensified.

Irish police investigate 
illegal abortion claim

THE Marie Slopes family 
planning clinic in Dublin is 
the subject of a police investi¬ 
gation after a woman claimed 
she was given an abortion two 
years ago. Abortion is illegal 
in Ireland. 

The woman, who has not 
been named, claims that she 
attended the clinic for advice 
on pregnancy. She told police 
she was offered the option of 
an abortion in Ireland which 
she accepted. She claims that 
she paid EI20. less than half of 
the cost of an abortion in 
Britain. 

The woman claims the pro¬ 
cedure went wrong and she 
suffered medical complica¬ 


tions. She says that she went to 
another doctor who treated 
her and organised counsel¬ 
ling. She complained In police 
and officers raided the clinic 
and removed a number of files 
but made no arrests. 

The London-based Marie 
Sfopes International yesterday 
distanced itself from the con¬ 
troversy in Dublin. A spokes¬ 
man said Dr Jim Loughran, 
the doctor who runs tire Dub¬ 
lin clinic, is allowed to use the 
Marie Stopcs name on his 
clinic for publicity and mar¬ 
keting reasons but there was 
no finanical or legal arrange¬ 
ment between the two parties. 
Dr Loughran has been ques¬ 


tioned by police and was not 
available for comment. 

Frank Crummey. a solicitor 
and board member of the 
Marie Slopes clinic in Dublin, 
said the clinic would not 
condone any breach of the 
law. He told RTE radio: “l 
personally would believe that 
anybody who would perform 
any kind of abortion proce¬ 
dure or an illegal procedure 
would be ridiculously foolish 
because the service is avail¬ 
able in England." 

The Marie Slopes clinic in 
Dublin city centre provides 
information about family 
planning, pregnancy and 
abortion fad lilies in England.

R eflecting an early en¬ 
thusiasm for bizarre 
motors — and an ap¬ 
palling taste in music 
— the bubble car song. Beep 
Beep, was the first novelty 
record I bought. To a steady 
beat, the song told of an 
increasingly irate motorist 
being pursued in his limou¬ 
sine tiy a bubble car, hooting 
as it tried to overtake. 

As the limousine went faster 
and faster, the bubble car 
continued to follow, sounding 
its ham. Eventually, at 
I40mph, the tiny machine 
drew alongside, the driver 
opened his window and called: 
"Hey buddy, how do 1 get this 
thing out of second gear?” 

It was a good joke and not 
quite as ridiculous as it 
seemed. For in 1900. as 
microcars grew in popularity 
as a cheap and fun form of 
motoring. Messerschmitt. die 
trading makers of these un¬ 
usual machines, produced a 
sleek four-wheel model capa¬ 
ble of amazing and _

tie's motor showroom in 
London as pan of the collec¬ 
tion of 43 microcars to be 
auctioned next week. They 
belong to Bruce Weiner, a 
Canadian who made his for¬ 
tune. appropriately, from bub¬ 
ble gum. then fell in love with 
the cars with a similar name. 

The cars will be sold in 
individual lots on Thursday 
and the Tigers are expected to 
fetch the best prices, possibly 
as high as £20,000. It was not 
surprising, therefore, that 
Malcolm Welford, Christie's 
motor car expert, failed to 
share my enthusiasm for emu¬ 
lating the feats related in that 
old song recorded by The 
Playmates. 

When I arrived in Nine 
Elms for my test drive, the red 
Tiger Cabriolet was still in 
store and the blade Bubble 
Top sat in the showroom with 
a flat battery. Welford and his 
colleague, Jonathan Procter, 
reluctantly unscrewed the tor¬ 
pedo-shaped back of the car 
and fitted another 12-volt bat- 
tery. Thev then discovered the

car was out of petrol, so an 
assistant was sent down the 
road to the nearest garage. 

Finally, when the car was 
wheeled out of the showroom, 
the starter motor produced a 
whirring noise but the twin 
cylinder engine refused to fire. 

After another hour tinker¬ 
ing with the Sachs-derived 
engine, rain began to fall and 
Welford and Procter pushed 
their showpiece back under 
cover, promising prospective 
buyers that Weiner's own 
mechanic would arrive shortly 
to make sure all 43 bubbles 
really were in working order. 

We had better luck with a 
bright red Messerschmitt KJR- 
201 Roadster, still an eye¬ 
catching machine, although 

only capable of more modest 
speeds. It pottered unsteadily 
along the busy roads with the 
handlebar steering producing 
jerky results. Executing a right 
turn proved increasingly diffi¬ 
cult and painful as the knuck¬ 
les of my left hand wedged

The Roadster 
was introduced in 1958 in the 
middle of the bubble car boom 
which extended from the early 
Fifties to the mid-Sixties. Most 
were made in Germany to pro¬ 
vide basic transport for a 
nation recovering from the 
war — by companies which 
had played a more menacing 
rote in wartime: Messer¬ 
schmitt, Hdnkel and BMW. 

"They were cheap to run, 
easy to park and in many 
countries attracted very little 
tax." Welford said. “They 
might have become more pop¬ 
ular but for the invention of 
the Mini in 1959. 

"Faced with the choice of a 
cramped two-seater with three 
wheels or a car with four 
wheels and capable of carry¬ 
ing four passengers, most 
people wanting a small motor 
opted for the Mini." 

As the microcars disap¬ 
peared from our streets, they 
became collectors’ hems. More 
than 150 are on show at a 
museum in Story near Frank¬ 
furt. but Weiner's is thought to 
be the largest private collec-

tion. It includes an Inter

tion to the fad; and a familiar 
BMW Isetta.

He has 
seen them all restored to the 
last nut and bolt but has 
decided to sell because his 
hobby was taking up too much 
time and money.

E ach of the 15 men and 
women had a taunt¬ 
ingly familiar tale to 
’ QeU. The experiences ranged 
from the embarrassing to the 
recurringiy frightening. 

Rosanna Coney's testimony 
was typical. “I was driving my 
oldish Ford Orion through 
Sidmctuth one Saturday after¬ 
noon." recalls the 45-year-old 
denial nun*e. "I glanced to one 
si* for just one or two 
srioonds. and ploughed right 
i into the car in front. My car 
was a write-off." 

.Then there was Philip, 22, 
whose carelessness caused two 
other cars to crash off the road. 
John, a farmer in his sixties, 
recounted a skirmish between 
1 jn oncoming car and his 
truck. A live bull was riding 
with him at the time. 

■ There was a time when all 
such motorists would hare 
bien prosecuted for driving 
* without due care and atten¬ 
tion. But a growing number of 
police areas now offer oppor- 
■ (unities to escape the wrath of 
the court — and become safer 
drivers into die bargain. 
a jn a scheme conceived m 
Nottingham but pioneered in 
Devon since 1991, “due care" 
ngenders are offered reeduca- 
don and re training as an 
a hn oative to prosecution.

Should they reject this once-in- 
a-liferime invitation, prosecu¬ 
tion will inevitably follow. 

A conviction for "due care" 
usually carries an average fine 
of £13). together with three 
penalty points. Coney, her 
driving licence already be- 
smirched by two convictions 
for speeding, had no qualms 
about accepting the written 
offer from Devon and Corn¬ 
wall Mice. But driver im¬ 
provement is no soft option, 
she says. “When you arrive, 
you're there with people 
you've never met before—and 
you feel like you're in a 
detention class." 

Drivers spend the greater 
part of each course behind the 
whecL with other previously 
errant motorists looking on 
from the back seat. The 
disadvantage of taking people 


to court is that it doesn't do 
anything at all about driving 
ability," says Malcolm Fort- 
nam. one of a team of profes¬ 
sional instructors at the Exeter 
centre. "People leave the court 
aggrieved at being prosecuted. 
Bur doing it this way, they' go 
away feeling quite positive." 

P olice forces and road 
safety departments in 
Shropshire. Hertford¬ 
shire. Lancashire and Here¬ 
ford and Worcester have all 
copied the Devon project. 
Gloucestershire, Cambridge¬ 
shire and Merseyside are also 
to about to launch courses, as 
will London in the near future. 

Last month, the county- 
council-run Devon Drivers 
Centre was recognised with a 
Prince Michael Award for its 
special contribution towards 


road safety. Driver improve¬ 
ment is now a key element in 
the Government's drive to 
reduce road accidents by a 
third by the year 2000. 

"Drivers art just accidents 
waiting for somewhere to hap¬ 
pen." Fortnam says. "The big¬ 
gest problem is complacency. 
Bad habits can go unchecked 
for a very long time because 
the right conditions and dr- 
cumstances haven't occurred." 

Many candidates arrive at 
the centre still scarred by their 
experiences, even afraid to get 
into a car again. "My accident 
happened was in the middle of 
the High Street, with everyone 
coming to have a lode." recalls 
Coney. "The man in front just 
went back in his seat and kept 
very stilL J thought. 'My God. 
ive killed him...’ 1 shook 
afterwards. It was the thought 


of what might have happened. 
When your cart written off. it 
can be replaced. But a human 
life..." 

By the end of this year, some 
3,000 people will nave taken 
part in driver improvement in 
Devon. Initial research indi¬ 
cates that the likelihood of a 
candidate being involved in 
another accident appears sig¬ 
nificantly reduced. A more 
detailed survey being under¬ 
taken by the Department oF 
Transport may well substanti¬ 
ate the Devon findings. 

"I’ve spoken to people who, 
even three years on, continue 
to think more about their 
driving," says Devon Drivers 
Centre manager Marion 
Deacock. "We are the practical 
arm of road safety. We don’t 
just offer guidance. We get to 
the heart of the problem."

VILLAGERS learnt yesterday 
that the}' had succeeded in 
their bid for a house after 
raising £200.000 in three days 
to stop a chant}’ from using it 
for farmer drug addicts and 
alcoholics. 

Last night Kenneth Edter- 
sley. the charity's head, said: 
"It is out-and-out 'nimbyism' 
jNot In My Bad; Yard|, but I 
suspect that if it was happen¬ 
ing in my village. I would 
probably think the same way." 

.Addiction Retraining Ser¬ 
vices had made an offer dose 
to the asking price of £195,000 
for the former pub on the 
village green at Burton Leon¬ 
ard. North Yorkshire, which 
has a population of 473. The 
organisation planned to rent 
the three-storey house to 
another charity, Narconon. to 
prepare up to 16 people for life 
back in the community. Con¬ 
tracts had been due to be 
exchanged yesterday. 

The stone-built village, dose 
to the cathedral city of Ripon, 
is a sought-after country ad¬

dress for middle-class profes¬ 
sionals and retired business 
people. More than 140 of 
them, fearful of former addicts 
living across the road from a 
school, packed the village hall 
on Sunday. They agreed to 
make their own bid for die 21- 
room Crown House, pledging 
a minimum of E500 each. 

Mr Eekerstey. 69. executive 
director of Addiction Retrain¬ 
ing Services, who had been 
negotiating for the house for 
six months, said: "They have 
got the wrong idea about what 
vve are Trying to do. but I am 
happy to stand aside, provided 
we do not lose financially. 
There is no point in moving 
into a place where there is so 
much antagonism and hostil¬ 
ity.” 

Andy Hales, a former 
NatWest Bank manager who 
moved in three years ago. 


said: “We bought an off-the- 
shelf limited company and 
have renamed it Burton Leon¬ 
ard Management People will 
be allocated shares in it equiv¬ 
alent to the money they have 
donated." Within three days 
50 households had pledged 
enough to cover a bid. 

Mr Hale, 49, said: 
“Amounts into four and five 
figures have been promised. 
Our aim is to sell it eventually 
to a buyer who will find a 
more suitable use. preferably 
as a private home. Our con¬ 
cerns were that addicts mighr 
be wandering the village with¬ 
out any form of obvious sec¬ 
urity- Had it been an isolated 
house in its own grounds we 
might have thought different¬ 
ly, but this is a totally inappro¬ 
priate development-*’ 

Mr Eckeraley said: “This 
house would not have been 


used by addicts, they would 
already have come off die 
drugs by the time they reached 
Burton Leonard. The students, 
as we call them, would stay for 
up to 24 weeks, first having 
their bodies purged of the 
toxins the drugs leave and 
then having their minds pre¬ 
pared to face the outside 
world. They would have been 
no threat to the community.” 

Bridget Mellor, who moved 
to the village when her hus¬ 
band retired as Deputy Chief 
Cbnstable of South Wales 
Police, said: “Our children can 
walk to school or to the shops 
to buy sweets, and 1 feel it's 
safe for them to do so. I don't 
know how stable some of the 
residents of the centre- would 
have been.” 

Dennis Muldoon, 58, a con¬ 
sultantworking from home on 
contracts in China, was elect¬ 
ed chairman of Burton Leon¬ 
ard Management. He said: “1 
am so relieved. However, the 
problem will now become 
someone rise's. We feel for any 
other community that will be 
threatened in this way.”

Judge Rucker said Watson 
“would have been in a queue 
of one trying to get into 
prison" He added: "1 don't 
think if you or 1 turned up at 
the front door of Brixton 
Prison that we would be 
admitted for the weekend, and 
l don't feel like doing it either 
myself. 

"J must admit this has its 
humorous aspects. But I as¬ 
sure you that we are treating 
this manor most seriously." 

The judge ordered Watson 
to pay £270 prosecution costs. 


Lawyer wins 
£45,000 for 
false arrest

A LAWYER who was arrested 
and charged with handling 
stolen goods was awarded 
E45.000 damages against Es¬ 
sex Police in the High Court 
yesterday. 

The court was told that the 
action was taken to damage 
the professional reputation of 
Hazel Jones. 33, and the law 
firm where she worked as a 
legal executive after she made 
formal disciplinary com¬ 
plaints against officers from 
Chelmsford police station 
which resulted in disciplinary 
action against them. 

Miss Jones had daimed 
damages for false imprison¬ 
ment, malicious prosecution, 
defamation, malicious false¬ 
hood and conspiracy for the 
“anxiety, distress and humili¬ 
ation” she suffered when she 
was acting for a client She 
was awarded exemplary dam¬ 
ages for what was described 
as “oppressive, arbitrary and 
unconstitutional" misconduct 
by officers who kept her in 
custody for four hours. 

Essex Police did not defend 
Ihe case and Miss Jones has 
received a written apology 
from John Burrow, the Chief 
Constable of Essex, who 
agreed her arrest should nev¬ 
er have taken place.

Friend cleared 
of Leah Betts 
Ecstasy charge

A COLLEGE friend of Leah 
Betts was formally acquitted 
yesterday of supplying the 
teenager with the Ecstasy 
tablet that killed her after her 
18th birthday party. 

Steven Packman, 19, walked 
free after a jury failed to reach 
a verdict at his retrial at 
Norwich Crown Court. Mr 
Packman, a computer pro¬ 
grammer from Laindon. Es¬ 
sex, was cleared on the 
directions of Mr Justice 
WrighL 

At an earlier trial, at which 
there was a hung jury, his 
friend Stephen Smith. 20, a 
student, was given a two-year 
conditional discharge after ad¬ 
mitting helping to supply 
Miss Betts with the fata! 
tablet. Two of her friends. 
Sarah Cargill and Louise 
Yexley, both IS and of Basil¬ 
don. who admitted being 
connected with the supply of 
Ecstasy to Miss Betts, were 
given a formal caution by 
police. 

Leah's father. Paul Betts, a 
former policeman, said after 
the case: “I feel no bitterness 
towards the friends who sup¬ 
plied Leah, though at the time 
I could have quite happily 
strangled someone. 

“This is the end of one 
chapter and the start of a new 
life. There’s a lot that can be 
learnt from what has hap¬ 
pened because it shows that 
from one simple little pill there 
have been so many families 
traumatised. 

“Justice isn't done until rhe 
biggies are caught- There were 
lots of names mentioned in 
court. I don’t know if there's 
any evidence to support them 
being charged. These big bas¬ 
tards are purely there for the 
money and don’t give a damn 
about who is hurt." 

John Cooper, for Mr Pack¬ 
man. said: "The past 15 
months have been a torment 
to Mr Packman and his par¬ 
ents. a decent young man and 
a decent family. They are now 
all relieved that this is at an 
end and that Steven leaves this 
court an innocent man. He is 


distressed and saddened at the 
loss of Leah." 

Miss Berts, a promising A- 
level student at Basildon Coll¬ 
ege. fell into a coma and was 
put on a life support machine 
after taking the Ecstasy tablet 
She died five days after her 
party in November 1995. 

The case of Mr Packman 
served as a prelude to the trial 
at the Old BaQey later this 
year of two men for die 
murders of three drug deal¬ 
ers. Tony Tucker was shot in a 
Range Rover with his asso¬ 
ciates Pat Tate, 37, and Craig 
Rolph, 26. in a country lane ar 
Rettendon, Essex, in Decem¬ 
ber 1995. The jury was told 
that Tucker, 38. held the

It also has an innovative 
control pad, the first to use a 
thumb-sized joystick as well as 
buttons. This has been de¬ 
signed to make it easier to 
navigate around the complex 
3-D virtual worlds that feature 
in most games. Industry ex¬ 


perts expect the N64 to trigger 
a renaissance in home enter¬ 
tainment systems. Video 
games have been losing mar¬ 
ket share in recent years, with 
consumers choosing to buy 
persona] computers rather 
than consoles. 

Stuart Dinsey, editor of 
Computer Trade Weekly, 
which covers toe games mar¬ 
ket said yesterday: “After a 
difficult time and slump in the 
industry, we are now seeing 
growth again. Indeed, we may 
now be in for another boom.” 
He described one of the new 
Nintendo games, featuring 
Super Mario, as “the best 


ever”. The CD versus car¬ 
tridge issue, he said, was

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Church uneasy at 
anniversary book 
about Dunblane

MEMORIES of families in¬ 
volved in the massacre at 
Dunblane have been turned 
into a book that will be 
published next week as the 
anniversary approaches. 

Dunblane. Our Year of 
Tears has colour photographs 
and is divided imo nvelve 
chapters, each a personal ac¬ 
count of the terrible day and 
the heartache that followed. 
With chapters such as A 
Mother. A Father. A Minister. 
A Husband. A Teacher and A 
Child, the book is meant to be 
"a poignant record" of the 
grief that engulied the small 
cathedral city. 

The publishers Main¬ 
stream, of Edinburgh, believe 
the EI2.99, 174-page book will 
be a best-seller. All profits will 
go to the charity Save the 
Children. 

However the church minis¬ 
ter who contributed to it has 
now expressed misgivings 
about the project, 'which 
comes after the pop single 
released to raise money for the 
victims and the Snowdrop 
campaign to ban guns. The 
book includes chapters by 
Karen Turner, who lost her 
daughter Megan; Dr Mick 
North, whose daughter 
Sophie died; and Rod Mayor, 
the husband or the murdered 
teacher Gwen Mayor. 

It also has accounts from 
Eileen Harrild, a teacher who 
was shot, and Coll Austin. 6,

who was seriously wounded. 
Chris de Burgh, the singer 
who held a fund-raising con¬ 
cert. makes a contribution, as 
does George Robertson, the 
Labour Shadow Scottish sec¬ 
retary, who lives in Dunblane, 
and Pamela Ross, who lost her 
daughter Joanna and works 
for the Snowdrop campaign. 

The Rev Colin McIntosh, of 
Dunblane Cathedral, whose 
account is featured in chapter 
ten, said yesterday; "This is 
not something I personally 
feel comfortable with. This 
kind of publicity is in some 
ways drawing attention to the 
town again. You will sense a 
certain reluctance on my pan. 
I have conflicting feelings. 
There is a sense which person¬ 
ally I would rather not have 
the publicity." 

The minister was ap¬ 
proached by the two journal¬ 


ists who prepared the book 
and asked for the Church's 
point of view. He. said he 
agreed to take part because 
“there was no strong reason 
for declining".

SWAMPY, the country’s best-known eco- 
warrior, emerged from his new under¬ 
ground home yesterday and joked:

Swampy, 23. whose real name is 
Daniel Hooper, wearing a wetsuit with 
an air tank on his back, was speaking 
from the entrance of the warren of 
tunnels near StyalL Cheshire, site of the 
Manchester Airport runway protest Mr 
Hooper gained notoriety when he spent 
seven days underground protesting 
against the building of the A30 in Devon. 


He said yesterday: “1 have spent seven 
days and nights underground to stop car 
pollution. When 1 found out that one 
person's return trip to Florida causes 
almost the same amount of pollution, this 
camp just had to be my next stop. 

“lliis is pollution for profit and I am 
taking to the tunnel again to stop iL The 
tunnels here are better than the ones at 
Fainnile and we are learning and getting 
better all the time in building them. It’s 
really interesting work and this is a 
particularly fun tunnel to work in 


because it has a U-bend in it which is 
completely filled with water" 

“We've had great support from the 
local community. Terry Waite was here 
on Monday to lend support for us and 
popularity for the protest is growing." 

Jeff Gazzard, of the local community 
group Manchester Airport Environmen¬ 
talists Network, said: “Swampy is such a 
nice fellow that it would be great to have 
his company anywhere. But for him to be 
supporting our cause endears him all the 
more to me." 
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Woman sets record 
for shock treatment

A WOMAN has undergone 
the longest continuous course 
of electric shock treatment for 
depression. 

Since 1989 the unnamed 
patient has received more 
than 430 treatments, in which 
a pulse of electricity is passed 
through her brain triggering 
convulsions. For the first four 
years she had treatment twice 
a-week but it was then cut to , 
once a fortnight 

The regular shocks were ' 
effective in warding off her 
despair, which was accompa¬ 
nied by feelings of guilt and 
did not cause progressive 
mental damage, as doctors 
had feared. The depression 
returned when the shocks 
were given less than once a 
fortnight 

The"woman had been treat¬ 
ed for depression from the age 
of 43 with regular stays in 
hospital. Before the course of 
treatment began she had 
spent most of the previous five 
years in hospitaL Since 1989, 


she has lived in a residential 
home and has been virtually 
free of symptoms. She is able 
to remember names and 
dales, knows where she is and 
understands the nature of the 
treatment She is now 74. 

Electric shock treatment 
also known as electro-convul¬ 
sive therapy (ECf), has a 
controversial history and was 
once described as barbaric. 
Today it is widely .gcfepted by 
psychiatrists as a. fast-resort 
treatment for severe depres¬ 
sion. although fears remain 
about its long-term effect on 
intellectual function. 

The case is described by Dr 
David Anderson, consultant 
psychogeriatririan at Rath- 
bone HospitaL Liverpool, in 
the Journal of the Royal 
College of Psychiatrists. He 
said that the absence of cogni¬ 
tive deterioration in the 
woman justified regular use 
of electric shock treatment in 
some patients with severe 
depression.

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Desperate Tories’ only hope 


is to frighten the voters

THE Wirral South result is as 
bad as it looks for the Tories. 
Of course, by-elections, like 
opinion polls, cannot predict 
what will happen in a general 
election when voters are 
choosing a government. But 
no party in power has ever 
recovered from as deep a hole 
as the Tories are now in and 
gone on within less than nine 
weeks to win a further term. 

Thursday's by-election sug¬ 
gests that voters are not just 
protesting against the Govern¬ 
ment. They are willing to bad; 
Labour. Thousands of Wirral 
voters seem to have shifted 
direct from the Tories to 
Labour. This is suggested by a 
turnout of 73 per cent, the 
second highest in any by- 
election this Parliament, and 
by the sharp rise in the Labour 
vote. 

The swing from Tory ro 
Labour in Wirral South since 
the [992 general election was 
17.2 per cent This is higher 
than the swing indicated by all 
recent national opinion polls 
which the Tory' high com¬ 
mand has been busy rubbish¬ 
ing — for instance, the 14.5 per 
cent swing indicated by the 
MORI poll in The Times on 


Thursday. Admittedly, it was 
less than the 29 per cent that 
Labour achieved in Dudley 
West in December 1994, or the 
22 per cent it recorded in 
Staffordshire South East in 
April 1996. But the absolute 
Labour vote fell in the former 
and rose by 19 per cent in the 
latter, while in Wirral South 
Labour increased its absolute 
vote by 30 per cent, or 5.300. 
since 1992. Tills points to 
positive support Far Labour 
rather than just hostility to the 
Tories. 

In past Parliaments, the 
Tories have lost by-elections in 
the final year of a Parliament, 
as in Birmingham Northfield 
in 1982 and Langbaurgh in 
1991, and recovered these seats 
at the subsequent general 
election. But the swing against 
the Tories was smaller then 
and the period before a gener¬ 
al election longer. 

The Tory snare of the vote 
fell by 6.3 percentage points on 
average in the final three by- 
elections of the 1987-92 Parlia¬ 
ment which were held on the 
same day five and a half 


months before polling day. 
But in Wirral South the Tory 
share dropped by 1625 points, 
only nine weeks before the 
likely polling day. No party 
has ever experienced nearly 
such a Large drop in its share 
of the vote in the last by- 
election of a Parliament and 
won die subsequent gener¬ 
al election. 

The Wirral South by- 
election was not too bad for 
the Liberal Democrats, de¬ 
spite its lowly 11 per cent 
share in the latest MORI 
poll for The Times. In most 
by-elections, the third party 
has been squeezed hard by 
the strongest challenger to 
the Tories, often down to low 
single figures. Tlte exceptions 
were the two previously Tory 
held seats, Eastleigh and 
Littleborough and Saddle- 
worth. where the battle was 
between Labour and the 
Liberal Democrats. But in 
Wirral South the Liberal 
Democrats limited the squeeze 
to a three point drop in its 
share to 10 per cent. The party 
also claims to have improved 


its share of the vote in local 
council by-elections over the 
past three months to 30 per 
cent, from 24 per cent in the 
late summer. 

The Tories' plight is desper¬ 
ate, and John Major yesterday 
implicitly accepted that unless 
opinion change! there would 
be a Labour government. 
General dissatisfaction with 
the Government and “a time 

C Major has implicitly 
accepted that unless 
opinion changes, 
there will be a

for a change" mood have offset 
greater optimism about the 
economy. Recent polls have 
suggested that the Tories are 
persuading people ihat they 
have the best policies for 
managing the economy. But 
while the economy should 
help the Tories to narrow the 
gap over the coming weeks, it 
may not be enough. 

The Tories can only resort to 


back 

shock tactics and seek to create 
a mood of fear, to scare 
wavering voters back to tire 
fold by warning what a Blair 
government might do. That 
ties behind the stark “wake 
up” call made yesterday by 
Mr Major and other senior 
ministers. Warning of a “mid¬ 
summer nightmare", Mr Ma¬ 
jor yesterday focused on the 
early summer Budget prom¬ 
ised by Gordon Brown to 
claim that Labour would 
put up taxes and interest 
rates. Of course, a re¬ 
elected Tory government 
would almost certainly 
have to raise interest rates 
and most economists 
believe any Chancellor 
would have to tighten fiscal 
policy after the election. 
The Tories will continue to 
challenge Labour over its pub¬ 
lic spending and tax pledges. 

The Wirral South result 
confirms the strength of the 
public desire for a change, 
even if many voters are still 
uncertain how much differ¬ 
ence a Blair government can 
make. The general election is 
now Labour's to lose.

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‘Nightmare will

JOHN MAJOR raised the 
prospect yesterday of a “mid¬ 
summer nightmare" following 
a Labour general' election 
victory. 

The Prime Minister, speak¬ 
ing to Tories in Scotland, said:

The glioy “party for the 
party", the biggest ever Con¬ 
servative fundraising event 
held in Scotland, had been 
organised before the date of 
the by-election was known. 
Party activists admitted the 
timing was “unfortunate". 

Around 1.250 guests hum 
every constituency bar four in 
Scotland gathered at the Moat 
House hotel in Glasgow to 
hear the Prime Minister at a 
dinner and cabareL It is 
believed to be the last such 
event before the election and 


was meant to be an up-beat 
celebration to fortify party 
workers far the struggle. The 
Tories are tin to ten seats in 
Scotland and some Cabinet 
ministers, including Michael 
Fbrsyth. the Scottish Secre¬ 
tary, risk losing their seats. 

Mr Major, accompanied by 
his wife, Norma, put on a 
brave face as he arrived at the 
party in gusting wind and 
greeted by the sound of bag¬ 
pipes. But he refused to an¬ 
swer questions. 

Earlier in the day he had 
flown into Prestwick airport to 
meet -250 representatives from 
the Ayr constituency', includ¬ 
ing Phil Gallie. Ayr MP, who 
has a majority of just 85. 

He spent an hour talking to 
local Conservatives, after 
which one of them, Margaret 
Black, neatly paraphrased his 
message. "He told us to get off 
our backsides and work and 
warned us of the dangers of 
possible defeat.”

* SLIGHTLY bewildered- 
waking Ben Chapman, the 
triumphant new MP for 
Wirral South, toasted his vio 
lo *y aT . a champagne breakfast 
yesterday before touring the

. Freshly bathed and dressed 
m a pin-striped suit, Mr 
Chapman seemed tired but 
happy at the al fresco celebra¬ 
tion With his three daughters 
two sisters and the media. He 
had barely had time for a 
roople of hours’ sleep since 
being engulfed by his support¬ 
ers to the tune of Tina Turner’s 

Simply the Best at the victory 
party in Port Sunlight. 

He was joined for breakfast 
by John Prescott, the deputy 
party leader, who was alto¬ 
gether more lively, urging the 
new MP*s daughter Clare to 
shake the champagne bottle in 
grand prix fashion and spray 
the photographers jostling for 
position in the crowded back 
garden of the Chapman home 
in Lower HeswalL 

“Say 18 per cent." he shout¬ 
ed. using slightly dubious 
mathematics to calculate the 
unexpectedly large swing 
to Labour. Mr Prescott was 
ecstatic. 

As Mr Chapman prepared 
for his victor>' parade, the 
Tories retreated to their 
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trenches. Michael Howard, 
the Home Secretary, flanked 
by the failed candidate, Les 
Byrom, arrived at the Thorn¬ 
ton Hall Hotel — scene of so 
many skirmishes during the 
campaign — to declare: “The 
fightbacfe starts here." 

His message that die Tory 
party must work tirelessly. 
ceaselessly to wake up Britain 
to the dangers of reproducing 
Thursday’s result at the gener¬ 
al election was interpreted by 
Labour as an insulting mess¬ 
age to the voters — that they 
are too tickle to realise what 
they are voting for.

Major discarded 
chairman’s advice

THE Wnrai South by-eiection 
would not have been held this 
vear had die Prime Minister 
taken his party chairman’s 
advice. Tory insiders said 
vesterday. 

After the death of Barry 
Fbrter. the silting Tory MP. an 
3 November 19%. a group of 
part}- strategists at Conserva- 
tiveCenrral Office argued that 
the hj-election should be held 
on December 12, December 19 
or no; at all. The group 
included David Willetts, then 
Paymaster General, Danny 
Fsnkdstein. director of die 
Tory research department, 
and Michael Simmonds. spe¬ 
cial adviser to Brian Mawhin- 
rtev, the party chairman. They 
convinced Dr Mawhmney 
that a snap by-election would 
be much less damaging than 
waning until spring 1997. 
None of the strategists predict¬ 
ed a Tory' win* but they hoped 
to avoid the “wipeout" head¬ 
lines of yesterday. 

They’ based their case on 
three main factors. The May 
1996 council results in the 
Wirral had not been as bad as 


the rest of the rounny and an 
early by-election would go 
virtually unnoticed. Both the 
other main parties had candi¬ 
date trouble late last year. The 
Liberal Democrats had id 
change twice and Labour 
brought in Ben Chapman at a 
late stage: The strategists also 
argued that a Christmas by- 
election would have resulted 
in a low turn-out. The swing 
may have been as bad but the 
Labour majority smaller. 

• Dr Mawhimtey was con¬ 
vinced by the strategy and put 
it io John Major. But the party 
whips, led by Alistair 
Goodlad, vetoed the idea. 
They argued that Mr Major 
could not afford to limp on 
with a minority government. 

Mr Major sided with his 
whips and apparently agreed 
that the by-election should not 
beheld. But as May 1 became 
his favoured date 'for the 
general election, and after 
Labour accused him of being 
prepared to defy foe conven¬ 
tion of holding a byelectkm 
with force months of an MP*s 
death, he changed his mind. 
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at 130am yesterday, when Mr 
Chapman was returned with a 
7.888 majority as the MP for 
Wirral South, formerly a solid 
Tory seat in succession to the 
late Barry Porter. The size of 
the victory was beyond most 
Labour strategists’ predictions 
and their only disappointment 
was the paucity of Labour 
supporters in the hall- The 
cheers were muted. 

"Stab the air ta triumph,** 

urged one desperate photogra¬ 
pher. Mr Chapman, who 
sometimes appears too retir¬ 
ing to be a politician, waved 
his hand weakly. 

His daughter Bridget 25, 
who handles “indie" tends as 
production manager for 
Polydor Records, said of her 
father “I am very proud of 
hftn. It will be a nine-week 
long party and it wQl end in 
another victory. There's noth¬ 
ing he can’t handle." 

He was whisked to Hulme 
Hall, in Port Sunlight where 
foe Labour Party volunteers 
and workers had been cele¬ 
brating in bitter and lager for 
some hours. The sea of bodies 
parted as Mr Chapman en¬ 
tered and walked to foe ros¬ 
trum. “New Labour isn’t 
coming home,” he said to 
cheers. “New labour is home." 

Then he added: *T am 
hoping somebody will buy me 
a pint" He got Jus wish, after 
several more photoopporruni-

ties in the crowded, smoke- 
filled hall, at 230am. 

Mr Chapman is anxious not 
to go down in history as one of 
the shortest-serving MPs. He 
insisted that char will not 
happen. “It is a very large 
majority, a very large swing,” 
he said. 

“Everybody [ talked to 
thought long and hard about 
their derision. They switched 
because they were unhappy 
and fed up with the Tory 


Government their leadership 
and policies." 

Before climbing on board 
foe “New Labour, New Brit¬ 
ain" bus. he said that he 
would be delighted to make 
his maiden speech in support 
of a motion of no confidence in 
the Government “Whenever a 
suitable opportunity arises we 
will be quick to seize it" he 
said. 

Al Thornton Hall Hotel. Mr 
Byrom was being introduced 


as the next Tory MP for Wirral 
South for the next 25 years, 
with a nine-week delay. Mr 
Howard, insisting that every¬ 
one look to the future, deliv¬ 
ered a mare pungent message. 
“We will spend every minute 
between now and foe general 
election waking this country 
up to foe risks they wfl] run. 
the damage they will suffer 
from a Labour government," 
he said. 

“The people of Wirral used 


their votes to give us a kick up 
the backside. Yesterday’s vote 
did not change foe face of 
Britain but a similar vote at a 
general election would change 
foe face of Britain and break 
up Britain, foe Britain that we 
know. 

“We have got to hammer 
louder. We have got to ham¬ 
mer harder. The Tory 
fighlback begins here."

TONY BLAIR predicted yes¬ 
terday that a “political upris¬ 
ing" will sweep his. Labour 
MPs into once-safeTory seats 
at the general election. 

The Labour leader urged 
activists to seize on foe Wirral 
South by-eiection victory and 
make further inroads into 
Tory heartlands across (he 
country. He said that Wirral 
South was foe 131st most 
marginal Tory constituency 
and (he result proved that 
former Tory voters were pre¬ 
pared to trust Labour. 

“The result is nothing short 
of a political uprising against 
foe Tories. People say ‘You 
can’t win some of foe safest 
Tory heartlands in foe coun¬ 
try*.

£500,000 church treasure fills flat 


STOLEN religious items valued at more 
than £500.000 have been recovered by 
Scotland Yard detectives from a flat in 
north London. 

They include vestments, paintings and 
a bishop's mitre taken from Westminster 
Cathedral that officials did not know was 


missing. 

Police, who suspect that many churches 


will be in a similar position, are hoping 
that Church authorities and historians 
will be able to identify the stolen items. 
They are thought to have been taken from 
churches and cathedrals throughout the 
country. 

According to police officers, the one- 
bedroom council flat in Camden Town 
was piled high with enough stolen items 


to equip several churches. They included 
Russian and Greek icons. 18th-century 
gold plate, books and finely decorated 
religious dothing made from damask silk 
or velvet and embroidered with gold and 
silver. 

Special drawers were buOt in the flat to 
hold some of the material. The rest was 
neatly stacked or folded.

Convent closes as 
Ireland turns its 
back on Church

ONE of Ireland's oldest Car¬ 
melite monasteries, where 
nuns have led -reclusive lives 
since 1823, is to dose because 
of a sharp decline in vocations. 
The fate of fire Dublin com¬ 
munity is a dramatic illustra¬ 
tion of the waning influence of 
the Roman Catholic Orurdi in 
Ireland. 

Seven elderly sisters, who 
cut themselves off -from the 
outside world when they 
joined the convent in the 
suburb of Blackrock, have 
begun to disperse to some of 
the 11 other Carmelite monas¬ 
teries throughout the country. 

As Ireland undergoes a 
social revolution by relaxing 
’laws on abortion and 
legalising divorce, young 
people are finding the stric¬ 
tures of the Church irrelevant 
to their lives. The number of 
priests, nuns and brothers in 
schools has halved in fire past 
30 years and a series of sex 
scandals involving priests has 
undermined the authority of 
the Church. 

The Blackrock Monastery 
will dose its doors this sum¬ 
mer after the number of sisters 
fell from a maximum of 21 
Sister Therese, the prioress, 
said: “We are conscious of the' 
fact that we have been here for 
174 years and it is sad to have 
to leave the home you have 


lived in for so long. We have 
made that decision to leave 
because -we felt it was God's 
will.” 

The monastery, which is on 
a site worth several million 
pounds, will.be sold. Father 
John Fitzpatrick, the priest for 
religious orders in the Dublin 
Archdiocese, when asked why 
so few women wanted to 
become sisters, said: “I was 
going , to say. ‘Ask God that’. 
Young people are not respond¬ 
ing to religious vocations like 
they used to. 

“When l started 33 years 
ago there were very, very few 
options if one wanted to give 
one's life to the wellbeing of 
others. Now there, are very 
many options to hdp.” 

The decline in vocations has 
led to fears within the Church 
that it is losing its grip on 
Ireland’S education system. 
The Conference of Religious of 
Ireland estimates that there 
were 2JOO monks and nuns 
reaching in secondary schools 
.in 1969-70,. a., third of the 
teaching force. By 1992-93 the 
figure had declined to 1,000, of 
whom a third were within ten 
years of retirement.

BON ES thoughf to be those of 
St David, patron saint of 
Wales, have been carbon- 
dated and found to be the 
wrong age by at least four 
centuries. 

The bones, discovered by 
stonemasons in the walls of St 
David's Cathedral. Pembroke¬ 
shire. more than 100 years 
ago. had been kept in a wooden 
casket in the cathedral. 

A notice said that they were 
reputed to be those of St David 
and of Si Justinian. But scien¬ 
tists in the carbon-dating unit 
at Oxford University, who 
proved the Turin Shroud 10 be 
a fake, have established that 
the bones dale from the I trh or 
I2th century — at least 400 
years after St David is be¬ 
lieved to have died. 

The findings have been 
released as the Welsh cele¬ 
brate Si David’s Day today, 
many wearing the national 
symbol of the leek. Sr David, 
who died in about 600, ate 
nothing but bread, salt and 
leeks. 

The research confirmed 
long-held suspicions among 
many Welsh church leaders 
that the bones were not those 
of St David but of St Caradog. 
a saint of noble birth who died 
in 1124 and was buried at St

linked to 
brain 
damage

HIGH levels of stress may 
cause permanent brain dam¬ 
age. a psydtiatrist says. Stud¬ 
ies in people and rats show 
that raised levels of cortisol, a 
hormone produced in re¬ 
sponse to stress, harm an area 
of the brain called the hippo¬ 
campus. which is linked to 
[earning and memory. 

Stress endured over a life¬ 
time may hasten the onset of 
Alzheimer’s disease and ac¬ 
count for the forgetfulness 
associated with ageing. Dr 
John O'Brien, consul rum in 
old age psychiatry, says. 

Writing in the Journal of 
the Royal College of Psychia¬ 
trists. Dr O'Brien says that the 
brains of rats given injections 
of cortisol have shown a loss of 
nerve cells in the hippocam¬ 
pus area. Patients with Cash¬ 
ing^ disease, which over¬ 
produces cortisol, experience 
shrinkage of the hippo¬ 
campus. 

Dr O'Brien, of Newcastle 
University, said that most 
research was based on the 
effects of severe and prolonged 
stress. But it was theoretically 
possible that stress endured 
hy the average individual 
could be damaging.

When the bones were dis¬ 
covered in a wooden casket 
during a Victorian restoration, 
they were claimed for St 
David by William Williams.

The bones were those of a tall 
man and according to legend 
St David was more than oft. 

Sceptics believed that St 
David's bones had been irre¬ 
trievably lost after the shrine 
where his body was kept was 
destroyed in 1538.

Partnership 
scheme to 
save rare 
butterflies

A SCHEME to save two of 
Britain's rarest butterflies 
from extinction was launched 
yesterday by conservationists 
with backing from govern¬ 
ment and industiy. 

The pearl-bordered fritil¬ 
lary and the large blue, an 
internationally rare insect 
are the first of 115 British 
species of plant and animals 
to be listed by the Department 
of the Environment under the 
Biodiversity Partnerships 
scheme, which is aimed at 
winning corporate backing 
for rare species. 

The large blue became ex¬ 
tinct in Britain in 1979 but was 
re-introduced into five sites in 
1985 using butterflies from 
Sweden. Under the scheme; 
backed by 1CI and the charity 
Butterfly Conservation and 
assisted by organisations 
such as the Institute of Terres¬ 
trial Ecology, it will be re¬ 
introduced into at least 10 new 
sites by 2005. ICI has also 
pledged El10,000 to provide 
new habitats for the pearl- 
bordered fritillary. The butter¬ 
fly is undergoing rapid 
decline, apparently due to the 
decline of traditional copp¬ 
icing of woodlands. 


man. To touch the bones of 
someone who is a Welsh saint 
was tremendous." 

Dr Nokes, who requested 
permission to investigate the 

remains after a holiday in 
Wales last year, had thought 
the bones to be those of an 
ordinary canon or vicar cho¬ 
ral.

IN BONN 

PROTESTING against an exhibi¬ 
tion that critically assesses the 
German Army’s wartime role. Car- 
right radicals, army veterans and 
their supporters in the Bavarian 
Christian Social Union will today 
march through Munich. In a 
deliberately provocative gesture, 
they will retrace part of the route 
taken by Hitler, Goering and other 
early Nazis in the unsuccessful 
beerhail putsch of 1923. 

Violent clashes have almost 


been programmed into the protest 
Greens and declared “anti-fas¬ 
cists" w3J be making a counter¬ 
march, while Social Democrats 
and Unionists win hold a third 
demonstration. Bavarian police 
have been put on foil alert but by 
Friday afternoon neo-Nazi 
sympathisers from many parts of 
Germany and Austria were al¬ 
ready arriving in the city. 

The liberal German press has 
strongly criticised Theo Waigei, 
the Finance Minister who is also 
chairman of the CSU, for not 
reining in his party members. 


They will be swelling protesters' 
numbers, further blurring the 
boundaries between the party — 
Chancellor Kohl’s coalition part¬ 
ner—and the far Right 
The target of the protests is a 
roving exhibition which, after 
causing a mQd stir in the rest of 
Germany, has arrived in Munich, 
the cradle of the National Socialist 
movement of the 1930s.

Former King weeps as Romania welcomes him

Clinton phone call 
panic gives lie 
to funding calm

DESPITE a calm public de¬ 
meanour, President Clinton 
lias been making anguished 
late-night calls to fellow Dem¬ 
ocrats in Congress urging 
them not to betray him over 
the fundraising scandal. 

The President is angered by 
demands within his own party 
for the appointment of an in¬ 
dependent prosecutor to inves¬ 
tigate foreign contributions to 
his re-election campaign, and 
his turning the White House 
into America's costliest bed- 
and-breakfast establishment. 

Last Monday Mr Clinton 
made a lam telephone call to 
Tom Daschle, rousing the 
Senate minority leader from 
his bed. Other members of the 
the Democratic senatorial 
committee also received irate 
nocturnal calls and terse re¬ 
minders of the President’s 
personal involvement in their 
own fundraising campaigns. 

Mr Clinton’s "temper is leg¬ 
endary inside the White 
House, as is his regular habit 
of calling friends late into the 
night. But the image of an agi¬ 
tated President reprimanding 
his closest allies is one at 
complete odds with the calm 
portrait the White House has 
attempted to paint. And his 
Nixonian outbursts are a sign 
that the almost daily revela¬ 
tions regarding irregular 
fundraising are starting to 
take their toll. 

Mr Clinton's relations with 
Capitol Hill, already increas¬ 
ingly fraught, can only get 
more strained with disclo¬ 
sures yesterday that the FBI is 
investigating whether China

attempted to buy influence 
among Congress members 
through illegal contributions 
and payments from Chinese- 
controlled businesses. Bob 
Woodward, the investigative 
journalist who helped to un¬ 
earth Watergate, reported that 
the Bureau was focusing its 
inquiry on whether members 
of both parties had been im¬ 
properly influenced. 

During her recent visir to 
Beijing, Madeleine Albright, 
the Secretary of State, raised 
“concern" about any passible 
connection between the Chi¬ 
nese and improper attempts to 
influence American policy. Al¬ 
though the flames of the fund¬ 
raising controversy spread 
from the Oval Office to Capitol 
Hill yesterday, the congressio¬ 
nal aspect of the investigation 
appeared less serious than 
that surrounding the Clinton 
re-election campaign. 


'Hie Democratic National 
Committee is poised to return 
dozens of contributions, most¬ 
ly from dubious Asian sources 
and amounting to nearly $13 
million (£925,926) — almost 
double the amount the organ¬ 
isation has already sent back. 

Separately, the Los Angeles 
Times said that ten individ¬ 
uals at the centre of the 
scandal had given at least 
$158,160 in campaign money 
to a batch of mainly Demo¬ 
cratic members of Congress, 
including Mr Daschle. 

Since being awoken in the 
early hours. Mr Daschle has 
attempted to seize the moral 
high ground on behalf of Mr 
Clinton. He is demanding a 
commitment on campaign fi¬ 
nance reform from Republi¬ 
cans before the Democrats 
will support funding for any 
Senate inquiry into White 
House abuses. 

This highly public linking of 
the two issues is designed to 
exploit Republican divisions 
over fundraising. Senator 
John McCain supports both 
an independent counsel to 
investigate the White House 
and a campaign finance Bill, 
while Trent Lott, the Senate 
majority leader, does not fa¬ 
vour the overhauling of the 
system. 

However. Mr Clinton’s 
frenzied telephone manner 
can only further incite Repub¬ 
lican complaints that the 
Democrats are merely stall¬ 
ing. “It’s just their excuse to 
gum up the works," said Rick 
Santorum, Republican sena¬ 
tor for Pennsylvania.

hoofer after being told that she was too 
wooden and no longer considered right 
for the part. 

“ft’s not gonna be me coming down the 
stairs in my Annie dress and my red 
wig." she wailed. In the manner of a 
Sunset Boulevard diva, however, 4ft 9m 
Joanna, from Mayfair. Pennsylvania, 
did not settle for broken dreams and a 
tear-stained pillow. She and her parents 
consulted lawyers and have now fired off 
a suit which daims she was treated 
unfairly and stands to lose high earnings. 
She spent much of yesterday touring 
New York television studios to discuss 
her grievance. 

“1 have been really hurt." she told the 
New York Post “I want to do more things 


and some day go on Broadway. I have to 
be strong for my mother and dad. but 
we’ve all been hurt together."

^ now the source of more than 
60 percent of the heroin being 
_ shipped to the United States. 


The village is set in the cloud 
forests of the 17,875ft Huila 
mountain, about 95 miles 
from the coffee-growing town 
of Neiva. 

Figures released by the 
American Embassy in Bogota 
show that Colombian growers 
are producing for cities on die 
US East Coast and are now 
vying for the European mar¬ 
ket making them the first 
large-scale heroin suppliers in 
South America. Andean peas¬ 


ants. wrapped in ponchos and 
llama wool hats as (hey tend 
to their fields, have moved in 
on a bade previously con¬ 
trolled by growers in Aslan 
countries such as Afghani¬ 
stan, Pakistan and Thailand. 
Last year. Colombians pro¬ 
duced 100 tonnes of the drug, 
police say. 

"Peasants in the highlands 
are becoming tough rivals for 
the Asians and have taken 
over a large sector of die US 


heroin market.” said Klaus 
Niholm. director of the Uni¬ 
ted Nations Drugs Control 
Programme in Colombia. 

The country has traditional¬ 
ly produced cocaine in areas 
such as Cali but bigger profits 
are to be made from heroin. It 
is difficult for government 
agencies to monitor planta¬ 
tions in the high Andean 
regions and poppies thrive in 
the volcanic soflL 

Alfonso Rodriguez, a peas¬ 


ant who razed several hect¬ 
ares of forest recently to 
expand his poppy plantation 
100 miles from Huila. said: 
“At first we used to draw die 
sap and then hand it over to a 
middleman. But now we have 
learnt how to process the 
heroin ourselves to sell it" 

He says he collects sap from 
his poppies at least three 
times a year and then manu¬ 
factures heroin in a makeshift 
laboratory which he shares 


with neighbouring peasants. 
Most of the 50,000 inhabit¬ 
ants of Huila and the sur¬ 
rounding villages rely on 
heroin production.

As tall 
as most men in the room, but

him President Clinton, the 
man who deposed his father, 
is "the ultimate entitlement 
President”.

If judged simply by passage 
of new laws. Mr Bush has 
fulfilled his promise. He has 
pushed through measures on 
juvenile crime, welfare reform 
and the promotion of literacy. 


Critics say that these are the 
easiest issues on which to find 
consensus. It is also too early 
to know whether they will 
have effect: asked for figures 
on crime and welfare, his staff 
say: “His view is even if 
murders have fallen, there are 
still too many." 

The property tax proposal 
may prove a tougher test of his 
political powers. He wants the 
state to resume paying for 
local schools, lifting the bur¬ 
den of local property taxes but 
spreading the tax burden 
more widely across the popu¬ 
lation.

years ago, he will say only: "l 
filled up." Now he says: "I 
work hard and run hard"; 
before a knee injury, he ran 
Austin's ten-kilometre race 
around the Capitol in 44 
minutes, just under seven 
minutes a mile.

Mr Bush 
will not comment on presiden¬ 
tial aspirations or whether he 
will run again for the gover¬ 
norship in two years' time 
(although he says "If you were 
a gambling person, you'd bet 
that l would seek re-election").

idealistic themes without 
sounding silly. Those qualities 


could prove a powerful polit¬ 
ical asset: he appears more 
able than his father to span the 
country dub set and the re¬ 
ligious Right within the Re¬ 
publicans. However, his anti¬ 
abortion stance and support 
for a balanced budget are 
potentially divisive within his 
party. The present disarray of 
Republican ideology makes 
Mr Bush's appeal to his party 
hard to judge, let alone his 
potential success on the tortu¬ 
ous road to the Republican 
nomination. But it is entirely 
plausible that he could emerge 
as the Republican front-run¬ 


ner. However, for him to have 
national appeal there would 
have to be a sharp change of 
national mood, with voters 
rejecting the qualities that they 
endorsed just three months 
ago in Mr Clinton. 

If voters continue to share 
Mr Clintons optimism that 
government can make a differ¬ 
ence to their lives. Mr Bush 
would do well to stay in Texas. 
But if the electorate grows as 
cynical of government as Mr 
Bush predicts, his message 
may have found its day.

Murderer 
highlights 
racism in 
US Army

JURORS were deriding yes¬ 
terday whether to impose the 
death penalty or life in prison 
on a white paratrooper whose 
random murders of a black 
couple pur a spotlight on neo- 
Naas and racism in the US 
Army. 

James Burmeister, 21, had 
been found guilty by the jury 
of hunting down and killing 
the couple to earn a spider’s 
web tattoo, a symbol among 
racists at Fort Bragg. North 
Carolina, that the wearer had 
killed a black or a homosex¬ 
ual. “The animal who took the 
lives of these two people 
executed them in as cold¬ 
blooded a manner as is pos¬ 
sible," said Ed Grannis, for 
the prosecution. 

The murders provoked a 
national outcry and forced the 
army to conduct a global 
investigation into radical 
groups in its ranks. Less than 
100 white supremacists were 
found among 7.600 soldiers 
interviewed, but the discovery 
was nonetheless worrying. 

The army said extremist 
groups tried to recruit soldiers 
outside military camps. Com¬ 
manders at Fort Bragg found 
21 soldiers with the 82nd 
Airborne Division who were 
active skinheads. All were 
either discharged or otherwise 
punished. The army now 
screens recruits more closely 
to keep out extremists and 
conducts courses to try to 
stamp out racism. 

Burmeister had received a 
reprimand and counselling 
for his views, but still spoke 
openly about blowing up a 
synagogue, and kept pam¬ 
phlets on Hitler in his room. 
Prosecutors produced photo¬ 
graphs of him and others 
making the Nazi salute in 
front of a swastika flag. 


Teenage spies will police 
US cigarette clampdown

AMERICA will set up a 
nationwide network of teen¬ 
age spies to enforce a sweep¬ 
ing government move against 
under-age smoking. 

Under laws that came into 
force yesterday, anyone look¬ 
ing twenty something or youn¬ 
ger must show a phorn 
identification, such as a driv¬ 
ing licence, to prove they are 18 
and so old enough to buy 
cigarettes. To ensure law¬ 
breakers are caught, the Food 
and Drug Administration 
(FDA) in Washington is con¬ 
tracting with states to form 
undercover teams of an adult 
and a minor to run teenage 
sting operations. 


The minor will go into shops 
and try to buy cigarettes with¬ 
in earshot of the adult. If 
cigarettes are sold without any 
demand for identification rhe 
shopowner will receive a 
warning letter saying that 
every subsequent breach will 
mean a fine of up to $250 
(£154). If proof of age is 
demanded, the shopowner 
will be congratulated. 

Anti-smoking spies will be 
launched in ten states this 
summer with u grant of $4 
million and will eventually- 
spread to all 50 states, said an 
FDA spokeswoman. It is not 
yet known how much they will 


Their recruitment and the 
regulations are part of Presi¬ 
dent Clinton’s biggest govern¬ 
ment assault on tobacco in 
American history and his det¬ 
ermination to deter young¬ 
sters from, starting to smoke. 
Everyone under 27 will now be 
obliged to give proof of age be¬ 
fore buying cigarettes, just as 
they have to show they are 21 
or older to buy alcohoi. 

The measures have been 
greeted sourly in those states 
w’here tobacco is still the 
largest cash crop. Virginia and 
North Carolina have joined 
the tobacco industry in a 
lawsuit challenging all FDA 
tobacco regulations. Both 
states have agreed to enforce 
the rules — after initial 
hesitation. 

James Gilmore. Virginia^ 
Attorney-General, said the 
measure would be ignored. 
He was promptly put in his 
place by George Allen, the 
Governor, who called the 
regulations "valid federal 
laws". A chastised Mr 
Gilmore told retailers to de¬ 
mand identification "until the 
courts have ruled" on the 
requirements legality. 

State laws already forbid 
the selling of tobacco to those 
under 18. but figures show 
they are widely flouted. Mi¬ 
nors buy $1.6 billion in tobac¬ 
co annually and 75 per cent of 
teenage smokers say they have 
never been asked to show- 
identification. 

Shopowners predicted long 
queues as they check the 
credentials of people who to¬ 
gether buy cigarettes 2b mil¬ 
lion times a day. The National 
Association of Convenience 
Stores advised a million shop 
assistants io tell irate custom¬ 
ers they are just doing a job 
foisted on them by the 
Government. 

Bur shopkeepers are getting 
the message. The new plan's 
author, David Kessler, who 
stepped down yesterday as 
FDA commissioner, was 
handed a notice af his corner 
shop reminding him to bring 
identification next time.

A GROUND-BREAKING In¬ 
dian budget was introduced in 
parliament yesterday to push 
forward the economic reform 
programme started six years 
ago. 

It proposed substantial cuts 
in customs and excise duties 
and income tax. The budget 
represents a further shift away 
from the high-tax socialist 
principles that have dominat¬ 
ed India's financial policies for 
the past half century. 

But protection for the poor 
has been given priority. Subsi¬ 
dies on food and fertilisers are 
to be increased, with the 
overall public outlay on agri¬ 
culture rising by 13 per cent 
There will also be more spend¬ 
ing on rural" development 
programmes. 

New policies to encourage 
exploration for oil and natural 
gas were announced, along 
with incentives to attract 
greater foreign investment — 
still a fraction of that in China, 
one of India'S principal 
competitors. 

It was the first budget by 
Palaniappan Chidambaram, 
The Finance Minister, after 
last year's inconclusive gener¬ 
al election, which produced a 
fragile coalition administra¬ 
tion. A 15-party steering com¬ 
mittee representing all groups 
in the Government gave Mr 
Chidambaram a dear pre- 
budget brief to push forward 
the economic reforms without 
making the poor suffer. 

The Congress Party was 
defeated Last year largely 


because of the perception that 
its reform programme was 
"anti-poor". The committee 
said that the budget must not 
lead to higher fuel prices for 
transport and cooking. 

Mr Chidambaram was left 
little scope to increase-public 
investment in infrastructure, 
one of the primary brakes on 
economic expansion. Roads, 
electricity generation, tele¬ 
phones and water supplies are 
in a chronic condition in most 
areas.

Power failure 
hits Bombay 


Bombay. A widespread pow¬ 
er failure plunged many ar¬ 
eas of Bombay, India's 
commercial capital into 
darkness late yesterday. 
"Bombay, Thane and two 
other adjoining districts of 
Maharashtra are totally in 
the dark," the state police 
headquarters said. 

Trains ground to a halt all 
over the state. BSES, the 
company which supplies 
most of Bombay’s power, 
said the failure came when 
two key power stations near 
Bombay "tripped".

Asian earthquakes kill 180 


By Zahid Hussain in Karachi and Our Foreign Staff 


AT LEAST 180 people were 
killed in a series of earth¬ 
quakes which hit Pakistan and 
Iran yesterday. Many hun¬ 
dreds more were injured and 
rescuers said the toll in both 
countries was virtually certain 
to rise. 

Pakistan's western province 
of Baluchistan was foe first to 
be hit An earthquake measur¬ 
ing 73 on the Richter scale 
killed more than 80 people, 
about 65 of them residents of a 


village buried in the moun¬ 
tainous district of Hamai, 125 
miles southeast of Quetta, the 
provincial capital Hundreds 
of houses were destroyed and 
all communications cut Army 
troops were deployed to carry 
out rescue work. 

Severe cold weather and 
difficult terrain hampered re¬ 
lief work and railway tracks 
and roads to Hamai were 
severely damaged. “We do not 
have any idea how many 


people are still missing," a 
district official said. 

Hours later an earthquake 
rocked the ArdaM region of 
northwest Iran, killing at least 
100 people and injuring 200. 
Tehran radio said that foe 
quake measured 55 on the 
Richter scale. It caused devas¬ 
tation in 40 villages around 
Ardabil and in the regions of 
Nir and Sarein, all in Iranian 
Azerbaijan near foe Caspian 
Sea, the radio added.

Art museum shopping draws critics

Berets 
head for 
oblivion 

THE humble beret is on the 
verge of extinction in die 
Spanish Basque countiy, the 
land in which it was invented 
several centuries ago. 

Unable to join the man* of 
fashion, the distinctive head- 
gear is scarcely worn by 
anyone under 60, raising 
fears that it could vanish — 
save for its use in folklore and 
fancy dress — within the next 
decade. 

The txapela, or beret, was 
once the most powerful exter¬ 
nal symbol of Basque identi¬ 
ty. Amaya Rodriguez 
Hemandorena, an Oxford- 
trained anthropologist in the 
regional Basque Govern¬ 
ment, remarks wistfully: "My 
grandfather would have felt 
quite naked without his beret 
on. For him, and for men like 
him, it was not just an article 
of dothing but also an article 
of faith." 

But young Basques now 
regard the beret as deeply 
demode. Dr Rodriguez ex¬ 
plains: "They are like young 
people anywhere else. They 
prefer a baseball cap worn 
the wrong way round to a 
good Basque beret."

TODAY’S audiences know much less 
modem music than Their counterparts did 
a hundred years ago. when the repertory 
was a largely 19th-century one enriched 
by a few old masters like Bach. Mozart 
and Handel. We are now better versed in 
early music, bur at the expense of the 
brilliantly diverse — and sometimes 
baffling — music of our time. With fin de 
sitcle urgency, things are being done to 
alter the balance: two London concerts on 
consecutive nights this week celebrated 
only 20th-century works. 

The big pre-millennium party is BBC 
Radio 3's Sounding rhe Century project, 
and under its auspices Richard Bern as 
and his Music Projects/ London brought 
a fascinating programme to St John’s, 
Smith Square, crafted round a number of 
themes including Italian music. 
Dallapiccola’s early (1943) Six Songs of 
Alcaeus proved a highlight: fittingly for a 
tribure to Webern, everything in this 
music grows out of a kernel, but beautiful 
threads of melody also run through the 
six serene settings of ancient Greek 
poetry. The soprano Lucy Shelton sang 
them lovingly. 

AJso rewarding were Bruno Madema’s 
short Dialodia for intertwining flute and 
violin, and Franco Donafoni’ssophistical-

ed Tema, variations which require virtu¬ 
osity and received it from Benias and his 
players. Much less rarefied was die 
maverick Giadnto Scelsi's Yamaon. in¬ 
teresting for rhe first minute or two, but 
then wearisome as the bass (Nicholas 
Isherwoodj sang in an invented language. 

Schoenberg was represented by his 
seldom-played Herzgewdchse , a mysteri¬ 
ous Maeterlinck setting for soprano and 
three normally decorative instruments, 
the harmonium, celesta and harp. Shel¬ 
ton again sang long lines. Simon Holt's 
Lilith is an effective chamber tone poem 
evoking the serpent said to have been 
Adam’S first wife. 

The following evening’s Nash Ensem¬ 


ble concert was an all-British affair. Its 
only disappointment was the concert suite 
drawn from Britten’s 1939 radio music for 
The Sword in the Stone —Arthurian tales 
which somehow inspired the composer to 
parody a number of sources, including 
Wagner. Players and conductor Thomas 
Adis made light of it, but the score is best 
forgotten. The “Myths, Magic and En¬ 
chantment" theme that ran through the 
programme was better represented by 
John Casken’s Infanta Marina and 
Judith War’s Distance and Enchant¬ 
ment. Casken’s piece, full of dusky 
timbres, sets a lonely cor anglais against 
two groups of instruments to dwell on the 
daughter of Perides. The Weir, for piano 
and string trio, is a haunting meditation 
on two songs from Ireland and Scotland. 

A new talent was confirmed in the 
premiere of Undertow by John Cooney 
(bom 1967). This nine-minute score is a 
flickering, kaleidoscopic flux of tightly 
organised material. Meirion Bowen’s 
arrangement of Tippett in The Tempest 
Suite condenses into 30 minutes much of 
the genius of Britain’s composer emeritus, 
and drew together effectively all the 
threads of this Purcell Room evening.

A dventures in Motion 
Pictures has moved 
up a notch or two 
since we first saw 
Highland Fling. Three years 
ago Matthew Bourne’s lively 
troupe was one of the bright 
hopes of the contemporary 
dance scene, a small but 
important player on stages 
throughout Britain. Today, 
thanks to the wild success of 


Highland Fling 

Place Theatre 


Bourne’s Swan Lake, the 
world beckons. 

After a 21-week run in the 
West End. Swan Lake is 
headed for Los Angeles in 
April; plans for 1998 include 
seasons in New York, Sydney 
and Tokyo. And such is the 
lure of Bourne and his com¬ 
pany that they have even 
enticed Adam Cooper, their 
gender-bending swan, to pack 
in his Covent Garden job to 
join them on their travels. 

But before heading off, they 
paused this week to remember 
more modest days at London's 
Place Theatre. As part of its 
annual Spring Loaded festi¬ 
val, the venue is welcoming 
AMP back just as the com¬ 
pany celebrates its tenth 
anniversary. 

So here again is Highland 
Fling , Bourne's comic revi¬ 
sionist take on the great 19th- 
century Romantic ballet La 
Sylphide. delightfully per¬ 
formed by a terrific AMP cast 
The twee sensibilities of 
Boumonville’s 1836 produc¬ 
tion cry out for parody, and 
Bourne duly obliges — the 
opening scene is set in the 
graffiti-daubed toilet at the 
Highland Horse Social Club 
Disco. 

James is still Scottish, but he 
is now an unemployed welder 
in 1990s Britain, living a 
miserable, drug-dependent ex¬ 
istence in a Glasgow council 
flat. Like his more noble 
antecedent our kilted hero (a 
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Adventures in Motion Pictures warm up for America with a new look at Highland Fling 


fine performance by Neil Pen- 
lingion) is lured to his doom 
by a supernatural creature. 
But Bourne’s Sylph is no 
ethereal vision of beauty; in¬ 
stead (played by a deranged- 
looking Jacqueline Anderson) 
she is a macabre. Hammer 
Horror vampire with wings 
who comes to James in a 
chemically inspired hallucina¬ 
tion. And when he races off on 
his wedding day to pursue her. 
he finds himself not in some 
enchanted forest but on an 
urban wasteground. with tow¬ 
er blocks twinkling on the 
horizon. 


The witty designs are equal¬ 
ly up to the minute. Lez 
Brotherstan's extravagant tar¬ 
tan theme is picked out in 
everything from wallpaper to 
women’s leggings, and he 
captures the scruffy, desolate 
landscape of so many contem¬ 
porary lives without compro¬ 
mising the production’s 
cheeky charms. 

The choreography, particu¬ 
larly in Ad I. comes down too 
heavily in favour of mime at 
the expense of movement, and 
one could ask for a greater 
emotional articulation in the 
scenes between James and the 


Sylph. But Bourne does rum a 
wonderful satiric phrase, and 
his theatrical instincts are 
unerringly astute, knowing 
just the right moment to draw 
blood. 

Best of all. though, is the 
sheer idea of the thing. For 
behind Bourne* wicked gig¬ 
gles, his choreographic smirks 
and his two fingers in the face 
of a much-loved ballet, there 
lies a darkly romantic heart. 
The journey from Boum- 
onville to Bourne is not so very- 
far after aD.

I s there anything in this world 
— animal, vegetable or miner¬ 
al — that Britain hasn't set up 
a museum to presen e? A few years 
ago I wrote, admittedly in a light 
vein, about the Fakenham Muse¬ 
um of Gas and Local History, and 
promptly received several letters of 
eloquent rage from distressed 
burghers of that fair Norfolk town, 
where they do tend to take their 
gas and focal history’ seriously. 

Fair enough. Gas is a big 
subject. But' Britain also has 
museums of barrel-organs, cheese, 
witches, gloves, dentistry, defunct 
regiments, trams, beer, slate. 
Sooty and the Venerable Bede. We 
have shipwreck centres, farmyard 
heritage sites, lovingly restored 
mines and aui lien tie torture cham¬ 
ber;. We employ serious people to 
display Regency spoons. Even 
rods music has its curators now. 

If they ever start a Museum of 
Silly Statistics land they will) it 
must include the fact that if you 
saw two museums a day you 
would rake nearly four tears to 
visit even British museum. Once

we were a nation of shopkeepers. 
Now we are just keepers. We cant 
let anything go. No aspect of our 
past is so trivial, grisly or plain 
boring that some nostalgic anorak 
wont slap a preservation order on 
it. How apt that it is British boffins 
who have invented doning. Now 
we can replicate even ourselves as 
we were in our own heyday. The 
ideal gift for heritage freaks! 
Incidentally, is there a Museum of 
Mad Scientists — or are they all 
still out there? 

Mummified Britain may seem a 
bit creepy, [f we are obsessed with 
the past, the argument goes, u* 
might become fatally disengaged 
from the present. But in a way 1 
find it rather reassuring. A nation 
that supports 2.500 museums — 
and sends 74 million visitors 
through them each year — is not a 
nation sliding into gormlessness. 

In any case, museums today are 


far from the dusty storerooms of 
dread childhood memory. Quite 
the opposite. The buzzwords now 
are "interactive" and “hands on". 
You barely get inside before some 
bubbly guide bounds up and 
invites you to ny your hand ai 
Viking dominoes or Saxon jute¬ 
weaving. It's all a bit exhausting, 
actually. Even the world’s greatest 
bagpipe museum, in Morpeth, 
now proudly boasts “an infra-red 
sound system that allows each 
visitor, including the deaf, a 
unique musical experience". You 
bet it does. I would only query the 
word “musical". 

These days, the ethos of muse¬ 
ums has swung round to what 
might grandly be called the Tol¬ 
stoy theory of history: the belief 
that the tide of affairs is turned as 
much by the lives of ordinary 
people as by rulers. And nothing 
better symbolises the current

vogue for “people's history*’ than 
an announcement last week — 
tucked away among the £137 
million that Lord Rothschild hand¬ 
ed out to museums from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund — that 


Britain will soon get its first 
museum of suburbia. 

Well, it's not actually called that 
Opening in 1999 on Middlesex 
University’s campus, and funded 
with E 1.6 million of lottery money, 
it will be titled the Museum of 
Domestic Architecture and De¬ 
sign* But a riotous celebration of 
suburban life — red in too* and 
garden gnome — it will surely be. 

With 40,000 wallpaper designs 
already in storage, plus many 
other artefacts of semi-detached 
life, it will have what the Heritage 
Lottery Fund describes as “a 
unique relevance to North London 
middle class domestic taste of the 
period 1880-1963". Hey, not so 
much of the "1880-1963" bit if you 
don't mind. Some of us still live 
with that wallpaper. 

Doubtless the sophisticates will 
deride a museum glorifying the 
decor lurking behind the raock- 


Tudor facades of middle England. 
Flying ducks, double-glazing, 
hanging baskets, crazy paving, 
plastic log fires, potting sheds, 
doorbells that play tunes: all this is 
grist to the mill of metropolitan 
mockery. English Heritage even 
took a woman to the High Court 
last year for putting the “wrong" 
front door on her own cottage. The 
fascists lost that case, thank good¬ 
ness. But foe real of those who 
friink they know best about some¬ 
body CISC'S home is alarming. 

T he fact is that suburban 
Britain is a triumph of self- 
expression over imposed 
conformity. Four million homes 
were flung up in Britain between 
the wars, most of them near- 
identical semis. Yet when you walk 
round the avenues and crescents 
today the impression is certainly 
not one of dull uniformity. People 


have flaunted their right to be dif¬ 
ferent, and often done it with flair. 
Their taste may not be your taste, 
but you ha veto cheer this vigorous 
assertion, of individuality. 

Of course, suburb-love can be 
overdone. To anyone who has 
lived near that filthy stream by the 
North Circular Road, John 
Betjeman’s lines —"Gende Brent 
1 used to know you. Wandering 

Wembley-wards at will” — will 

seem like poetic whimsy of the 
most irritating kind. 

But if we must start up Britain's 
2J50I$t museum, there are worse 
things to study than Suburban 
Man, Woman and Patio. Inciden¬ 
tally, if the new museum's curators 
want to bid for a Bakeiite wall 
dock (batteries not included), an 
MFI wardrobe (door fell off last 
year), a genuine Persian rug (made 
in Taiwan) and several priceless 
Impressionist paintings (in the 
much-admired Athena Posters edi¬ 
tion of 1963). I suggest that they get 
Lord Rothschild to pop a cheque in 
the post to me quickly. I've had 
offers from America, you know.

THEATRE: Benedict Nightingale in Stratford 
for Tennessee Williams’s revived Camino Real 


T his was Tennessee 
Williams’s first fail¬ 
ure. He watched out- 
of-town audiences, in 
his words, “stamping out with 
linie regard for those they had 
to crawl over, almost as if the 
building had caught fire". 
When the play reached Broad¬ 
way in 1953 most reviews were 
poor, and when it moved to 
London they were no better. 
What makes the Royal Shake¬ 
speare Company think that 
the audiences of 1997 will be 
more enthusiastic? 

Well, we are friendlier ro 
surreal, symbolic work, and at 
this late dare can scarcely 
bridle at Williams’s rejection 
of the realism of The Class 
Menagerie and A Streetcar 
\amcd Desire. Perhaps we 
should welcome a piece which 
he said came Largely from his 
subconscious. If Shakespeare 
hud penned a dream play in 
which Hamlets, witches and 
Lears wandered about a celes¬ 
tial Strafford opining about 
life and death. 1 don’t think we 
would wish it shredded; and 
the Quixote. Casanova. Byron 
and Marguerite Gautier who 
venture into the untological 
dump Williams calls Camino 
Real all represent aspects of 
hinweif. 

That sjjd. I must confess 
that respect for Williams, a 
good cast and Steven Pimlon’s 
energetic direction were not 
enough iti reconcile me to a 
genre I find uncongenial at the 
best of times. The trouhle with 
dream plavs is that they tend 
to lack momentum, tension, 
strong charasterisation, dra¬ 
matic conflict, and other 
things apjviiiine to my unre¬ 
constructed self People are 


forever spouting sagacities 
that would mean much more if 
they emerged from event and 
experience: “Humanity is just 
a work in progress": “Human¬ 
kind cannot bear very much 
realitv“ — that son of stuff. 

Indeed, it hardly matters 
which character is talking 
about guinea pigs or 
plagiarising T.S. Eliot. It 
might be Peter Egan’s woe¬ 
begone Casanova, who yearns 
to discover romance. It might 
be Susannah York’s passion¬ 
ate Marguerite, who longs for 
escape from reality, or Jeffrey 
Wickham’s Quixote, who 
preaches tolerance and endur¬ 
ance. or Colin Hurley's Byron, 
who feels his love of freedom 
has been compromised by 
louche living, or David 
Collings'S Baron de Charlus. 
with his fatal weakness for 
rough trade, or even Darrell 
D"Silva as an all-American 


dupe called Kilroy. who ends 
up selling his heart la a 
pawnbroker. They all embody 
the hopes and fears Williams 
expressed through character 
ami plot in more vital plays. 

Still, one aspen of the play 
comes across forcefully. The 
muddle of rotten concrete, art- 
deco elegance, sleazy dives 
and dirty galleries that consti¬ 
tutes Yolanda Sonnabend's 
vivid set is the world, the 
Americas, but also the USA. 
Goons suppress those who 
dare breathe such subversive 
words as “brother”. Sinister 
street-cleaners arrive in gas¬ 
masks and green gowns to 
dear the corpses of the have- 
nots. The haves, mainly repre¬ 
sented here by Leslie Phillips’s 
smug hotelier, are accused of 
destroying “America's son". 

When the play originally 
appeared, the McCartftyires 
attacked it as anti-American.

including Blur. Therapy? and 
the Divine Comedy. 

The four bands on the bill at 
the Astoria 2 reflected Finlay's 
lifelong enthusiasm for guitar 
hands with attitude. Travis 
were his latest favourites and 
they lived up to this honour by 
playing a passionate, varied 
set. In a faster, more metallic 
vein came Ash. about whom 
Finlay had written early on in 
their career. 

As an eternal champion of 
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the underdog. Finlay would 
have been pleased by the high 
billing given to Formula One. 
an unsigned five-piece, who 
played quirky, synth-laden 
pop. And then finally came 
The Fall, Finlay’S favourite 
band, fronted by Mark E. 
Smith, the man he regarded as 
the only true pop star. As 
caustic as ever. Smith man¬ 
aged to provoke the most 
serious outbreak of dancing in 
the evening, particularly dur¬ 
ing Hip Priests. 

GEORGE MICHAEL may 
beg to differ, but this was not a 
vintage year for the Best Male 
Solo Artist category he won at 
this week's Brit Awards. Paul 
Sexton writes. The nomination 
of Sting and Tricky for albums 
widely held to be ho-hum 
suggests a vacancy for an 
arresting new domestic solo 
talent to surface in time for 
next year’s gong show. 

Which may be where How¬ 
ard New comes in, although 
the jury will not be sitting in 
his case for a while yet. The 
early evidence includes two 
plausible singles. Battlefield 
and Demolition Girl, and 
more than a few appreciative 
murmurs when he opened for 
Tina Turner in the arenas of 
Britain and Europe last 
autumn- 

So this was a Borderline 
appearance in more ways 
than one. But the Warrington- 
born singer nevertheless in¬ 
fused Ws'performance with a 
big spoonful of northern soul 
arid a pugnacious strut born of 
his teenage boxing years.

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Europe’s 
pensions 
time bomb 

The cost of retirement could ruin the 
Continent says Tim Congdon 


E urope has a problem with its 
pensions. In most countries 
the burden of state pension 
expenditure has increased, is in¬ 
creasing and ought to be dimin¬ 
ished. 

The causes of the problem are 
easy to explain. People are living 
longer than ever before. The State, 
or at any rate a social security fund 
which is the agent of the State, is 
responsible for paying pensions to 
its citizens in old age. As the 
demographic balance changes in 
the next century, with a higher ratio 
of old people to the population of 
working age. the cost of this 
commitment will rise. Since state 
pensions are “unfunded" (not 
matched by a pool of assets), taxes 
and sodal security contributions 
will have to increase. 

The interaction between the large 
implied increases in taxation and 
economies growth potential is vi¬ 
cious. As taxes rise to cover the 
higher cost of pensions, the incen¬ 
tives for people of working age to 
remain in hill time employment 
weaken. But. if the number of 
people at work declines, the tax 
burden on those workers who stay 
in a job must necessarily rise again. 
The risk is of a dangerous spiral of 
rising taxes, which cut labour force 
participation, which raises the tax 
rate for the average worker and 
which again cuts labour force 
participation. 

Even worse, demographic trends 
will lead to a drop in the 
number of people of 
working age in some 
European countries over 
the next 25 years. So. if 
the proportion of the 
working-age population 
in employment also goes 
down, the number of 
people at work must fall. 

Unless output per head 
increases sharply, nat¬ 
ional output may stop growing or 
even decline. Once more, nations' 
ability to pay the taxes required to 
cover the pension burden is under¬ 
mined. 

While this diagnosis of the pen¬ 
sion problem is familiar, there is 
still much debate about the right 
prescription. One option is to 
stimulate the development of fund¬ 
ed pensions, where people have a 
pool of assets, which generates 
interest profits and rents to pay 
their pensions. Britain is lucky in 
having Europe’s largest pool of 
pension assets (68 per cent of GDP 
in 1994. compared to Germany's 6 
per centl to cover the liabilities of 
well-established and fully funded 
corporate pension schemes. 
Though many observers regard 
this as the ideal outcome, it would 
take many years before a suf¬ 
ficiently large asset pool could be 
created in most continental Euro¬ 
pean countries. Also relevant here 
are tax arrangements, which in 
most countries will need to be 
changed to make pension funding 
an option attractive to die private 
sector. There is a real danger that 
European monetary union will 
lead to fiscal harmonisation, and to 
British taxpayers subsidising our 
partners’ unfunded schemes. 

Italy has one of the worst 
problems in Europe. In his pam¬ 
phlet. Mounting Debts: the coming 
European pension crisis. Gabriel 
Stein suggests that pension costs 
will rise as a share of Italian output 
from slightly above 15 per cent 
today to over 25 per cent by 2030. 
But the Italian people have little 
incentive to develop funded pen¬ 
sions, because they at present have 
a tax exemption on interest on 
government debt. They prefer to 
accumulate holdings of govern¬ 
ment debt instead of diversified 
asset pools on the British pattern. It 
is difficult ro see how these tax 
arrangements can be changed 
without a traumatic and possibly 
counter-productive shock to savers' 
expectations. 


Could the pension crisis lead to 
art economic horror story? Coukl 
the adverse effect of rising taxes on 
incentives to work and save stop 
economic growth in Europe, and 
create societies where most people 
are dependent on the State, because 
they are being paid old age pen¬ 
sions or some other kind of social 
security benefit? 

There are at least two reasons for 
thinking that the fiscal crisis of the 
modem European State is worse 
than Mr Stein has argued. First, he 
focuses exclusively on pensions, 
whereas in fact this crisis relates to 
public expenditure as a whole. In 
particular, medical costs for the 
elderly are much higher than for 
the young and middle-aged. As the 
proportion of old people to the total 
population rises, the ratio of medi¬ 
cal expenditure to national output 
will increase. With the State re¬ 
sponsible for the bulk of medical ex¬ 
penditure, here is another influence 
certain to drive up tax rates, and so 
to discourage work, effort and 
savings. 

Secondly, the extra expenditure 
on pensions and health might be 
manageable if Europe's nations 
had an immaculate record in 
controlling budget deficits and 
public debts. In that event they 
could borrow at low interest rates, 
and perhaps try to postpone tax 
increases and the consequent de¬ 
struction of incentives. Unhappily, 
over the past 25 years, public debt 
has increased faster than 
national output across 
Europe. The countries 
with the heaviest burden 
of unfunded pensions 
are sometimes — as in 
the Italian and Belgian 
cases — also the coun¬ 
tries with the worst 
records of controlling 
their deficits and debts. 
As a result, the level of 
real interest rates is higher than in 
the 1950s and 1960s. In most coun¬ 
tries it is above die economic 
growth. A standard proposition in 
macroeconomics is that in these cir¬ 
cumstances, public debt will rise in¬ 
definitely relative to national out¬ 
put unless governments run sub¬ 
stantial surpluses of tax revenues 
over their non-interest expenditure. 

Of course, the climb in pension 
and health expenditure makes it 
more painful to achieve such 
surpluses. But the longer Europe^ 
governments postpone the action 
needed to halt the growth of debt, 
the worse their eventual dilemma. 
As the level of debt — and so the size 
of debt interest charges — rises 
compared with national income, 
the higher taxes must go to stabilise 
the public finances. Short-term 
fiscal kindness may lead to long¬ 
term financial disintegration. 

B enjamin Franklin in the 18th 
century said that nothing is 
more certain than death and 
taxes. In the 21st century nothing 
will be more certain than a gradual 
ageing of Europe's populations, as 
the elderly becomes a relatively 
larger group, and a substantial 
increase in pension costs. Given 
that che strain of additional pension 
payments will be superimposed on 
large increases in meical expendi¬ 
ture and interest charges on public 
debt, the long-term prospects for 
European economic growth are 
poor and worsening. 

Indeed, a case can be argued that 
Europe's growth prospect is worse 
now than at any time since the start 
of the industrial revolution. If i 
Europe's governments cannot solve 1 
the problem of unfunded pensions, 
they will not be able to control their 
larger fiscal difficulties or to pre¬ 
vent rises in taxation which will 
wreck their economies.

Margot Norman on the impact of Labour’s proposed abolition of the assisted places scheme 


Give our children 
a chance, Mr Blair 


I n proposing to abolish the 
assisted places scheme, Tony 
Blair and David Blunkett have 
got it wrong. Thousands of krw- 
mourne parents did not know their 
children had the chance of a free 
private education until Labour 
promised to take that chance away. 

Labour no longer claims that the 
money saved by phasing out the 
scheme would pay for a nationwide 
reduction in primary school class 
sues to 30 or below: an independent 
assessment now says the shortfall 
would be at least £250 million. But 
until recently there were still some 
grounds for viewing the scheme as 
a cosy subsidy for those in the 
know. The Government was culpa¬ 
bly negligent in failing to publicise 
the scheme. Last October, though, 
everyone claiming child benefit 
was given an explanatory leaflet 
Combined with media controversy 
over Labour's abolition plans, this 
has led to a simultaneous awaken¬ 
ing and dashing of expectations. 

The State now pays for 38,000 
young scholars, due to rise to 
60,000 under present forecasts. 
How many schools are there like St 
Stephens, a kaleidoscopicaUy 
multi-ethnic primary school opp¬ 
osite a big council estate in the 
borough of Westminster, produc¬ 
ing their first ever crop of assisted 
place hopefuls this year? The 
children are lucky with their head¬ 


mistress, Brenda Morrison, who 
says: “Parents have a right to this, 
ifs one of the choices on offer, and 
it's my job to help them through the 
rather daunting process." But 
many other state school heads 
remain so ideologically opposed to 
the scheme that they refuse to said 
reports to the receiving schools. 

Marion Gibbs, headmistress of 
James Alien's school for girls in 
Dulwich, is saddened by the air of 
last-chance desperation among this 
year’s applicants, several of whom 
are under-age. Dulwich’s catch¬ 
ment area indudes south London's 
lowest-achieving but also most ex¬ 
pensive-to-run comprehensives. 
(The average assisted place costs 
the taxpayer £3,700, compared with 
nearly £4.500 in a state school 
where, as one anxious Muslim 
parent put it, the likely outcome for 
her daughter was not university 
but "prison, pregnancy, hospital or 
the dole") James Allen’s has a 


reputation at Oxford for producing 
very bright undergraduates from 
the ethnic minorities, their talents 
fostered by assisted places. 

The scheme's likely demise 
under Labour would simply be 
"sad”, according to Jean Scott, 
headmistress of South Hampstead 
High School, flagship of the Girls’ 
Public Day School Trust Some 
32500 children have assisted places 
at the Trust's 26 schools, nearly 10 
per rent of the total As a Scot she is 
exasperated by the way the debate 
has been dominated by outdated 
English preoccupations with sodal 
class. What unites the Trust's 
assisted place holders, a third of 
whom have no father at home, is 
not dass but ability, lade of cash 
and the scarcity of good slate girls* 
schools. This is particularly so in 
London: South Hampstead'S chief 
state competitor, Henrietta Barnett 
has 850 applicants for 93 places: 
harder to get into than Cambridge. 


For 125 years the non¬ 
profitmaking Trust has kept faith 
with its mission to offer bright dty 
girls a good education regardless of 
their backgrounds, by means of 
low fees and state scholarship 
schemes for 20 to 3 per cent of its 
pupils. Former direct-grant schools 
like these, and the many grammar 
schools that reluctantly went inde¬ 
pendent 20 years ago rather than 
go comprehensive, will now be- 
ocome tiie preserve of those with 
money. 

New Labour, supported by the 
Liberal Democrats, seems deter¬ 
mined to destroy the only bridge 
that exists between the state and 
private sectors. - though Mr 
Blunkett has talked of accepting 
private schools as partners. More¬ 
over, league tables, which Labour 
now accepts, have polarised state 
schools as never before, with the 
ones oversubscribed and the 
ones shunned by the weli- 


motirated parents who would have 
sent their children there until the 
awful truth about their exam 
results became plain. 

Money, dass, and education in 
this country no longer mesh as they 

did when Labour was last in power. 

The majority of parents at private 
schools were themselves educated 
in state schools. It makes no sense 
to risk this national pool of brain¬ 
power. while fostering other talents 
with state scholarships for special¬ 
ist schools of music and dance, and 
adding new ones for sport 

T axpayers have been funding 
places in private schools for 
over 400 years. A Labour 
government invented the direct 
grant scheme, and another expand¬ 
ed it in 1946. The old urban 
grammar and direct grant schools 
are still the core of the scheme. 
Several continental countries and 
even egalitarian Australia have 
similar meritocratic initiatives. 

By all means, reform the scheme, 
Mr Blain tighten the rules, set the 
Inland Revenue on wealthy parents 
who cheat, and ditch grand schools 
like Charterhouse that charge three 
times the average for sixth-formers. 
Sit down with local authorities and 
heads to target assisted places on 
gaps in state provision. But many 
.parents win not forgive you if you 
just throw it away.

The Chief Rabbi’s arguments 
undermine mature democracy.

Y ou are all aware," says 
Salem's Reverend Parris, 
“of the rumours of the 
Spirit come amongst us 
out of Hell, of that hateful enemy of 
all Christian people, the DeviL 1 
have invited Reverend Hale of 
Beverly to come to Salem. He will 
get to the bottom of this." Within 
days 19 Salem villagers are swing¬ 
ing on the gallows. Religion and the 
law unite to purge “the powers of 
darkness attacking this village". A 
round of petty jealousies becomes 
an orgy of execution. 

In The Crucible, Arthur Miller 
used the saga of the Salem witches 
as a weapon against McCarthyism. 
The film version of the play opens 
this week, its director. Nicholas 
Hytner, finding new forms of 
McCarthyism in political correct¬ 
ness and revived-memoiy syn¬ 
drome. I offer it in a more subtle 
form, tiie moral totalitarianism 
towards which we are being led fay 
government ministers, curriculum 
reformers and tiie 
Chief Rabbi. Jon¬ 
athan Sacks, in a 
book. The Politics 
of Hope, serial¬ 
ised in The Times 
this week. 

Dr Sacks is an 
articulate spokes¬ 
man for them all. 

To him, modern 
British society is 
infused with evil, "a more random, 
chaotic, disordered world than the 
one we remember, or the one our 
parents knew." Libertarians and 
“moral relativists" have broken tiie 
bonds of family, community and 
voluntary association that once 
guarded morality. They have re¬ 
duced it to mere "lifestyle and 
convenience". Crime, drugs, child 
abuse, adultery and family decay 
are everywhere. As for how to 
confront this threat, the Chief 
Rabbi cries: “Sir, I refute it thus" 
and slams his fist on the Torah. 
Reverend Parris slammed his on 
the Bible. 

Seventeenth-centuiy Salem was 
a community after the Chief Rab¬ 
bi’s heart. It was a dose-knit village 
of God-fearing men and women. 
True, some of the girls were 
unreliable and the blade servants 
did odd things with chickens. But 
families were strong and self- 
reliant. There was lime crime and 
much lard work. The Meeting 
House was the centre of moral 
education, its precepts enshrined in 
The Book. Yet the slightest upset 
and this paradise panicked. The 
precepts which the village leaders 
espoused were not questioned, they 
were made tyrannical Men ceased 


to think and re-enacted the rituals 
of all morally primitive societies. 
They repeated the Mayan blood 
sacrifices. Phoenician immolation, 
tiie Grand Inquisitor's auto-da-fe. 
The hysteric was king. The moral 
law is nor the law of reason. It is the 
law of slam, whoosh, chop and 
snap. In Salem, it took 19 corpses to 
appease its rage. 

We are more genteel. Dr Sacks*s 
book begins as an elegant canter 
around the communitarian course. 
He is aware of history, riting Defoe, 
Fielding, Disraeli, Yeats and others 
who also felt, for reasons buried 
deep in bourgeois psychology, that 
their society was going through a 
unique moral decay. Yet he soon 
gives in to the fallacy of tiie lost 
Golden Age. How else can a priest 
cry wolf? If a community is healthy, 
if the centre is holding rather well 
and anarchy not looted upon tiie 
world, who needs a moral doctor? 
The world hurries on by. It will not 
listen; it will not buy the book. 

Dr Sacks em¬ 
ploys ludicrous 
Victorian statis¬ 
tics to conclude 
that 19th-century 
Britain was a ha¬ 
ven of family 
order, moral recti¬ 
tude and falling 
crime. He then 
quotes pages of 
middle-aged 
"Why-oh-why” journalism to prove 
that today is worse. “Cyrudsm 
about politicians," he writes, “is at a 
historic high and there is a general 
awareness of a breakdown in 
authority." Any newspaper cutting 
or league table will do to portray 
British society as mired in sin. The 
writer may offer an off-the-shelf 
prescription for salvation, in this 
esse a theological "hope” resting on 
a revived Judaeo-Christian moral 
canon. In truth, the Chief Rabbi is 
merely offering a belter class of 
woe. 

I am one of his hated moral 
relativists. I believe that 
people hold moral views indi¬ 
vidually and collectively. But 
when moralities conflict — over 
divorce, abortion, free speech or 
even moral education — the conflict 
must be resolved politically, not by 
recourse to sacred texts. Dr Sacks 
claims that I cannot then “make 
public judgements of any kind, or 
sustain a coherent moral conversa¬ 
tion.” I have redefined morality as 
mere personal Licence. I have 
abandoned the Judaeo-Christian 
tradition of received wisdom em¬ 
bodied in families, schools, 
churches and the law. I have 


carried tolerance too far in the 
direction of crude utilitarianism. 
Even Voltaire did not go that far, 
nor did Tocquevilie or Mill. 

This line of argument is undeni¬ 
ably fashionable and will feature 
strongly in the coming election. It 
offers a useful apologia for the 
crime wave, the drugs culture, 
teenage pregnancy, divorce and 
such favourites of the moral 
hysteric as sex on television, foul 
language and motorway mad¬ 
ness. All can be blamed on the 
young and the media. Yet this 
tactic has its price. Politicians are 
finding it hard at present to make 
prosperity a political issue. They 
spend so much time telling British 
electors that they are possessed of 
the Devil ■— as parents, teachers, 
working wives, civil servants — 
that efforts to tell the voters in the 
next breath to “feel good" die on 
the politicians' Ups. 

I believe that the ability of a 
community to respect individual 
freedom of thought, speech and 
action while updating the rules by 
which it governs itself is the 
measure of its maturity. A refusal 
to accept that other people's values 
may be as passionately held as 
one’s own is the road to Hell. Dr 
Sacks rightly stresses the role that 


social institutions play in structur¬ 
ing this respect But to give them a 
coercive status, outside the context 
of democracy, is tribalism. I proba¬ 
bly disagree with the Chief Rabbi 
and his church on a wide range of 
“moral" issues. [ am sure it is best 
for all concerned that we settle our 
disagreement at a political rather 
than a moral tribunal. 

T his is the difference be¬ 
tween Dr Sacks and me. I 
can refer our disagreement 
to the court of democracy. 
The logic of his argument is that he 
cannot Like the animal rights 
campaigner or the anti-abortion 
activist, he must treat me as 
unconscionably immoral. His be¬ 
lief system is universal, historical 
and above democracy, a concept 
barely discussed in his book. 
Behind him I hear Judge Danforth 
in The Crucible: “I tell you, 
Samuel, I shall not rest until every 
inch of this Province belongs again 
to God." 

Dr Sacks refers frequently to two 
concepts much in vogue, that of die 
family and that of community. Both 
embrace sins and virtues. But to 
social historians, they are essential¬ 
ly divergent. Families are reaction¬ 
ary, introverted institutions. 


Communities (at least open and 
democratic ones) are innovatory 
and dynamic. Conflicts between 
them — the conflicts descrilted in 
The Crucible — must be resolved 
somehow. They will be resolved by 
war. hysteria or political institu¬ 
tions enjoying local consent. These 
institutions, like Tolstoy's freema¬ 
sons, may uphold a hundred 
moralities. But the ones that must 
take the strain are the formal 
institutions not of morality but of 
democracy. 

1 suggest to the Chief Rabbi a 
different apocalypse. Britain's 
Achilles Heel is not its moral 
institutions but its democratic ones. 
Their present degeneracy, in the 
face of “democratic centralism", is 
far more dangerous than headline 
hysterial about morals. Democratic 
institutions must convert moral 
disputes into political ones and seek 
to resolve them without bloodshed. 
That is why the democracies of 
parishes, towns, counties, regions, 
nations, global alliances must be 
kept in constant repair. They are 
what stop us flying at each other's 
throats. 

Perhaps I can lead Dr Sacks in 
this direction. Otherwise both of us 
might end up in Salem, swinging 
on some moralist's rope.

* | voters of Wirral Smith seem to have cast 
positive votes for Tony Blair. 

This is a naturally Conservative constit¬ 
uency. The Tory candidate, Les Byrom, was 
stronger than usual. There was even a 
powerful local issue, the preservation of 
grammar schools, for the Tories to exploit 
But Wirral proved the Conservatives’ worst 
fears: New Labour can win over middle- 
class, successful and prosperous people even 
when good arguments are aired. 

Of course, by-elections are not the real 
thing. But MORI did ask the voters of 
Wirral how they would vote in the sub¬ 
sequent general election. Most said that they 
would not change their minds. By contrast 
I NOP found big Tory leads when it asked the 
1 r same question of voters in Eastbourne and 
Ribble Valley, which the Conservatives lost 


in by-elections and won back thereafter. 
Labour does not need to hold on to Wirral 
South in order to win the general election. If 
Mr Chapman is still an MP on May Z Mr 
Blair is likely to have a lag majority. 

So, with defeat in May the most likely 
outcome, what can the Conservatives do? 
First, they have to give themselves a jolt 
Secondly, they must try to give a jolt to the 
electorate. Too many ministers yesterday 
claimed that Wirral was an aberration, that 
voters would see sense on May I, and that 
the party was still on course for victory. 
Apart from making themselves sound as if 
they have only the feeblest of grips on reality, 
this also strikes voters as arrogant 

It is better for them to admit what every¬ 
one else knows: that Labour, on current 
form, is set to trounce them. The prospect of 
an unfettered Blair government that could 
be in power for more than one term is the 
“midsummer nightmare” that the Prime 
Minister tried to conjure yesterday. If Con¬ 
servatives want to bestir those former sup¬ 
porters who think it might be entertaining to 
give Labour a chance, their only possible 
message is “wake up before it's too later 

Only high-risk tactics have a chance of 
making a difference new. Voters are faced 
with a Conservative Party whose senior 
members vilify each other publicly, whose 
Cabinet ministers cannot agree on matters 
of the highest polity and some of whom 
secretly hanker after defeat The manner 
and timing of Lord Tebbifs character 
assassination of Michael Heseltine is just a 
small visible part of a massive mostly 
invisible problem for Mr Major. 

In many areas, ministers have governed 
sensibly and effectively over the past few 
years. But the whole of this government 
seems manifestly less than the sum of its 
parts. If the Prime Minister wants the 
country to wake up, he has to do so himself : 
— and stay in that state and persuade his j 
colleagues consistently to follow’ him.

No regrets over 
Heseltine review

Sir, I find it sad that so many jour¬ 
nalists —notably within the electronic 
media — should have had so much to 
say about my review in The Spectator 
of Michael Crick’s new biography of 
Michael Heseltine (report today), 
some of them without having made 
even a nodding acquaintance with the 
book. 

Certainly I am not uncritical of the 
man who set out to bring down Prime 
Minister Thatcher, but 1 also ventured 
the opinion that “it would be wrong to 
forget his 1 ministerial] successes” and 

1 listed some of them, notably the 
campaign against CND for which I 
said Mr Crick gave him too little 
credit 

Yes, I did use the words -tacky, 
tasteless and self-centred”. That was a 
description of the conduct that Mr 
Crick (not I) attributed to his sub¬ 
ject Pbrhaps those who read Mr 
Crick's book will judge for themselves 
if he was fair or l was “over the 
top". 

To accuse Mr Heseltine of being a 
prey to ambition seems to me neither 
novel nor unfair. As to the fairness of 
my view that he has a macho streak, 
or that he resented a woman holding 
the office to which he aspired, others 
must judge. 

Perhaps some of the furore arises 
because these days, it seems, most 
book reviews comprise little about the 
book and mostly the reviewers' 
thoughts on its subject. Unusually, 
my review- is mostly about the book 
and what h. not I, says about Mr 
Heseltine. 

By the way. I know nothing of the 
arrangements being made for the 
Conservative election campaign this 
year, so for all 1 know your Political 
Correspondent. Andrew Pierce, may 
be right or wrong in his speculation 
/“Heseltine to plat peace role in heat 
of Tory campa ign".

1 do know, and it is a 
matter of public record, what hap¬ 
pened in 1957. Mr Pierce is wrong to 
say that “on wobbly Thursday opin¬ 
ion polls showed the Tory lead to have 
slumped”. A single rogue poll showed 
quite wrong!} that the Conservative 
lead had narrowed 

As to the old chestnut that, in Mr 
Pierce's words. “jTimj Bells advertise¬ 
ments won the day and Mrs Thatcher 
the ejection' une would have to be a 
political simpleton t»» believe a ample 
of advertisements won the l°S7 elec¬ 
tion.

Influence of the Ulster Unionists

Sir, It is with great sadness, and some 
anger, that I read Mr Michael Bick- 
nelTs letter (February 21) deploring 
the influence of the Unionist vote at 
Westminster. “Most English people of 
my acquaintance” he wrote, “regard 
Ireland in general, and Ulster in parti¬ 
cular, as a confounded nuisance.” 

Mr BickneU may feel he owes no 
debt to history, but it remains a fact 
that die majority of the population of 
Ulster are loyal British subjects whose 
forefathers contributed folly to Brit¬ 
ain's industrial might in more pros¬ 
perous times, and who fought and 
often died for Ring and Country in a 
variety of conflicts. 

As one of those loyal subjects, it is 
with increasing distress that I have 
observed the significant weakening of 
the Union during the present long 
period of Conservative government. 
How could two Tory prime ministers 
— one whose fall was at least partly 
caused by her robust defence of 
British sovereignty, the other who 
actively promotes himself as the great 
defender of the United Kingdom con¬ 
stitution — have overseen the gradual 
passing of power and influence over 
Northern Ireland to the Irish Repub¬ 
lic. through instruments such as the 
Anglo-Irish Agreement and the 
Framework Document, despite the 
dear and consistent opposition of the 
democratic majority in the province? 

The answer, 1 fear, lies in the atti¬ 
tude of Mr BickneU and his kind. It 
represents exactly the response that 
the IRA hopes to engender by carry¬ 
ing out atrocities such as the Dock¬ 
lands bombing or the murder of a Bri¬ 
tish soldier in Armagh: a response 
that creates the type of atmosphere in 
w'hich the Government can attempt to 
tackle the problem by means of thinly 
disguised appeasement

“Shaved 
bulls” (February 27). overlooks what 
happened in the Valencia bullring last 
July 27. when the torero Francisco 
Gazquez was killed by a bull from the 
ranch of Gim£nez Indarte. The ease 
with which the horn penetrated his 
body contradicts your statement that 
“bullfighting has become a tawdry 
pantomime” in which “stunts prevail 
over substance”. 

The death of Francisco Gazquez is 
“apt” (your term) because the bull that 
killed him was rejected at the first 
veterinary inspection on suspicion of 
its horns having been blunted. It was 
subsequently readmitted. After the 
tragedy the official vets stated that the 
horns were “very sharp". 

On December 3 a leading Madrid 
newspaper, El Pais, reported that 194 
bullfights were celebrated in the 
province of Seville during the 1996 
season and that there was only one 
confirmed case of the horns having 
been “shaved".

When boars heed 
call of the wild 

From Dr W. D. Booth 

Sir. Mr John Cooper writes (letter. 
February 26) of his concern that wild 
boars are roaming loose in England 
when be thought thar his ancestor 
Richard de Gylpyn had slain the last 
one. 

Wild boar farming in Britain 
slatted over a decade ago with the im¬ 
portation of blood lines of German. 
French and East European origin. 
There are now around 40 farms from 
Cornwall to Scotland, with 500 sows 
producing 2,000 or so young a year for 
meat or herd expansion. Wfld-boar 
fanners are licensed by local authori¬ 
ties under the Dangerous Wild Ani¬ 
mals Act, and stringent regulations, 
including high security fencing, are 
involved. 

Sometimes, like domestic livestock, 
wild boar escape, but these breakouts 
are usually easily contained. How 
many wild boar are on the loose 
around the Kent/Sussex border has 
yet to be ascertained but if there 
should be large numbers, then we 
could face another “alien” introduc¬ 
tion to our fauna, such as the mink, 
grey squirrel and Munqac deer, but 
one that is more of a threat to 
agriculture than wild life. 

But is wild boar strictly an alien, 
since it was once indigenous to 
Britain? There could be conflicting 
views on the rights of the wild-boar 
farmers, mainstream farmers, conser¬ 
vationists, and perhaps the pro and 
anti-hunting supporters if wild boar 
roam free again beyond immediate 
control. But some might consider this 
the animal's right?

yen theatrical revolu¬ 
tions need their en¬ 
trepreneurs and imp¬ 
resarios. For the 
. Juncm which overtook 
British theatre in the wake of 
.Look Back in Anger in J956, 
and slightly later the British 
film industry also, Oscar 
LewsTstem was that indis- 
pensible figure. 

Naturally. he functioned 
chiefly behind the scene s , and 
his name was far less well 
known than most of those 
whose careers he helped to 
launch. But his influence was 
fdt fax and wide, everywhere 
from the Royal Court to Strat¬ 
ford East, and there were few, 
from John Osborne to Joe 
Orton, Joan Littlewood to 
Lindsay Anderson, who did 
not generously acknowledge 
his mostly benign impact on 
their careers. 

Lewenstein’S parents were 
recent Russian Jewish immi- 
_ grants when he was bom in 
~ Hackney just at the onset of 
' the Russian Revolution. His 
father had a small business in 
wood and plastics, which took 
the family to Hove for most of 
Oscars childhood, but busi¬ 
ness failure brought them 
back to the East End of 
London when he was 14. 

In the circumstances, any 
young person with any polit¬ 
ical consciousness at all was 
likely to grow up strongly left- 
wing. Lewenstein was from 
the beginning a great reader, 
formed his Marxist view of the 
world at an early age. and 
never significantly deviated 
from it subsequently, even 
when he became rich and 
successful. 

After leaving school he had 
various jobs, but the. first of 
them in which he was happy 
was at the Workere*' Book¬ 
shop. which distributed Left 
Book Club publications, in 
1936. Through it he first made 
contact with notable Commu¬ 
nist writers and intellectuals, 
which was to stand him in 
good stead later on. 

to 1938 he married Clare, a . 
co-worker for the cause, but 
the war came before he could 



make any sensible derision 
about what he wanted to be. 
His marriage did not survive 
the war, but his experience in 
the Army, undertaking the 
education of illiterate recruits, 
had a strong formative effect 
His realisation that he was a 
bom organiser and could pur 
his talents and his education 
(largely self-acquired) to use 
on behalf of the causes he 
believed in derived from this 
period. 

As soon as he was de¬ 
mobbed he began to put his 
notions into practice by taking 
a managerial job with the 
Unity Theatre, a famous 
London political theatre dub 
of the time (he wanted to edit 
their magazine, but was not 
judged to have sufficient expe¬ 
rience). His first connection 
.with the Unity came through a 
prewar friend, Ted Willis, who 
had in the interim begun to 
write plays and was already 
on his way to becoming the 
creator of Dixon of Dock 
Green and many realist 
scripts for early television. 


The Unity brought Lewen- 
stein for die first time into 
dose contact with the theatri¬ 
cal milieu in which the rest of 
his life was to be spent, and 
gave him an excellent under¬ 
standing of how the theatre 
and theatrical people func¬ 
tioned. He also met through 
the theatre his second wife, an 
artist-potter called Eileen 
Mawson. 

During Lewensrem's time 
as genera] manager ar the 
Unity it set up a professional 
company in addition to its less 
formal activities, and so he 
became, in effect an impresa¬ 
rio for the first time, if at a very 
humble level. In 1952 he was 
hired as General Manager of 
the Royal Court Theatre, a: 
that time notable for little else 
than its historical connection 
with the Barker-Vedrenne 
management and the early 
productions of George Ber¬ 
nard Shaw. 

However. Lewensreir. had 
other ideas. He saw a bright 
future for a writers' theatre 
winch would be nir. as so few 


London theatres were at that 
time, on repertory lines and 
establish a consistent policy, 
to 1956, along with the poer- 
playwrighr Ronald Duncan 
and the actor-director George 
Devine, he set up the English 
Stage Company at the Royal 
Court to be exactly that. The 
first couple of productions 
received respectful notices, but 
the third really rook off. It was 
John Osborne’s Look Back in 
Anger 

This success, critical and 
commercial, almost single- 
handedly set off the so-called 
New Drama in Britain, and 
the English Stage Company at 
the Royal Coun continued to 
be the movement’s flagship. 
Lewenstein's connection with 
the theatre was continuous. 
He was artistic director there 
from 1972 to 1975. co-produced 
many of its shows and master¬ 
minded its West End trans¬ 
fers. and was chairman of the 
company, member of the 
council and general inapirer 
tor. as some saw it. interfered 
for many vears. 


But his interests did not 
limit themselves to the one 
company or theatre. He was 
an old friend of Joan 
LjnJewood. and he helped her 
to put on the first British 
production of a Brecht play 
(Mother Courage) and provid¬ 
ed the managerial input for 
the transfer of several of her 
most famous Theatre 
Workshop productions, in¬ 
cluding A Taste of Honey, The 
Hostage and Make Me An 
Offer, to lucrative West End 
runs. 

All three of those plays, 
incidentally, were transferred 
simultaneously in 1959 — no 
one could accuse Lewenstein 
of lacking boldness if he 
believed in something. Of 
course he had his share of 
f?op<. bur hardly ever did he 
involve himself in any enter¬ 
prise which was totally lack¬ 
ing in quality. He had learnt 
early that lofty educational 
intentions in the theatre were 
m»t enough, and his combi na¬ 
tion of intellectual stamina 
with an acme sense of what 


would work and what would 
not brought him many suc¬ 
cesses such as Billy Liar, Loot 
and What the Butler Saw, in 
which serious ideas were pre¬ 
sented in an honorably com¬ 
mercial way. 

Lewenstein’S theatrical con¬ 
nections with directors such as 
Tony Richardson, Lindsay An¬ 
derson and Peter Brook were 
inevitably, sooner or later. 
goin§ to get him involved with 
the cinema too. He began in a 
modest way. as a sort of 
uncredited assistant producer 
on A Taste of Honey and The 
Loneliness of the Long Dis¬ 
tance Runner, both directed 
by Tony Richardson, but his 
official debut as associate pro¬ 
ducer hit gold, in the shape of 
Tom Jones. 

He went on to produce such 
memorably successful films as 
The Girl with Green Eyes and 
The Knack, as well as some 
really bizarre projects which 
probably no other producer 
would have touched, tike Tony 
Richardson's filming of the 
Genet script Mademoiselle -, 
his final production was Rita, 
Sue and Bob Too in 1987, 
same years after he had effect¬ 
ively retired from active in¬ 
volvement in theatrical pro¬ 
duction and settled, inevitably, 
to writing his memoirs. Kick¬ 
ing Against the Pricks, which 
appeared in 1994. 

In private. Lewenstein was 
noted for his cool and his 
culture. He was an enthusias¬ 
tic collector of pictures and 
books, and always turned out 
to have for-ranging knowledge 
of the most obscure and un¬ 
likely subjects, which he was 
delighted to share: the teacher 
in turn died hard. Profession¬ 
ally he could sometimes be 
difficult, and would refuse for 
as long as possible to admit 
that he might be wrong in 
anything. On the other hand, 
he could reasonably point out 
that he very seldom was. and if 
from time to time he sulked 
under the lash of criticism, he 
would always accept just stric¬ 
tures eventually. He was ever 
an idealist first, a business¬ 
man after — though some¬ 
times by quite a short head. 
He helped to change the face of 
20th-century British drama. 

His first marriage was dis¬ 
solved in 1947. He is survived 
by his second wife, Eileen, and 
two sons. 


JACK WILSON

JACK WILSON’S sideboard 
must have groaned under the 
weight of the trophies he 
gained during his short but 
spectacular rowing career, but 
it is perhaps for the gold 
medal he won for Britain in 
the 1948 Olympic Games that 
- be wtiB be best remembwed. 
£ He was also in three victorious 
' Cambridge crews in the Univ¬ 
ersity Boat Race, 1934-56- 
Remarkably, it was after 
having hot touched an oar for 
ten years that he rowed with 
his friend, W. G. R.M. “Ran" 
Laurie (father of Hugh Laurie 
the cornediaru himself a Cam¬ 
bridge rowing Blue), to victory 
in the Olympic coxless pairs. 
Taking leave from the political 
service in Sudan, Wilson and 
Laurie entered the Henley 
Royal Regatta in 1943. Despite 
having had only three months 
trainim;- the pair won the 
Goblets so convincingly that 
they were invited to repreamt 
Great Britain at the hist 
postwar Olympic Games, in 
Britain, later that year. 

Rowing on their favourite 
course at Henley, “the Desert 
Rais" as thev were known, 
fought off a' late challenge 
from the Swiss brothers, Hans 
and Josef Kait. beating them 
by 2.S seconds to take gold. 



Jade Hyme Tucker Wilson 
was educated at Shrewsbury 
School and Pembroke College, 
Cambridge, where he read 
engineering. At Shrewsbury 
he was introduced to rowing 
and first competed at Henley 
in 1932 when he rowed for the 
Shrews uury crew, winning 
the Ladies’ Plate. This was a 
particularly impressive win 
since the event was open to 
both school and university 
college crews, and naturally 
the latter tended to dominate. 

TWo years later Wilson 
gained his Blue at Cambridge, 
rowing in three consecutive 
victorious Boat Race crews. In 
the first year. 1934. the Cam¬ 
bridge eight set a recoiri time. 
Wilson was made president of 
the Cambridge University 
Boat Dub in 1935. This was

the golden era of Pembroke 
rowing: Wilson won the Stew¬ 
ards’Cup twice and the Grand 
Challenge Cup once, for his 
college. 

Wilson joined the Sudan 
Political Service in 1Q.V> but 
returned to Henley on lea^e in 
193S ro win rhe Sreunrds' for 
Leander. and ihe Silver Gob¬ 
lets in partnership with Ran 
Laurie. 
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frum where he wa» flown in 
Khariniuii.

a Steward of Henley Royal 
Regatta in 1953. and almost 
never missed the annual re¬ 
gatta where he was actively 
involved until last year with 
such duties as timekeeping. 

An active member of his 
community. Wilson was a 
magistrate and served on the 
committee of the League of 
Friends of Budleigh SaTterton 
Hospital. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Anne, whom he married in 
Mombasa in 1943 after she 
managed to get a posting there 
with the Wrens, and by their 
two sons. 


WILLIAM GEAR 



William Gear, artist died 
on February 27 aged 81. 

He was born on August 2, 
1915. 

HAD the tides of international 
art and taste shifted just a little 
in the late 1940s, William Gear 
might have been one of Brit¬ 
ain's most famous artists. As it 
is, he remains one of those 
figures whose work is redis¬ 
covered from time to time by 
art historians and connois¬ 
seurs, and prized for its 
adventure and originality. 

Gear's paintings of the 
1950s, characterised by what 
might be called intuitive ab¬ 
straction, were at the forefront 
of European and international 
art of the time; they effectively 
combine a Scottish flair for 
handling strong colour and a 
British artistic pragmatism. 
But the powerfully backed 
surge of American Abstract 
Expressionism, with its un¬ 
structured and uninhibited 
mark-making on a huge scale, 
soon submerged the compara¬ 
tively restrained contempo¬ 
rary European abstract art of 
the time, almost banishing it 
from the public eye, and 
causing it to be dismissed as 
too formal and tasteful. 

With hindsight, however. 
Gear’s informal and experi¬ 
mental studies and gouaches 
on paper of around 1949, with 
their haw coalescence of 
brush marks, themselves look 
like blueprints for Abstract 
Expressionism of the New 
York School. Indeed, Gear’s 
work was shown alongside 
Jackson Pollock’s at the Betty 
Parsons Gallery in New York 
in 1949. But Gear always 
maintained more of an overt 
sense of nature in his work. 

Gear was sufficiently resil¬ 
ient to remain unconfined by 
history and changing taste, 
and he continued to work 
undaunted during many years 
of subsequent disregard by 
most of the art world. His 
reward was to see bis work 
being rediscovered, hung in 
retrospectives and purchased, 
by museums all over the world 
in the 1980s and 1990s. 

William Gear was born in 
the fishing village of Methii. 
Ftfeshire; "a dour location be¬ 
tween stormy seas and pit- 
heads. Intent from his early 
teens on becoming an artist, 
from 1932 to 1936 he attended 
Edinburgh Art School, with its 
traditional Paris art affili¬ 
ations, and found there a more 
stimulating environment than 
London would have offered at 
the time. From 1936 to 1937 he 
was at Edinburgh University, 
the first British university to 
hare a chair of art history, and 
from 1937 to I93S a travelling 
scholarship took him to Paris, 
where he attended Fernand 
Leger's academy. He returned 
to attend Moray House Train¬ 
ing College from 1938 to 1939, 
and exhibited his work for the 
first time at the Royal Scottish 


Academy and Society of Scot¬ 
tish Artists. 

Gear saw war service from 
1939 to 1946 with the Royal 
Cbrp s of Signals in the Middle 
East (where he managed to 
hare exhibitions of his works 
on paper in Jerusalem. Tel 
Aviv, and Cairo), in Italy 
(shows in Siena and Florence), 
and in Germany, where he 
subsequently worked as a staff 
officer for the Monuments, 
Fine Arts, and Archives 
branch of the Control Com¬ 
mission from 1946 to 1947; he 
set up a studio in a castle in 
Celle, and participated in the 
rebuilding of German cultur¬ 
al life. 

Demobbed in 1947. Gear 
made straight for Paris, where 
he became associated with the 
Ecole de Paris and with other 
groups of abstract painters. 
He had his first one-man show 
at a commercial gallery in 
Paris in 1948, and also his first 
one-man show in London in 
the same year at Gimpel Fils. 

Gear returned to Britain in 
1950, after showing in some 
important group exhibitions 
m Europe; with a brief stay in 
Buckinghamshire, he settled 
in a small tillage in Kent near 
Canterbuiy. At The Festival of 
Britain in 1951, an abstract by 
Gear (printed upside down in 
the catalogue — the smart 
remark at the time was that it 
did not matter) won a major 
purchase prize of £500: this led 
to questions in Parliament. 

Exhibitions in Britain and 
in Europe kept him busy; and 
from 195S to 1964 he became 
curator of the Towner Art 
Gallery in Eastbourne. From 
1964 to 1975 he was head of the 
department of Fme Art at 
Birmingham College of Art 
(later Birmingham Pblytech- 
niej. 

Gear missed the expansion 
of promotion and public inter¬ 
est which characterised the 
visual arts in Britain in the 
1960s. but the fast developing 
areas of a n histoiy and exhibi- 
tion-making eventually 
caught up with him, as 
Europe rediscovered its own 
postwar art in the shadow of 
American domination. 

But though retrospectives 
and worldwide acquisition of 
his works followed, London 
lagged behind; the Royal 
Academy’s 1987 exhibition of 
the “modern movement”, Brit¬ 
ish Art In The 20th Century, 
ignored him completely in its 
assessment of the 1950s. It was 
left to a 1989 Scottish exhibi¬ 
tion. Scottish Art I900-J990. to 
restore Gear to his rightful 
place as one of the original 
talents of British 20th-century 
art. 

William Gear married, in 
1949, Charlotte Chertock, who 
died in I98S; there are two sons 
of the marriage.

been allowed to grow up a one-sided and 
sentimental understanding of love combined 
with a belief that all sexual restraint is 
potentially harmful. 

The principal responsibility for correcting 
this situation rested with the bishops. They 
should insist on adequate moral teaching in 
the colleges. They should be more searching 
in their examinations of candidates for 
ordination, and more firm and frequent in 
calling their clergy to a disciplined life. The 
Archbishop of Canterbury should write an 
appropriate book on the chaos in morals. 

Politicians could not escape a share of the 


blame. No sooner did a television discussion 
mm to a party Issue than reason flew out of 
the window. The Labour Party’s manoeu¬ 
vring on the EEC was particularly unedifying 
in what claimed to be a party of conscience. 

For the mass media, the national press and 
television in particular, the writer reserves his 
severest censure. The newspaper proprietors 
have the greatest potential influence of any 
group of people in the whole country. It is 
highly improbable that, as some of (hem 
assert they give no direction to the papers 
-which thw own. If. indeed, they did not do so 
they are guilty of the most appalling misuse of 
power. Responsibility must also rest heavily 
on those who have laid down ihe principles of 
modem journalism. The reader can wily 
judge on those principles by their effects, and 
the dominant effect is sensationalism, the 
search for the good story without too much 
regard for the facts. 

The excuse of giving the public what it 
wants Is a shallow one, ihe subordination of 
truth to commercialism. The culprits here are 
not. we believe, the reporters but the editors. 
Our own experience of newspaper reporters 
and that of others to whom we have talked is 
that they are courteous and helpful. The 
damage is done when their material is 
handled by those who make up the paper.

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Fund managers criticised over scandals 


By Adam Jones 

THE fund management industry 
was condemned by one of its senior 
members yesterday for allowing 
“scandal after scandal*'. 

Geoff Lindey, former chairman of 
the investment committee of the 
Nationa l A ssociation of Pension 
Funds, criticised the industry’s in¬ 
ability to root out “sleaze". 

Mr lindey, who was a member of 
the Greenbury committee cm corpo¬ 
rate governance, told delegates at the 
NAPF annual conference in East¬ 


bourne: “The behaviour of some 
individuals, and I am not referring to 
any one individual, has been dis¬ 
graceful. Scandal after scandal is 
hardly the basis for the creation erf an 
atmosphere of trust." 

The industry has been tarnished by 
episodes such as the Peter Young 
affair, where a Morgan Grenfell 
fund manager diverted funds into 
highly speculative, unquoted stocks. 

Recently, Nicola Hoi-tick’s depar¬ 
ture from the same firm thrust the 
industry's high salaries into the 
spotlight Mr Lindey, who works for 


JP Morgan Investment Manage¬ 
ment was discussing the role of 
pension funds as voting shareholders 
and regulators of a company’s behav¬ 
iour. He said voting powers would 
often have to be delegated to fund 
managers. Because of this responsi¬ 
bility, he said, they had to be like 
“Caesar’s wife” — absolutely above 
suspicion m their actions. 

. But he claimed: “Recent events 
have caused some clients and the 
public at large to believe that we are 
more like Caesar's pigs. If we as an 
industry cannot root sleaze out of our 


business, how can we have any 
credibility when we discuss much 
less egregious matters with the 
management of the companies in 
which we invest on behalf of our 
clients?” Mr Lindey also said he 
thought Greenbury requirements on 
the disclosure of directors’ share 
options were excessive: “It focuses 
attention on gains which are of no 
legitimate interest," 

Paying non-executive directors in 
shares instead of cash was a bad 
idea, he added, since options give a 
leveraged exposure to upside perfor¬ 


mance: *That is not what the general¬ 
ity of shareholders experience and it 
is not what non-executive directors 
should experience either.” 

He also said that there is a danger 
that shareholder activism could wors¬ 
en situations if it took the form of 
“high-profile name-calling and rent-a- 
camera campaigning". He said: “The 
tension which is cause by high-profile 
posturing is usually counter-produo- 
tive and anything but creative.

NatWest, Fortis, Barclays 
and GE Capital are known to 
be interested in buying a UK 
life company, and NPI. Scot¬ 
tish Widows, Friends Provi¬ 
dent and a number of other 
mutual insurers are likely tar¬ 
gets for other disappointed 
bidders. 

Jem' Schwartz, AMP group 
dex-dopmerTt director, said he 
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wanted to use Scottish Amica¬ 
ble “as a platform to expand 
into Europe". He said that if 
AMP won the bidding war, 
Scottish Amicable would re¬ 
main separate from, bur 
would complement, AMPS 
present UK company. Pearl. 
Pearl has a direct safes face 
while Scottish Amicable sells 
its products through indepen¬ 
dent financial advisers. 

Mr Schwartz added: “Scot¬ 
tish Amicable has a small 
international division and we 
would be very keen to buOd 
that up." 

An industry source said 
yesterday: “AMP may have 
been last to join the race, but it 
is running very hard and has 
put in a serious offer." Abbey 
National is believed to have 
improved its initial offer, 
which it described as “a mini¬ 
mum” Prudential confirmed 
it was a ladder, but declined to 
comment further. 

Scottish AmicabfeorigmaDy 
put forward demut ual i sati on 
plans that relied on “substan¬ 
tial financial backing" from 
Swiss Re, the reinsurance 
group, and its affiliate 
Securitas Capital.

Closure of 
truck plant 
will affect 
450 jobs

MORE than 450jobs are to be 
lost with the closure of fveco 
Bard's truck factory at Lang¬ 
ley, near Slough in Berkshire, 
it was announced yesterday. 

lveco Ford said the 90-year- 
old factory, located close to the 
M4, was likely to be retained 
to provide engineering and 
vehicle preparation facilities. 

But the factory will stop 
building the Cargo range of 
medium-sized trucks because 
of increasing demand for 
lightweight or heavy vehicles. 

Most of the job losses wQl 
be compulsory. A further 29 
jobs will be axed at the 
company's sires in Watford 
and Winsford in Cheshire. 

Iveco Ford, part-owned by 
Ford and Flat, said that Cargo 
vehicles for the UK would be 
supplied from its -plant in 
Brescia. Italy. 

The Transport and General 
Workers Union fTGWU) 
pledged no fight the closure, 
which it described as another 
case of social dumping by a 
company importing vehicles 
at the expense of jobs. 

Langley, Iveco Ford's only 
production factory in the UlC 
built fewer than 8,000 trucks 
last year, less chan half the 
J6263 builr in its best ever 
year of 1988. 

The factory originally made 
Hawker aircraft in the 1930s 
and 1940s before being 
bought by Ford in 1949 for 
storage use. Commercial vehi¬ 
cle production began in I960. 

Iveco Ford had more than 
20 per cent of the UK truck 
marker last year, but said char 
there was over-capacity 
throughout Europe. 

Alan Fox. chairman, said: 
“The West European truck 
market is not showing signs of 
increase and is polarising at 
the heavy and light end. The 
medium-weight segment 
shows a downward trend of 
40 per cent in 20 years." 

The company needed to 
reduce costs and to refocus 
production to retain its 
competitiveness.

Klein and Getty do not plan to stray 
from the formula with the purchase of 
glamour businesses such as film studios. 
Getty said: “We are going to stick to our 
guns. We will not be seduced into buying 
something that is not part of our core 
strategy." Their goal is to become the 
world's top provider of visual content and 
unless they overpay for acquisitions far 
tite sheer sake of growth, they might be 
able to pull it off. The key to growth is 


Tony Stone, which has wholly-owned or 
licensed offices in more than 30 countries. 
It forms the backbone of an international 
distribution network that can supply 
more images as Getty Communications 
acquires more catalogues. 

Getty Communications’ other strategic 
advantage is Carlton. Recruiting Carlton 
has helped to dispel the notion that foe 
company occupies the fringes of foe art 
world. More importantly, Carlton might 
open doors in Hollywood for Klein and 
Getty. Carlton’s Technicolor subsidiary 
is foe world’s largest producer of pre¬ 
recorded video cassettes. It is also the 
biggest producer of motion picture film. 

Such connections could lead to deals 
with the film studios, giving Getty' 
Communications access to an endless 
array of popular film footage and photo 
stills. Getty said: "We want to be the 
preferred pon of call for anyone's visual 
content needs."

“We decided to set 
up a borrowing programme 
and also to complement that 
by commissioning a series of 
works of our own by contem¬ 
porary artists on the subject of 
exploration, man’s journeys 
along the routes of education 
and knowledge.” 

While most leading mus¬ 
eums hare inadequate hang¬ 
ing space for their collections, 
some, such as Greenwich and 
the Fttzwittiani (in Cam¬ 
bridge!. have devised lending 
schemes designed to give ex¬ 
posure to art works that would 
otherwise lie unseen and un¬ 
appreciated in storage.

Morgan picked hs two globes

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Barclays foiled again in

ANOTHER foray by Barclays 
Bank into rhe market to 
complete its share buyback 
programme met with only 
limited success.

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Theatre of the absurd 


THE GLARE From the footlights is not to 
the liking of some fund managers who may 
be feeling that corporate governance is 
becoming more theatre than substance. One 
has rightly pointed out that it ill behoves 
Caesar’s wife to make a fuss about board- 
room perks if she has her own nose stuck 
deep in the trough. Most fund managers 
could not have been less interested in Cedric 
Brown’s salary which was not per se 
unreasonable pay for the job. In hindsight, 
less fuss over remuneration might have 
allowed the market to engage in a rational 
debate on business strategy, thus preventing 
the absurd demerger of British Gas. 

The question is whether it has all gone too 
far. The answer is both yes and no. 
Institutions are concerned with investment 
performance: the level of boardroom pay is 
only an issue if it fails to minor performance 
or takes a disproportionate slice of die 
company’s profits, bearing in mind the 
shareholders’ interest. Therefore, the absolute 


salary paid to a director is less important than 
his success in achieving corporate objectives. 
But what is unacceptable is the current trend 
of hiding the value of awards using share 
option schemes. Most schemes involve the 
issue of shares, an unacceptable dilution of 
shareholder capital which disguises the true 
cost of the remuneration to the company. If 
fund managers were true custodians of the 
pension fund members assets, they would 
insist that any shares awarded to directors 
were purchased in die market at the going 
rate, die cost of the benefit being recorded 
annually m the accounts. 

If the public at large treats options as “free 
lunch” for (he bosses, they are not far wrong. 
The reason is not the sometimes enormous 
gains from share price increases which may, 
in fact, be due to the director's own superior 
efforts. Share options are offensive because 
they perpetuate the fraud that capital can be 
gained at no cost. There is a cost and it is 
being borne by pensioners.

But what is a mispricing 
error? Nor enough to make a 
real fuss, just a weasle-word- 
ed statement lo the Stock Ex¬ 
change after dose of dealings 
on a Friday afternoon. 


Did someone blunder? 
Thar would be a mere pricing 
error — writing one number 
when we mean to write an¬ 
other number, a mishap. But 
a mispricing error is differ-. 
enL It requires more skill, the 
vast resources of a global in¬ 
vestment bank, systems, pro¬ 
cedures and supervision. 

Could there be more than 
mistakes here? The implica¬ 
tion is that profits were, 
somehow, increased as a re¬ 
sult of the error. Now that 
NatWest has corrected the 
mispricing, it has derided to 
make the profits smaller 
again 

What is a mispricing error? 
It is not the wrong figures or 
the disappearing staff or the 
E50 million provision. It is 
the management error in 
pouring money into a volatile 
business so vulnerable to 
mispricing errors.

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Time for some 

spring cleaning 


T here are 36 days to the 

end of the tax year. 
The general election 
also looms. While tax¬ 
payers struggle to make the 
best use of their allowances 
and reliefs before April 5, they 
fear that they may be about to 
embark on a mystery tour. 
Under Tony Blair, the tax 
rules may be radically 

changed. 

Most accountants report lit¬ 
tle panic at the prospect of a 
Labour government But a few 
clients are preparing to de¬ 
camp overseas to shelter their 
wealth from the socialists. 

John Whiting of Price 
Waterhouse says that Labour 
seems to have persuaded the 
wealthy that it has no inten¬ 
tion of taxing them until the 
pips squeak, although they 
remain suspicious as to how 
the party will raise the funds 
for its spending commitments. 

He said: or two may be 
opting to retire now to take 
advantage of the capital gains 
lax retirement reliefs, but gen¬ 
erally. people are taking the 
view that they’ll wait ana see. 

"Labour is only talking 
about tightening up loopholes, 
not abolishing concessions al¬ 
together. For example, at 
present if you are faring a 
large capital gains bill, you 
can become non-resident for a 
year and avoid the tax. Labour 
could make it more difficult 
for vou to do this by, perhaps, 
demanding that you stay away 
for three lo five years. This 
would be a different proposi¬ 
tion but not a total ban." 

Leslie Ferrar of KPMG said 
that her clients were more 
worried about the new seU- 
assessment income tax system

than the fiscal policies of New 
Labour. She said: “Clients are 
anxious that they may not 
have the information required 
by the Inland Revenue. The 
best preparation that any self- 
employed person or higher- 
rate taxpayer can make at this 
current tax year end is to 
ensure that they have the 
complete records of their in¬ 
come and expenditure neces¬ 
sary to substantiate any claim 
to the Revenue." 

Under self-assessment, 
which will require Individuals 
to work out their own tax bills, 
immediate penalties lie in wait 
for those who fail to submit 
their returns punctually or fail 
to keep adequate records. 

Those who are unequal to 
the task of doing their tax 
sums for 1996-97 can still ask 
the Revenue to carry out the 
calculations. But they must 
send in their returns by Sep¬ 
tember 30. Others must com¬ 
plete their returns and pay the 
tax due by January 31,1998. 

There is no evidence of 
panic-buying of personal equi¬ 
ty plans. Investors have appar¬ 
ently ban reassured by state¬ 
ments from Gordon Brown, 
the Shadow Chancellor, and

Whoever you expect to wm 
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the election, your tax affairs 
may still need some spring 
cleaning. The end of the tax 
year is always a good time to 
consider some tax savings. 
Points to consider include: 

■ Use up all personal allow¬ 
ances. Income-producing as¬ 
sets, such as savings accounts, 
can be transferred between 
husband and wives tax free. 
Each person is allowed to earn 
0.765 free from tax in the 1996- 
97 tax year. Spouses without 
paid employment are unlikely 
to be using this allowance. 

■ Invest the maximum in per¬ 

sonal equity plans. You can put 
£6,000 in an ordinary Pep each 
year, and E3.000 in a single 
company Pep. For best-buy 
plans, contact the leading Pep 
research groups, BESt Invest¬ 
ment (0171-321 0100) and 

Allenbridge (0171-4091111). 

■ If you already have a pen¬ 
sion plan, pay in the maximum 
amount. You can contribute 
from 175 per centra 40 per cent 

of your annual earnings to a 
personal pension according to 
your age. If you have failed to 
make use of your reliefs in the 
past, the inland Revenue al¬ 
lows you to carry forward six 
years’ worth of reliefs. 

■ ’Bed and breakfast* shares to 
use up your annual capital 
gains exemption of E6500. 
Bed-and-bre&kfasting involves 
buying and selling shares, 
usually overnight, to show a 
capital gain or a capital loss. 

■ Use the inheritance tax con¬ 
cessions, especially the poten¬ 
tially exempt transfers.

Gazumpers 
may face 
penalties 


G azumping moved on to 
the political agatda 
this week as labour 
promised action to stamp out a 
practice which has dashed the 
hopes of thousands of home- 
buyers. If implemented. Lab¬ 
ours plans could force buyers 
and sellers to sign binding pre¬ 
contract agreements imposing 
stiff financial penalties for with¬ 
drawing for no good reason. 

As house prices continue to 
rise, more sellers are returning 
to reneging. 1980srstyle, on 
verbal agreements and accept¬ 
ing higher oilers from other 
prospective buyers. Under the 
English housebuying system, 
nothing is binding until con¬ 
tracts are exchanged. 

This can be several months 
after prospective buyers first 
make their offer and after they 
have incurred the costs of legal 
fees, surveys and mortgage 
fees. This could amount to more 
than £ 1,000 on a typical sale, 
according to the Royal Institu¬ 
tion of Chartered Surveyors 
(R1CS). If the seller gazumps, 
the buyer has no financial 
redress. Widespread demand 
for action on gazumping during 
the last boom led to nothing and 
petered out as the recession hh. 

Now campaigners want com¬ 
pulsory agreements 10 complete 
the dal between buyers and 
sellers. Existing agreements, 
signed by a tiny minority, are 
voluntary and have so far failed 
to make much impact, although 
they have the support of the 
National Association of Estate 
Agents (NAEA). These are 
mainly “lock out" contracts 
where buyer and seller agree to 
complete within a certain time 
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during which neither can con¬ 
sider other offers. 

But Hugh Du nsm ore-Hardy, 
the NAEA’s chief executive, 
said: “We now need statutory 
agreements. This is our chance 
to bring about change to the 
current system." He added: 
"Twenty or 30 years ago it was 
My Word is My Bond. Now 
human nature has come to die 
fore and the temptation to 
gazump needs to be curtailed." 

Labour's proposals, pub¬ 
lished this week in a consulta¬ 
tive document, stop short of 
insisting that the anti-gazump¬ 
ing measures ft outlines should 
have statutory force. But Frank 
Dobson. Shadow Environment 
Spokesman, said: “Our view is 
that the measures need to be 
legally binding but this is one 
reason why we are consulting.” 

The Labour discussion paper. 
No to Gazumping, outlines a 
number of possible measures of 
which the favourite is a costs 
guarantee. Both sides would 
sign a precontract agreement 
If either side withdrew without 
good reason, it would have to 
meet any costs the other side 
had incurred. Good reasons for 
withdrawing without incurring 
compensation would indude ei¬ 
ther side being caught in a 
chain which broke down. 

The paper says: “This (the 
costs guarantee] would not stop 
gazumping but it would ensure 
the ‘jilted’ partner did not have 
to bear the costs. So it would act 
as a deterrent to gazumping 
while not imposing unduly 
rigid controls on the market.” 
This would not need big 
changes to existing law. 

The agreement could operate 
with buyer and seller both put¬ 
ting down a pre-contract depos¬ 
it, returnable if the deal went 
through. If if did noL the ‘jilted' 
party could claim costs from the 
other side’s deposit. 

The costs guarantee agree¬ 
ment is similar to a voluntary 
anti-gazumping agreement 
launched last week by the 
RICS. But this agreement levies 
extra financial penalties on buy¬ 
ers. who will have to pay com¬ 
pensation at 5 per cent a year 
above bank base rate on the 
purchase price during the peri¬ 
od between signing the agree¬ 
ment and withdrawing. Both

Mutuality is history 


H alifax borrowers and savers 
ate now a step closer to their 
£1,300 bonuses. At a special 
genera] meeting at the Sheffield Arena 
this week, the building society aban¬ 
doned its 145-year tradition of mutual¬ 
ity as more than six-and-a-half million 
people said “yes" to the society’s plans 
to become a bank. 

Nearly seven million investing 
members were eligible to take part in 
the great Halifax vote. OF these, some 
5.2 million cast their votes, with a 
resounding 5.1 million in favour and a 
mere 100,000 against 
Opposition among the borrowing 
members was even more muted. Of 
the 22 million who were eligible to 
vote. 1.56 million actually voted, of 


which 152 million were in favour, 
while only 40.000 disagreed. 

It remains undear whether the 
jBufldinf Societies (Distribution^ Bill 
now going through Parliament trill 
have any impact on the Halifax’s £10 
billion flotation. The Bill, which was 
championed by Douglas French. MP, 
seeks to ensure that disabled savers 
are not deprived of their rights. 

Thousands of these investors have 
their cash held in trust fay relations or 
carers, who are the first-named on the 
account and thus entitled to receive die 
flotation bonus. There will be no free 
shares for these disabled savers 
because they are second-named ac¬ 
count holders and therefore excluded 
from the payouts. 


Even if the Bill becomes law, it will 
not be retrospective. However. Alistair 
Burt. Social Security Minister, said in 
Parliament this week that the exclu¬ 
sion of second-named account holders 
from bonuses should be used to test 
new laws aimed at ending discrimina¬ 
tion against the disabled. 

Mr Burt said mysteriously: “1 
believe someone is hying to test it.” 

J on Foulds, the chairman of the 
Halifax, said at the special gener¬ 
al meeting that he was aware that 
tiie plight of disabled savers was M a 
sensitive and emotive subject". He 
said: “1 know that the question of 
trustee accounts and joint accounts 
has come to the loro with disabled 


savers whose savings are looked after 
by relatives or carers.” 

However. Mr Foulds refused to 
offer solace to those in this position. 
claim ing that they could benefit from 
some shares via their trustees. 

Despite the overwhelming nature of 
the vote, many members feel they have 
been exduded from the share distribu¬ 
tion because of some technicality. For 
instance, around 100.000 former Leeds 
savers wore given the wrong informa- ty 
tion about their accounts when the 
society was taken over. Some may 
have closed accounts or allowed them 
to dwindle to less than the £100 limit, 
believing they did not qualify.

tonus on the balance in his 
account on December 31,1996, 
and were shocked to discover 
that this would not happen. 

Mr Hinchliffe said: *T do not 
believe that the implications of 
the arrangement we had were 
explained at the time of open¬ 
ing the account, nor was any 
subsequent attempt made to 
indicate this until the transfer 
document arrived.” 

The terms of the transfer 
document concerning the han¬ 
dling of trustee accounts for 
investing members under IS 
indicate that the balances of 
the two accounts will be total¬ 
led. The effect of this will be to 
increase his partner's share 
entitlement by a mere five 
shares. 

“While we have been aware 
of correspondence in the press 
concerning the handling of 
trustee accounts on other 
building societies, particularly 
• with regard to account holders 
in retirement homes and with 
disabilities, we had no idea 
that this may affect my partner 
and son until now.” 

Mr Hinchliffe is particular¬ 
ly unhappy with the interpre¬ 
tation of the Building Society 
Act by the Halifax in making 
the trustee the first name on 
the account. The first named 
will automatically benefit 
from the shares. 

D orothy May. mean¬ 
while, is angry about 
the society’s habit of 
putting the male name first 
when organising both savings 
and mortgage accounts. 

Miss May. a personnel 
worker from Eastbourne, Sus¬ 
sex. said: "I have been a 
borrower with the Halifax 
Budding Society since Novem¬ 
ber 1976. when I took out my 
first mortgage. My next mort¬ 
gage was taken in November 
1979 until March 1983. when I 
entered a joint arrangement 
with my partner, who by 
nothing more than chance was 
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die first-named person on the 
document 

“However, in October 1996. 
upon moving, we decided to 
take the mortgage in my 
name. This arrangement dis¬ 
qualifies us from a share 
distribution since my partner 
and not I. was the first named 
on our previous mortgage.” 

Miss May, who deals with 
the employment roles on a 
day-to-day basts believes that 
the society's habit of putting 
males first on accounts was a 
form of indirect discrimina¬ 
tion. She said: Throughout 
more than 2D years of mort¬ 
gage borrowing from the Hali¬ 
fax, I have been equally liable 
for repayments, irrespective of 
my named position on the 
mortgage document.” 

P eter Hinkley, a retired 
education adviser from 
Salisbury. Wiltshire, is 
bemused by die length of time 
the Halifax Is taking to sort out 
the discrepancy over his 
elib'tlity for shares, a case he 
considers “cut and dried”. 

In July 1991 Mr Hinkley 
invested £3.000 in a Halifax 
Tessa. In July 1994 this stood 
at E6.2S7 and was a little 
higher than this at the critical 
date in November 1994. 

The Tessa element matured 
in July 19% and in Older to 
sustain his qualification for 
the share tonus, the Halifax 
advised that he instructed it to 
turn this into a Solid Gold 
account immediately the Tessa 
matured. 

Mr Hinkley says: “1 sent 
them a letter of instruction on 
June 23, 1996. for this to take 
place, thus preserving the 
essential continuity require¬ 
ment of savings with the 
Halifax.

The deal, announced on 
April 14 last year, is expected 
lb go through on Juty 28 — 
vesting day. 


The society daims that the 
majority of its members are 
two-year savers and so will 
benefit from the cash. How¬ 
ever, the average payout for 
all members wjB be consider¬ 
ably lower than (he average 
payout from other societies 
converting to banks. 

For instance, each member 
of the Halifax, mil benefit 
from an average share payout 
of £1300, while each member 
of the Affiance & Leicester will 
get shares worth £1,000. 

The details of tire Bank of 
Ireland takeover are set out in 
the transfer document that 
will begin to be sent to the 
society's one million members 
on March 7.

In spite of Government cut¬ 
backs in state sickness benefits 
two years ago. only about 15 
per cent of UK adults lias 
insurance which will pay out 
either a lump sum or a regular 
income when they are serious¬ 
ly ill. One company believes 
that it has now come up with a 
product which will overcome 
the public's resistance. 

Cornhill Life, in association 
with General Health, has 
launched a new' health plan 
this week which is a combina¬ 
tion of critical illness cover and 
limited income replacement 
insurance. It pays out in two 
stages. 

First, you will get a tax-free 
lump sum immediately upon 
the diagnosis of one of 28 
serious illnesses. If. five years 
from the original claim, you 
are still unable to work in a 
suitable occupation, the policy 
will start to pay out a tax-frw 
monthly income until you 
either recover, or reach nor¬ 
mal retirement age. 

Normafly two separate in¬ 
surance policies would be 


required to provide both a 
lump sum and an income, 
although Virgin Direcr also 
brought out a combined prod¬ 
uct last year and Tunbridge 
Wells Equitable gives a dis¬ 
count if you buy its two 
policies. 

Linking a critical illness 
polity with a conventional 
income protection plan, 
known as permanent health 
insurance (PHI), would give 
you more comprehensive pro¬ 
tection as you would be 
covered against a wider range 
of illness. You would also 
receive the income much 
quicker, after say three or six 
months if you want. But the 
cost of two policies is too high 
for many people. 

Alan Lakey, an independent 
adviser of Highclere Financial 
Services, believes General 
Health's product is an interest¬ 
ing new addition to the mar¬ 
ket. although he points out; 
The initial premiums are 
competitive but they increase 
each year with age. The rates 
are not guaranteed. This is 
unusual. Most policies have 
fixed premiums for the first 
five years at least. They are 
then renewable bur they do 
not increase automatically 
with age." Nevertheless, he 
thinks the plan may be useful

Statistics for PHI 
policies show that only 13 per 
cent of claims last for more 
than five years and these polic¬ 
ies cover a wider range of 
illnesses."

M embers of demut¬ 
ualising insurance 
companies will be 
allowed to transfer die face 
shares they are given directly 
into a personal equity plan, 
flie Inland Revenue an¬ 
nounced this week. 

This puts Norwich Union, 
due to become a public com¬ 
pany this year, on an equal 
footing with converting 
building societies. After an 
earlier ruling by the Inland 
Revenue it also means that 
an unlimited number of 
windfall shares in the life 
company can be put into title 
tax-free shelter of a Pep. 

However, there is an 
anomaly that members need 
to be aware of. Those who 
hold the company's policies 
in trust have been warned 
that they wifi not be able to 
transfer any free shares this' 
year into a Pep. 

Under Inland Revenue 
rules, trustees are barred 
from holding Peps because 
they are not the beneficial 
owners of the underlying 
shares. This will affect Nor¬ 
wich Union policies which 
have been put in trust for 
pensions and inheritance tax 
planning, for instance. 

C hades Levett-Scrivener 
of Towry Law Financial 
Planning said: "If they try to 
Pep these shares, technically 
they will be committing 
fraud." Norwich Union said 
that most qualifying policies 
are not held in Peps. 

However, it welcomed “the 
fairness of the Revenue's 
approach", putting insurers 
and budding societies an an 
equal footing. NU is looking 
at the possibility of introduc¬ 
ing a single-company Pep. 


Meanwhile, if you are plan¬ 
ning to put your building 
society shares in a Pep other 
than that offered by the 
society, it is essential to get 
the shares registered in your 
own name. This should be 
done when you receive the 
validation from your society 
before it Boats. 

Members of Alliance & 
Leicester, which converts in 
April, should receive their 
forms later this month. 

Registration in your name 
is absolutely vital if you are 
expecting to receive free 
shares from more than one 
building society. It will allow 
you to put all the free shares 
in a general Pep whidi can 
hold equitites. 

I f you are a regular saver 
with a general Pep al¬ 
ready you should consid¬ 
er suspending your 
payments this month. In 
addition, you should check 
the status of your general 
Pep. Many general Peps can 
only hold collective funds 
such as unit and investment 
trusts. Although Pep provid¬ 
ers are applying to hold 
direct equities to cater for the 
demand from building soci¬ 
ety members, roost are un¬ 
sure about their status. 

If your Pep cannot hold 
the free shares, you could 
miss out on an important 
opportunity. Even worse, if 
you did transfer your shares, 
the plan could be ruled void 
by the Revenue. However. 
Fidelity. Henderson, L&G, 
M&G. Perpetual, S&P and 
Mercury have general Peps 
that can hold your shares.

F lexible mortgages are 
now offered by a growing 
band of lenders, standing 
conventional loans on their 

heads. Not only do they actively 
encourage early repayment 
they also allow you to vary 
monthly payments. 

Some will arrange a pay¬ 
ment “holiday" if you are 
planning a career break. Even 
more innovatively, some 
schemes will let you withdraw 
overpayments later, effectively 
turning the mortgage to a high- 
interest savings account. 

TIk first flexible mortgage 
was launched by the Bank of . 
Scotland in 1995, quickly fol¬ 
lowed by Yorkshire Bank and 
Stroud & Swindon and Market 
Harborough building societies. 
The latest to join is Scottish 
Widows. 

They best suit the self-em¬ 
ployed and people whose pay 
includes a performance-related 
element If this is used to make 
overpayments, big savings are 
possible over the long term. For 
instance, a borrower paying 
£353 a month on a £50,000 
mortgage with Mortgage Trust 
could add a £1,500 bonus every 
year and reduce a 25-yee.r loan 
by H years and two months, 
saving £27.523 in interest 
charges. Alternatively, foe bor¬ 
rower could increase the 
monthly payment by 1100 and 
pay off the loan 10 years and 
three months early, saving 
£25,635 in interest. 

Combined with an interest- 
only mortgage the result is 
even more enticing. A borrower 
with Stroud & Swmdon intend¬ 
ing to pay back a £60,000 loan 
after 25 years with a Ftp or an 
endowment, could pay £100 a 
month on top of the interest, 
pay off the loan after 21 years 
and five months and keep all 
the policy when it matures.

The Scottish Widows Flexi¬ 
ble Mortgage currently has a 
6.73 per cent variable rale but 
insists on a minimum overpay¬ 
ment of £2.000 a year. It allows 
you to borrow up to 80 per cent 
on the value of your property 
and provides a cheque book 
that you can use to withdraw 
minimum lump sums of £ 1,000 
a month.

Lord Mackay of Ardbrecknish. 
Pensions Minister, said this week he 
was confident that the plans, outlined 
in a White Paper, would make it onto 
the statute book, despite the forth¬ 
coming general election.

He favours government interven¬ 
tion to allow spouses to top up their 
part of the pension, whether they are 
working or not Under the proposals: 


■ You will be able to claim a share of 
pension rights built up by your ex¬ 
spouse in a company, personal or 
state earnings related scheme at the 
time of the divorce. 

■ If your former partner has a pension 
with a private sector employer, or a 
personal pension, you should be able to 
transfer your share either to a personal 
pension of your own or to your own 
employer’s scheme. Alternatively, you 
can become a member of your ex¬ 
spouse's company scheme. Schemes 
will be expected to set up special 
categories of membership for holders 
of split pension rights. 


■ But if your ex-spouse is a member 
of a public sector scheme, you will not 
normally get the option to transfer 
your share out You will have to hold 
it within the scheme. 

■ It will be up to pension scheme 
managers to deride how to handle 
split pension rights and to inform 
you accordingly. They will have to 
tell you how much the pension is 
worth if you leave or transfer it. You 
will have to meet most of the costs of 
splitting. 

■ You mil get your pension when 
you reach your normal retirement 
age, regardless of how old your 
former 1 partner is. You will get the 
same benefits as any other member 
of the scheme you are in.

A consultant 
has a difficult 
dilemma 
says Sara 
McConnell 


S ome people have to give 
up work early. Others 
want to give up but have 
to work on until retirement age. 
But others reach 65 and feel no 
desire to put their feet up. 
Instead they carry on working. 
The question is. where does this 
leave pension arrangements? 
Alan Coldicott, a reader of 
Bournemouth, writes: 

“I am at present semi-retired 
as a management consultant 
but apart from my state pension 
I have not yet taken my employ¬ 
er's pension nor the two person¬ 
al pensions 1 have set up. 1 am 
65 and propose to take these 
pensions in April. 

“The total income from the 
three sources — my employer, 
the State and personal pensions 
— will more than cover my 
outgoings and I may well wish 
to continue my self-employed 
status for a year or two. in these 
circumstances am i allowed to 
continue to make further pen¬ 
sion provision, particularly as 
my “retirement income" will 
place me in the -W per cent tax 
bracket? If so, will the amount I 
am allowed to reinvest be 
related to my total income from 
pensions and consultant^ or 
simply as a percentage of my 
earned consultancy income?" 
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W eekend Money re¬ 
plies: To take your 
two questions in 
order as long as you have 
earned income, which you will 
from jour consultancy work, 
and have not exceeded Revenue 
limits on contributions, there is 
nothing to stop you continuing 
to put money into a pension. 
You can have as many personal 
pensions as you like provided 
your overall contributions do 
not breach Revenue limits. You 
cannot recycle' income from a 
pension into building another 
pension. Only earned income 
can be used to fund pensions.

T he Chancellor’s refusal 
to give in to pressure 
from the Bank of Eng¬ 
land to raise interest rates has 
given some comfort to borrow¬ 
ers. However, savers, particu¬ 
larly those who like long-term 
fixed-rate products, will now 
be offered rates lower rhan 
they were a few weeks ago. 

For instance, the Birming¬ 
ham Midshires, one of the lea¬ 
ding institutions in the fix¬ 
ed-rate bond market, 
withdrew its retirement bond 
aimed at the over-SOs and rep¬ 
laced it with a lower rated five- 
year bond. 

A spokeswoman said: “The 
rate cut is a reflection of 
movement in the money mark¬ 
et rate downwards.* 1 The bond 
pays a fixed monthly interest 
of 7.1 per cent gross, which is 
equivalent to 5.84 per cent net. 
Yearly interest on the bond is 


73 percent or 5.84 per cent net 
This compares with a previous 
monthly interest rate of 7.3 per 
cent. The new rate beats the 7 
per cent interest on the Nat¬ 
ional Savings Pensioners 
Guaranteed Income Bond. 

The minimum investment 
in the building society bond is 
£2300. while the maximum is 
£500.000 — ten times the 
£50,000 limit for National 
Savings. Those who choose to 
invest in the Birmingham 
Midshires bond will have no 
access to their capital for the 
first two years. 

After that they can have 
access subject to 120 days’ loss 
of interest. Those who want to 
withdraw money from the 
National Savings retirement 
bond lose 90 days’ interest 
Birmingham Midshires’ last 
bond raised £100 million. 

The newly fledged Pruden¬ 


tial Bank is also offering a 
slightly lower rated one-year 
fixed-interest product with an 
interest rate of between 6.3 
and 63 per cent gross. The 
previous equivalent 16-month 
bond paid 7.05 per cent. 

Prudential said that it had 
nor cut the rate on the bond 
because of the change in the 
interest rate environment, but 
said: “We are keeping a watch¬ 
ing brief on the movement of 
interest rates." 

T he new bond guaran¬ 
tees 63 per cent gross pa 
on deposits of £15,000 
and over, and 63 per cent 
gross pa on deposits of £5.000 
to £14.099. The equivalent net 
rates are 53 per cent and 5.04 
per cent. The previous bond 
had a 7.05 per cent gross rate

The Portraan Building Society has been one of 
the few to remain committed to smaller savers, 
paying 4.70 per ant on its instant-access 
account However, the new competition from 
the banking divisions of the supermarkets 
should stir more building societies into offer¬ 
ing better deals to less well-heeled customers.

It’s hard in the real world 


F or Britain’s 250,000 fi¬ 
nal-year students the 
race for jobs is well 
under way. Over die remain¬ 
ing weeks before exams, the 
dass of 1997 will be crowding 
out of the bar and into the 
careers office in a bid to escape 
campus poverty. Often die 
route to riches will be hard 
and survival may depend on 
getting the cheapest loan. 

Last year more than 50 per 
cent of graduates found they 
increased their debts after lea¬ 
ving university, and this year's 
figure is expected to be higher.

Double whammy of terminal bonuses 


From MrR.C. Smail 
Sir, While I agree with Peter 
Jackson C'Tixne to stop the 
terminal decline of bonuses". 
Weekend Money Letters, Feb¬ 
ruary 8) in deploring the 
downward trend of terminal 
bonuses, in my opinion his 
figures are less than dear. For 
example, was the terminal 
bonus figure of 32.9 per cent 
he cited in 1996 in respect of an 
18-year endowment or a 14- 
year one, to make the best 
comparison with die quota¬ 
tion of 47.6 per cent on a 14- 
year one he received in 1992? 

To quote “Let the buyer 
beware” seems appropriate 
here. Beware the grandiose 
claims made at the time of sale 
and be sceptical of the returns 
quoted. Mr Jackson, seeking 
certainty in his returns, 
should perhaps have invested 
an initial lump sum in gilts, 
and any subsequent annual 
amounts in the same period. 

I was captivated by the two 
or three-figure returns “prom¬ 
ised" by the endowment pro¬ 
viders, and by the ever 
upward-pointing graphs. But 
14 years cm, 1 fear the final 
amount received will not even 
cover my mortgage. My own 
endowment provider could 


not cany an its business inde¬ 
pendently and was rescued by 
a large insurer, with die result 
that a tiny “bonus” is to be 
paid over three years with no 
way that 1 can check that the 
normal annual bonus is .not. 
eroded to pay this bonus. 

The financial establishment 
which has presided over Bar¬ 
ings. Barlow Clowes, BCC1. 
Bhie Arrow, Morgan Grenfell, 
home income plans and all the 


rest of them seems to me to be 
very far from the sort of soph¬ 
istication in its products that 
consumers need, especially as 
the private sector now looks

Or are we all facing payouts 
and pensions that can go 
down rather titan up and even 
payments of much less than 
what was put in?

O’Neill calls 
on Guppy 
to patrol 
left flank

MARTIN O'NEILL ad- 
dressed Leicester City's weak¬ 
ness along the left flank for the 
second time within a. fortnight 
yesterday when he signed 
Sieve Guppy from Port Vale 
for £850,000. Robert Ulla- 
thome. the first man he 
bought to replace the injured 
Mike Whitlow, was ruled out 
Tor the season when he broke 
an ankle just II minutes into 
his first game after arriving 
from Osasuna for £600,000. 

That mishap occurred in the 
Qxa-Cala Cup semi-final Ersf 
leg against Wimbledon and. in 
a spooky coincidence, Wim¬ 
bledon provide the opposition 
in the FA Carling Premiership 
today when Guppy, 27. will 
make his debut 

He is well known to O’Neill, 
having spent four years under 
his charge at Wycombe Wan¬ 
derers and helping them rn 
win promotion Tram the 
Vauxhall Conference into the 
Football League in 1903. 

He recently turned down 
the offer of a new contract at 


Brad fold City yesterday 
signed Nigel Pepper, the 
midfield ptaver. from York 
City for £100.000. The 
2S-year-old made 281 appear¬ 
ances for York after moving 
from his home-town dub, 
Rotherham United, in 1990, 
scoring 45 goals —14 of them 
this season. 


Vale, which effectively left 
John Rudge. the manager, 
forced ro sell before the end of 
the season tu get a return. It is. 
however, a huge Wow to Vale's 
prospects of reaching the Na¬ 
tionwide League first division 
plav-offs. 

O’Neill said that he was 
“desperate" to sign a left-sided 
plaver. “He has a bit of quality 
on the ball, a great delivery 
and I think if he had a little 
more pace he would have 
played in the Premiership 
earlier." he said. Guppy ongt- 
nallv left Wycombe to join 
Newcastle United under 
Kevin Keegan, but did not 
make a league appearance 
with them. 

The signing is a further 
example of the way O’Neill is 
bucking the trend in the 
transfer market. Movement 
heiwcen Premiership dubs 
has stagnated, but O'Neill is 
happy to promote players 
from ihe lower divisions while 
other managers look abroad. 

Neil Lennon has been a 
huge success since arriving 


from Crewe Alexandra for 
£750.00012 months ago. while 
O'Neill paid a dub record £1.6 
million to bring Matt Elliott, a 
central defender, from Oxford 
United in January. 

For a man with a reputation 
for swanning around a golf 
course. Kenny Dalglish has 
been dilligcnt in the extreme 
since assuming the position of 
manager at Newcastle. Barely 
a night has passed without his 
familiar frozen features look¬ 
ing on intensely from the 
stands at a match somewhere 
in Europe. 

Last Wednesday evening it 
was Paris for France versus 
Holland and. it seems, his 
industry could finally pay off. 
Dalglish was at the interna¬ 
tional to watch Robert Pi res 
and the young France attacker 
did not disappoint 
The Metz midfield player 
scored the winning goal in a 
2-1 victory, and Newcastle 
were apparently impressed 
enough to immediately initiate 
talks with his dub. Metz, their 
opponents in the previous 
round of the Uefa Cup. 

Not least among the attrac¬ 
tions of the 21-year-old Pires is 
that he can operate virtually 
anywhere across the midfield 
or forward line, but he is 
happiest when moving for¬ 
ward. a bonus given that Alan 
Shearer will be absent for at 
least the next six weeks with a 
groin injury. 

Dalglish was as tight-upped 
as ever over the possibility of 
signing the E5 million-rated 
player, who is also coveted by 
Internationale. saying only: 
“If there is anything in it then 
you will be the first to know- — 
when he signs. I have got to 
watch matches and it is my job 
to bring in quality players. If l 
don’t then l won’t be doing my 
job properly." 

Cdtic have made consider¬ 
able progress in their attempt 
to secure compensation for the 
loss of John Collins after the 
announcement by Fifa. the 
world governing body, that 
the advice of the European 
Commission is being sought. 
Collins joined AS Monaco last 
summer and the dub, who are 
in the French league, paid no 
fee. believing the midfidd 
player was covered by the 
Bosnian ruling. 

The Scottish dub argued, 
however, that Monaco itself is 
not a part of France and. 
therefore, does not Dill within 
European Union law. Fifa 
initially dismissed Celtic's 
case but has now’ altered its 
stance.

Ftematdy sipped 
coffee and took long 
draws on a succession of 
cigarettes. He wanted ano¬ 
nymity, to remain inconspic¬ 
uous to the journalists 
gathered on the afternoon 
following the night before to 
discover what lay ahead for 
the new Nottingham Forest 
He followed their eyes to a 
makeshift stage where three 
men spoke of the future and 
the uncertainties it holds. 

Irving Scholar was out of 
sight but nert of mind. Once 
the most high-profile of dub 
chairmen during his nine 
yean at Tottenham Hotspur, 
he could hardly exped to 
return to the game as pail of 
the successful consortium 
that bought Forest last week 
without causing a few raised 
eyebrows. He was, after alL 
described as many things 
during that tenure, but rarely 
as shy. 

Why is he bade at all? And 
why. at what should have 
been a triumpholistic press 
conference, did he stand to 
one side? “1 would rather go 
about everything 1 do quiet¬ 
ly." be said. "1 have not 
undertaken interviews since 
the takeover went through 
with a great deal of relish." 

Perhaps it has something 
to do with theantidpated line 
of questioning. The fixtures 
computer sends Forest to 
White Hart Lane this after¬ 
noon and although Alan Sug¬ 
ar. Scholar’s successor as 
Tottenham chairman, has ex¬ 
tended an invitation to his 
predecessor it is not likriy to 
be accepted. He does not 
want to talk about his former 
dub. the one he supported 
passionately and continued 
to watch even after stepping 
down six years ago. 

He has not seen Totte nham 
live now for three years, from 
the time that the Football 
Association fined the dub 
EIJ5 million because of irregu¬ 
lar payments to players dur¬ 
ing his period as chairman. 

Yet he has continued to 
follow more general trends 
within the game from his 
home in Monte Carlo. In¬ 
deed. when business begins 
to settle down at the City 
Ground, he will undertake

much of his work as a 
football consultant from Mo¬ 
naco. His strength, he be¬ 
lieves. will be in "oiling a few 
wheels" in transfer dealings. 
Within hours of the 
Bridgford group being ap¬ 
proved by shareholders, he 
had discussed possible 
signings with Stuart Pearce, 
the caretaker-manager. 

Pearce is not a man to 
suffer fools, so when he said 
that he was "pleasantly sur¬ 
prised" by Scholar’s know¬ 
ledge of the game, he was not 
being sycophantic. "I am not 
surprised that Stuart was 
surprised.” Scholar said. “1 
think a lot of people would 
agree with the joke in Len 
Shaddeton’s old bode — the 
page tided “What the average 
director knows about foot¬ 
ball’, which is then left blank. 
1 made a lot of friends in the 
game while at Tottenham 
and good friendships last a 
lifetime." 

Scholar's input into the 
dub Is believed to be around 
£3 million of the £19 million 
total investment The dub 
hopes to float on the Stock 
Exchange before the end of 


the year, possibly sooner. 
Here is a further example of a 
dub rushing to raise funds 14 
years on from Scholar’s Tot¬ 
tenham becoming the first to 
go public. 

“At the moment football is 
going through a catching up 
process." Scholar said. "Some 
terrible tilings happened to 
the game in the Eighties and 
the City did not take the 
football sector seriously until 
television companies came in 
with deals worth hundreds of 
million*; of pounds. All dubs 
have terrific potential while 
they are successful and as 
long as they are playing 
attractivdy.” 


As 


present Forest are 
neither successful nor 
_ playing attractively. 

They are third from bottom of 
the FA Carling Premiership. 
Having funds is one thing, 
but attracting a striker of 
repute when relegation beck¬ 
ons is quite another. 

Yet Scholar dearly sees 
potential at the City Ground. 
In fact, it is precisely the 
under-investment and old- 
fashioned practices about the 


place that made it such an 
attractive proposition last 
summer when he was ap¬ 
proached by Phil Soar, the 
driving force behind the bid. 
“I have had a lot of offers 
since I left Tottenham, but 
this was the first time I 
thought seriously about get¬ 
ting involved because there is 
so much scope.” 

Given everything that went 
wrong at Tottenham, from 
tiie unpopular redevelop¬ 
ment of “the Shelf" part of the 
ground, the. clandestine 
courting of Robert Maxwell 
and -consequent suspension 
of share dealing, and the 
Inland Revenue Investigation 
that followed his resignation. 
Scholar's biggest disappoint¬ 
ment in football is perhaps a 
little surprising. 

"It was the 1962 European 
Cup serai-finaL when Spurs 
lost to Benfica. 1 was a 
14 -year-old schoolboy on the 
terraces. Football has you in 
the douds one minute and 
smacks you on the bottom the 
nexL” Forest have token a 
thoroughly good hiding of 
late. They must hope they are 
in more loving hands now. 


ew people are more odi¬ 
ous than those who prey 
on die inexperience of 
the young.

Francis sees stock tumble among supporters

BIRMINGHAM City's most recent 
programme ran an advertisement for 
shares in the club. It carried the 
routine warning that their value can 
go down as well ns up The optimism 
of last summer dispelled, supporters 
arc entitled to muur that the same 
applies to their team. 

A run of six successive defeats, four 
of them at home, including the FA 
Cup loss against Wrexham, has left 
Birmingham fifth from bottom of the 
Nationwide League first division. 
This afternoon they play Grimsby 
Town, who are second from ho«om. 
and with biting North Sea winds 
whistling around Clrethorpes, 


Blundell Park will be an inhospitable 
place. 

Experience taught Trevor Francis 
that his status as one of the most 
popular players in Birmingham's 
history, a gifted striker who scored 
four goals in a game at just 16. would 
not cocoon him from criticism if he 
failed to bring about success as 
manager when he accepted the job 
eight months ago. He could not have 
furseen just how quickly a section of 
the crowd would voice their disap¬ 
proval or how results would decline 
so catastrophically. 

Birmingham have been booed on 
the field on a number of occasions 
and the attendance for the match 


against Port Vale last Sunday — 


13.192—was the lowest of the season. 
In the local newspapers and on radio 
phone-ins, Francis has been criticised 
for his signings, for the sale of Gary 
Breen to Coventry City, even at £2.5 
million, and for his appearances on 
television as an "expert summariser” 
at a time when performances of his 
own side arc not endorsing his 
authority to fulfil that role. 

David Sullivan, a director and 
joint owner, has emphasised that 
Francis is safe in his job. quashing 
rumours that Steve Bruce, the de¬ 
fender signed from Manchester Uni¬ 
ted during the dose season at a 
reported salary of £13,000 a week, 
will become player-manager. The 
relationship between Sullivan and 


Francis, though, has not always been 
smooth. 

This week. Francis, the club’s 
seventh manager in ten years, will 
have an extra £4 million at his 
disposal after the flotation, giving 
him around £5 million to spend in all. 
By a coincidence, his outlay since 
taking charge has been £5.02 million, 
but the rerum has been poor. 

Indeed, the most successful player 
this season has been Paul Devlin, 
who was signed by Barry Fry from 
Notts County for £225.000. Devlin 
was considering his own future at the 
start of the season when Fronds 
signed Paul Furlong and Mike 
Newell to lead the forward line at a 
combined cost of OLZ75 million. 


Neither comes dose to marching 
Devlin’s 16 goals. 

Fronds has not shrunk from the 
critirism or glossed over perfor¬ 
mances. He is entitled to point out 
dial postponements over Chris tmas 
and new year pushed them from 
ninth, chasing a play-off spot, to 
eighteenth, without playing a game. 

“I have to look at the overall picture 
of what we are trying to achieve, not 
only this season, but in future years," 
Fronds said, philosophically. “The 
mood at the moment seems to be that 
everything is wrong. There is no 
reasoning of the larger picture. To me 
this seems indicative of modem 
society. We have got the foundation 
of a very competitive side." 


Spitting image

place commits acts contrary to 
public decency." Luciano Di 
Perdo and Michele Scialan- 
drone intend to throw the 
weight of the law on "loutish 
players who continually spit 
after a movement has come to 
an end. and emit from the 
mouth and nose, through a 
typical gesture of pressing the 
nostril with a finger, jets of 
saliva" Maximum penalty: a 
month in prison or a fine of 
400.000 lire. 

A for anonymity 

Further to my recent piece on 
the sad fete that tends to meet 
football dubs whose names 
begin with the letter A—a fate 
hanging in Damodesian fash¬ 
ion over AFC Bournemouth — 
Louis Burgess writes to docu¬ 
ment the fate of the A teams. 

He offers: Accrington Stan¬ 
ley, resigned from the Football 
League in March 1962; Aider- 
shot. resigned from the Foot¬ 


ball League in the 1990s; 
Aberdare. who lost their 
league place to Torquay in 
1927; Ashington, who lost their 
league place in 1929 to York 
City: and Argonauts, who, in 
192S, missed out on a place in 
the league despite polling 16 
votes. The erudite Mr Burgess 
suggests that Arsenal should 
prepare to join the Bundesliga 
immediately — which would 
leave Aston Villa in the vulner¬ 
able slot behind them. 

Passing the buck 

Blaming the umpire is ungra¬ 
cious, but it displays a kind of 
idiot optimism, without 
which sport is scarcely even 
possible. I read, in the latest 
edition of Wisden Cricket 
Monthly, that Pakistan 
women recently held their 
first official overseas tour, and 
are to be congratulated on 
that milestone. They condud- 
ed this with two one-day 
games against the New Zea¬ 
land national women’s team. 

In one match New Zealand 
scored 455 for five in their 50 
overs, to which Pakistan re¬ 
plied with 47 all out in 23 
overs. In the other, Pakistan 
batted first amd were bowled 
out for 56. and New Zealand 
knocked them off in 8.1 overs. 
That was when Sharp Khan, 
the Pakistan captain, criti¬ 
cised the umpires. It would 
not doubt have been a dose- 
run thing with better 
officiating. 

A man’s game 

You would have thought that, 
after a career of umpiring the 
sport of Australian “no rules" 
football, cricket was a reason¬ 
ably quiet option. Alas. Geoff 
Morrow, who turned to cricket 
umpiring after a distin¬ 
guished career in “no rules”, 
was involved in the incident 
when David Saker, a quick 
bowler from Victoria “snot- 
ted", to use a littie Australian 
vernacular. Dean Headley, 
the England A bowler. “1 
thought I would be safe." he 
said. "Cricket is meant to he a 
game for gentlemen, but I 
soon realised it is a game of 
competitive sport, involving 
males, and they are liable to 
do all sorts of things.”

T he battering ram is 
the preferred weapon 
of assault in modem 
rugby, as the French 
will doubtless appreciate this 
afternoon. Frivolity and the 
feather duster belong to 
another era. Thus, the one 
moment of magic at Lans- 
downe Road two weeks ago. as 
England hurled themselves at 
the Irish gates, was not con¬ 
jured from the twin tries by 
Sleightholme and Under¬ 
wood, the deft late breaks of 
Guscott nor the awesome 
spadework of Rodber, but a 
botched piece of first-half flip¬ 
pancy that makes Paul Gray¬ 
son hang his head in shame. 

The sin, for such it is in these 
formulaic days, was a behind- 
the-back pass five yards from 
the Ireland line that surprised

everyone in the stadium, in¬ 
cluding de Glanville. the recip¬ 
ient. who dropped it. and 
Sleightholme. the winger, who 
was at full throttle on the 
outside. It was as if Ivan Lendl 
had served underarm on 
march point In the commen¬ 
tary box. Rob Andrew nibbed 
his eyes in disbelief. 

"In training, 1 had been 
working on a move with Tim 
Stimpson which involved a 
late call and me leaving the 
ball behind me," Grayson 
said. “Mark Regan called for 
the ball inside and I just 
reacted in that split second. Of 
course, everyone said. ‘What 
was that?" but it was subcon¬ 
scious." Some stick from die 
coach? "Yes. It was a chance 
and, against the French, we 
might only get one." 

Because he was a regular in 
the last five nations' champ¬ 
ionship, guiding England to 
the tide with sure boot and 
steady mind. Grayson seems 
more experienced than he 
really is.

esty. Tactically, he has much 
to learn, but there is a neatness 
about Grayson that is reminis¬ 
cent of Michael Lynagh. 

Off the field, he runs a 
promotions company with 
Matt Dawson, his team-mate 
and the Northampton scrum- 
half. and works as a part-time 
insurance broker. On it, with 
shorts and hair equally 
creased, the gentle parabola of 
his touch kicks, the unruffled 
place-kicking, the influence of 
the Australian is marked. 
“He’s got everything and he 
makes very Few mistakes." 
Grayson said of Lynagh. 

Like Lynagh. Grayson's 
strength is his kicking, devel¬ 
oped in the midfield for Ac¬ 
crington Stanley as a teenager 
and at Waterloo, when he 
chose rugby over football. He 
is blessed with the natural 
timing of a bom sportsman — 
he is a fair cricketer, too—and 


die confidence of someone 
who knows where he and the 
ball are going. 

No anxious fiddling, just 
place, retreat and whack. It 
has looked like that ever since 
Grayson emerged with some 
credit from a narrow defeat by 
France in the Parc des Princes 
on his five nations’ debut 

Grayson gives off a calm 
confidence that rarely spills 
over into cockiness. Jack 
Rowell, the England coach, 
certainly trusted the Lancastri¬ 
an's big-match temperament 
enough to bring him bade, for 
the real stuff when the pre- 
Christmas dalliance with 
Mike Can had ended. 

Many were baffled why 
such a precious period of 
development had been denied 
him in the first place.

G rayson says: “I’m 
more comfortable 
with the environ¬ 
ment now. In my 
first games last year, half my 
mind was taken up by all the 
extra bits and pieces, the 
crowd atmosphere, the media 
attention, the national an¬ 
thems. I can put those to the 
back of my mind now. It'S 
easier because I'm more aware 
of what’s required and more 
confident, but harder because 
more is expected of you. 

“I’m not an international fly- 
half yet, but I’m learning with 
each game. There are im¬ 
provements to be made in 
terms of the running game 


and physical development, but 
I’m happy with the way it's 
going." 

Picking his words with the 
care of Ms passes, Grayson is 
acutely aware that more is 
expected of England, despite 
their two record-breaking vic¬ 
tories. You sense that, like 
Rowell's England, Grayson 
himself is trying to balance 
structure with flair, fuse his 
love of the unexpected with 
that Lynagh-like erasure of 
errors.

O livier Merle is a giant of 
French sport in more ways 
than one. A former shot putter, 
he stands an intimidating 6ft 6in tall 
and punishes the scales at a little in 
excess of 20 stone. Boot size 17. The 
stubble is as tough as a field of cut corn 
in late August But there is more to the 
man than all that 
He is also the living epitome of ms 
la difference, that great chasm in 
culture and philosophy between the 
two nations that not even boats, planes 
or Eurostars can bridge. In England, 
his reputation is sullied by memories 
of overtly physical play, both real and 
imagined. The British, saintly folk that 
we are of course, never ignore any 
nonsense from Johnny Foreigner, nor 
do we ever stoop to such acts 
ourselves. 

Merle’s assault upon Ricky Evans, 
the Wales prop, in Paris two years ago, 
which may be the subject of a court 
case later this year, was certainly a less 
than glorious deed. But, if you believe 
that Merle is the only international 
rugby forward who has ever attacked 


an opponent then you probably 
subscribe to the theory that the moon 
is made of blue cheese. 

French suspicions of hypocrisy with¬ 
in the English press were confirmed in 
their own Paris training camp this 
week, when the cameras arrived for a 
special film session. Merle's scepti¬ 
cism of the English media was to 
prove well founded: 

“There were journalists from the 
English television station and they 
asked me to hold a magazine. On the 
cover was an English rugby player 
and they wanted me to tear up the 
picture. I refused,” he said "They 
didn’t want to talk about rugby at all, 
just provoke trouble. But rugby is a 
sport; it is not their place to do things 
like that It must be stopped. 

“1 see the mentality of certain 
English journalists who take a side. 


malevolent pleasure in firing bullets 
constantly at the same players, both 
during tournaments and just before a 
match. I find that very disturbing.” 

The constrast between the British 
perception of Merle and the French, 
could not be greater honourable, 
decent men. such as Jean-Claude 
Skreia and Pierre Vfllepreux, the 
France coaching team, speak warmly 
of the powerful Montferrand player. 

“Olivier is a really nice man." 
Vfllepreux said. “He is shy. not really 
somebody who wants to be in tiie 
limelight And he is not a dirty player. 
At dub level he has no problems.” 

he vrai Merle, say the French, is a 
polite, fascinating character who 
spends long hours working to try to 
improve the life of deprived children. 
“My department (Puy-de-Dorae) col¬ 
laborates with an assodation in South 


Africa and I am seconded to it to deal 
with young people,” Merle said. 

“I was part of an operation to help 
the young people of Soweto around 
the time of the World Cup. I met a 
priest, Emanud La fond, a French' 
missioned and talked with him. When 
I returned to France, I thought it 
would be good to do something for 
him and his projects with these kids. 
So I put in place a project whereby we 
collect for them: clothes, medicines, 
money — and we can fund projects to 
help tiie kids in the slums.” 

What appeals to him about the 
family of rugby, he says; is the 
camaraderie, the solidarity, the wish to 
have the same objectives as your team¬ 
mates. But what of that reputation? “I 
don’t know what people think of me,” 
he said. "When 1 go on tiie field, it is to 
play rugby. It is a contact sport and 1 
think it is completely ridiculous to pick 
on certain players. 

“Hie English team is very brave 
with many qualities, very tenadous. 
But the present French team is capable 
of doing great tilings in the future.”

HOW fickle international rug¬ 
by can be. A year ago Scotland 
stood one step from a grand 
slam after a season in which 
they had exceeded all expecta¬ 
tions. Twelve months on and 
defeat by Ireland at Murray- 
fidd today will almost certain¬ 
ly mean that the Saits finish 
bottom in the five nations' 
championship after a first 
fully professional season that 
has emphasised the widening 
gulf between the home 
countries. 

It has been an alarming 
reversal of fortune, with only 
one win. against Italy, in the 
past eight internationals. This 
year alone has seen record 
defeats at the hands of Wales 
and England. Such depress¬ 
ing statistics have led to an 
erosion of confidence, with 
questions being asked about 
tiie direction that the game is 
taking north of the border. 

Self-esteem will be restored 
only partially fay victory 
against Ireland, who have not 
won in Edinburgh since 1985. 
Scotland have ser their sights 
much higher but have lost 
their way, caught between 
attempting a more fluid game 
and maintaining the core prin¬ 
ciples that saw them through 
the relatively golden period of 
the 1980s and early 1990s. 

Richie Dixon, tiie coach, is 
adamant that Scotland have to 
change with the times, and 
that his vision, shared by 
David Johnston, the backs 
coach, will prove the correct 
one in the long term. “ft»ple 
have to accept that we will get 
the odd bloody nose.” Dixon 
said. "I hate losing, we all hate 
losing, but we will have these 
results. As long as they don't 
happen too often, it's not a big 
problem.” 

Scotland, and Ireland for 
that matter, have in the past 
relied heavily on passion and 
courage. In many ways they 
face similar difficulties in that 
they have only limited playing 
resources, and relatively limit¬ 
ed financial resources. Of the 
players who fit the bflJ, many 
have moved to England. Eight 
of the Irish and seven of the 
Scots who start today, includ¬ 
ing five of the Scottish pack, 
ply their trade in the Courage 
Clubs ChampionsMp. From a 
Scotland standpoint, it has led 
to a dilution of what Jim 
Telfer, their former manager. 


raUs “our Scottishness". 

"We have to get back to 
being Scottish, playing the 
rucking game which served us 
well. We’re not Scottish any^ 
more,” Telfer. now the $cot-v ■ 
tish Rugby Union's director of 
rugby, said. “We are expected 
to win our home games. 
Scotland are judged on the 
world stage on how we do 
against the big countries, so if 
we don’t win against Ireland, 
we can safely say we are really 

in trouble.” 

That would be doing Ire¬ 
land a disservice. Under Brian 
Ashton, who this week signed 
a six-year contract with the 
Irish Rugby Football Union, 
the team has been making 
some pro gr ess, punctuated by' 
the thrashing at the hands of 
England a fortnight ago. Ire¬ 
land will be missing Nick 
PbppleweU and Eric Miller — 
both are injured. They axe, 
replaced by Paul Flavin and 
Ben Cronin, who wins his 
second cap, two years after his 
first at Murrayfield. 

The Scotland back row, t 
which has a better balance 
now that Rob Wainwright and. 
Pieter Walton have swapped 
positions, will look to target 
Ireland’s new half-back pair¬ 
ing of David Humphreys and 
Brian O’Meara, a scrum half 
winning his first full cap, and 
a player rated highly by. 
Ashton, who dismisses talk of. 
a meaningless match. 

“We have a lot to play for." 
he said. “If we win. itll be the 
first time Ireland have won 
two games away from home 
for years.

Atherton eager 
to prolong his 
captain’s innings

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VICTORY and personal 
achievement will muni for 
(nothing when Michael Ather¬ 
ton boards a flight home next 
week, for officially he will no 
longer be captain of England. 
His time will be up. his 
appointed period exhausted 
and. theoretically ai least, the 
customary speculation about 
his job could persist for weeks 
to come. 

Atherton, who has con¬ 
sciously kepi his deeper 
thoughts strictly private on 
this tour, would now like two 
things to be known. He very 
much wants to continue in 
charge, not only for the sum¬ 
mer Ashes series, bur well 
beyond it if form and loyalty 
are favourable. Secondly, he 
believes a solution can and 
must be found to the perenni¬ 
al. unhealthy attention on the 
captaincy. 

Yesterday Atherton could 
• speak from a position of 
strength. He has won on raur, 
which is rare enough for 
England but all the more 
laudable considering the de¬ 
spondency of two months ago. 
His team is unequivocally 
devoted to him, and his bat¬ 
ting has been restored to its 
poised, serene, bloody-minded 
best. 

Until now, he has declined 
to speak of his future, knowing 
how fickle the fates of this tour 
have been. But the relish in his 
voice as he contemplates the 
challenges to come is as un¬ 
mistakable as the frustration 
that, technically, he is in no 
position to plan for them. He 
rnusr wait for the installation 
of a new chairman of selectors, 
later this month, before being 
told he can proceed. 

“The question of the cap¬ 
taincy is always just around 
the corner because the time 


limit is so short." he said. “At 
the end of each tour, we don't 
have a captain until a new 
appointment is made. There 
are times when I find this 
irritating and the constant 
questioning about it is a help 
to nobody. 

“In my view, they should 
just appoint a captain and reU 
him to get on with it until 
either he resigns or is sacked. 
If he is making a mess of ir. 
obviously he must go, but 
there would be greater flexibil¬ 
ity on both sides." 

There is no chance of Ather¬ 
ton being dismissed now, but 
he candidly admits it might 
hare been different. "The way 
the Zimbabwe teg ended for us 
meant I had to face certain 
possibilities. If we had not 
won in New Zealand, if things 
had continued as they were, t 
couldn't have gone on. The 
position would have been 
untenable and [ would hare 
resigned. I’d have had no 
choice, I'm sure." 

Paradoxically, he believes 
the Zimbabwe experience was 
good for him. “I was going 
through a personal struggle, 
badly short of runs and form, 
but I never allowed that to

HANSIE CRONJE had said 
before the start of play at ihe 
Wanderers yesterday that 
South Africa were about to test 
themselves against the world’s 
best and. by lunch, he was 
probably wondering if it was 
an examination that was be¬ 
yond them. After 29 troubled 
overs, he was at the crease, 
much earlier than he had 
hoped, surveying the wreck¬ 
age of the tap order of South 
Africa's batting line-up. re¬ 
duced to 58 for three, and 
defying a seemingly rampant 
Australian attack.

affect the way I captained the 
side or to get through to the 
players. It stood me in good 
stead, made me stronger for 
the knowledge that I could 
cope.” 

That strength has been ap¬ 
parent in New Zealand, where 
Atherton's leadership has 
been tactically and psychologi¬ 
cally more confident than 
before. Although still only 28, 
his demonstrable seniority 
has lent him a presence 
among his playera that only a 
minority of captains attain. 

He knows it, too. "I have 
had a good grasp of situations 
here, largely through my con¬ 
fidence in the bowlers. Having 
two spinners of top quality 
gives me control and it dates 
back to the derision that Alec 
Stewart must keep wicket, a 
( ot of people disagreed with it, 
bit ir enabled us to play our 
best fire bowlers and was the 
key to the entire winter." 

Equally important, how¬ 
ever, was Atherton's return to 
batting form, for which Eng¬ 
land are indebted to thar 
captain’s private, sweatshop 
regime in a cramped indoor 
net in Hamilton. “As usual, 
there was no problem know¬ 
ing what was wrong with my 
game, it was knowing how to 
put it right. It was only when I 
had two four-hour sessions 
against a bowling machine in 
that school, the physio feeding 
in the balls and the door shut 
against anyone inquisitive, 
that i worked it all out 

In Christchurch, two weeks 
ago. Atherton realised the 
worth of that work by batting, 
in his cocooned, self-contained 
way. for more than 12 hours. 
The win settled the series and 
secured his position, but he 
recalled: “I never allowed my¬ 
self to think about the job. My 
only thought was winning the 
game. The captaincy can be a 
difficult thing to carry around 
if you allow it to burden 
everything you do." 

The “torture" of watching 
the final session of that game, 
once he was finally out, re¬ 
mains vividly with him. “I sat 
in the shower for half an hour, 
cooling down, and Phfl 
Tufhell twice poked his head 
in to say we'd lost another 
wickeL He looked terrible, 
ridden with anxiety, and I 
didn't want to come out and 
watch. It’S much easier when 
you are out there batting, your 
destiny in your own hands." 

There is animation in the 
captain’s eyes when he speaks 
of the Australian series. “1 
think they are more vulnera¬ 
ble now than at any time in my 
career. They've lost several 
senior players and they are not 
as settled and experienced as 
they were. I've lost against 
them too often for peace of 
mind and it's high lime we 
won back the Ashes." 

That Atherton will lead the 
campaign is not in doubt. He 
looks forward to it keenly and 
is now willing to cast still 
further ahead. “1 don't feel a 
burden from the job. I’m 
enjoying it now and I like the 
set-up we have. If There was a 
time when the players' sup¬ 
port for me would tie tested it 
was in Zimbabwe and I'm 
grateful they didn’t waver. So 
long as the team maintains 
that fuifh. I would like to 
go on."

AFTER a shortened regular 
season, which starts tomorrow 
and ends on July 20. the II first 
division sides and the top nine 
teams from the second divi¬ 
sion will play off in an 
extended divisional Premier¬ 
ship competition, culminating 
in a final at Old Trafford in 
lafe September. 

The new first and second 
division dubs’ association 
hopes to have sponsors in 
place shortly and is looking to 
appoint a general manager. 
Since the 12 Super League 
clubs are now marketing 
themselves under the umbrel¬ 
la Rugby League (EuropeJ 
organisation, the lower divi¬ 
sion clubs must work together. 

An irony of the financial 
plight that Keighley Cougars 
and Hull Kingston Rovers are 
now in, with both being run by 
administrators, is that they 
are potential candidates for 
the one promotion place to the 
Super League next season.

England rely on home security

many experienced players, ei¬ 
ther through injury or 
through transfer to greener 
financial pastures in England. 

But the fascination of this 
Save and Prosper internation¬ 
al lies in the weaknesses of the 
respective teams as much as 
their strengths. Neither Eng¬ 
land nor France have devel¬ 
oped sufficiently to be called 
an established unit: their vul¬ 
nerability has been clear to all. 
Neither Scotland nor Ireland, 
however, were talented 
enough to take advantage of 
England’s imprecisions. while 
Ireland and Wales threatened 
France, but could not break 
them. 

Yet knowledgeable French¬ 
men are gloomy about their 
prospects. Even Abdelatif 
Benazzi. the France captain, 
gives his team a mere 30 per 
cent chance of beating Eng¬ 
land and lapses instead into 
the theme of development for 
the 1999 World Cup. Certainly 
France are entitled to wonder 
whether the loss of a complete 
threequarter line, two first- 
choice locks and a couple of 
class flankers can be overcome 
against the country which has 
been their arch-rival over the 
past decade.

They have not won at 
Twickenham since 1987, when 
Philippe Sella was in his 
pomp, though successive vic¬ 
tories over England, in Pre¬ 
toria in 1995 and Paris last 
year, have served to reverse a 
losing trend. Only Benazzi 
Jean-Luc Sadoumy and Chris¬ 
tian Califano have played 
there in the championship, so 
the atmosphere will be differ¬ 
ent, even for those who have 
played many times at the Parc 
des Princes. 

There is another unknown 
quantity to France: four of 
their backs went through the 
mincer while playing for Brive 
against Auckland last week¬ 
end. a draining exercise in 
constant defence and mental 
agility. One of the quartet. 
Alain Fenaud. at stand-off 
half, has been troubled by a 
chronic ankle injury and will 
do well to last the match, 
though it is important to 
France that he does. 


Given a broken field. 
Fenaud can be as elusive a 
runner as any and England's 
plans will be to police him well 
and limit the incursions of 
Sadoumy. particularly down 
the blind side. At the same 
time. this inexperienced 
French team has been coming 
to grips with the attacking 
schemes of Rene Villepreux. 
the assistant coach, which, at 
their best, must be built on the 
confidence that only winning 
can establish. 

“We made a lot of errors 
against the Welsh but that was 
because we were ready to take 
risks," Jean-Claude Skrda. 
the France coach, said. “We 
need to be a little more 
structured against England 
and try to stop them playing in 
our half of the field. We can’t 
afford to miss tackles and lose 
ball, especially as the English 
seem to have found a winning 
blend in their bade row, where 
Richard Hill looks so good." 


It is ironic that France 
should talk of greater struc¬ 
ture while England seek the 
fluidity that is inherent in 
traditional French play. There 
has been evidence this season 
that they can play, exciting, 
intelligent rugby, even though 
they have not done it for

sustained periods; they have 
not scored ten tries and 87 
points in two matches merely 
by ekeing out as Phil de 
Glanvifle would say, “the hard 
yards".

England’s capacity to grind 
out victory has seldom been in 
doubt in recent times but with 
every try they run in, the self¬ 
belief will grow stronger. This 
XV has been given time to 
settle, in the knowledge that 
there are ready-made replace¬ 
ments breathing down their 
necks. If England win today, 
as they should, they can go to 
Cardiff in a fortnight compar¬ 
atively relaxed, leaving the 
Rugby Football Union £2 mil¬ 
lion better off and looking at a 
record-breaking season, with 
gate receipts approaching E15 
million.

Coppell goes in to bat again on sticky wicket 


THE return of Steve Coppell to 
football management, and to Crys¬ 
tal Palace, is like a fly returning to 
the flypaper, knowing that the sticky 
stuff can be injurious to health. 

Perhaps we should no longer be 
surprised at anything in the hire- 
and-fire nonsense of football man¬ 
agement Coppell himself, a former 
England player with a degree in 
economics, said: “It is an intuitive, 
instinctive game. H you start think¬ 
ing about it you can be last" 

Yet rhe announcement yesterday 
that he was to start his third 
employment under Ron Noades. the 
Palace chairman, did surprise foot¬ 
ball. not least because Coppell had 
departed from Manchester City in 
November after 33 days’ employ¬ 
ment apparently afraid that the 
tensions and demands of the post 
would make him ill. 

He admitted yesterday that it 


could all seem like the Bermuda 
Triangle, with himself replacing 
Dave Bassett, and Bassett moving 
on to Nottingham Forest effectively 
replacing Frank Clark, who took the 
Manchester City reins from 
Coppell. 

The Bermuda Triangle? Surely 
Coppell, intelligent man that he is. is 
aware that people who enter that 
reputedly disappear without trace. 
“1 was not actively doing anything 
other than scouting for Palace when 
the offer came," Coppell said. “I 
could just not refuse it it was blue 
chip as far as I am concerned." 

Well, it is apparent that only 
supporters, those who, even in the 
television age, pay to keep the dubs 
afloat are expected to show loyalty. 
Coppell spoke of a bond, of a return 
to an environment in which he and 
the club had known their most 
successful days.

There were no explanations of 
why he fell mentally able to reenter 
the managerial waters, which he 
does, initially, from now until the 
end of the season. Coppell had been 
praised, last November, as a rela¬ 
tively young man showing unusual 
courage in owning up to his own 
apparent unsuitability to the strains 
of management. Now, it appears, 
those strains were peculiar to 
Manchester City, of whom he said: 
"Twenty-five thousand people turn¬ 
ing up to watch the grass grow — 
you cannot go wrong." 

And on the Crystal PiaJace 
Clubcall line, Noades yesterday 
gave his view on Coppell's defection 
from Maine Road. “I don’t think his 


departure was down to ill-health." 
the Palace chairman said. "I think 
that was just something 
Manchester City put out." That 
comment brought demands for 
apology from City last night Asked 
if Coppell’s mental state was of 
concern. Noades said: "I think that 
is totally insignificant not even 
worthy of consideration." 

Perhaps Palace fans should at 
least give thanks that, this time, 
there seems no intention to remove 
the coaching staff, the mania that 
happens with managerial changes 
elsewhere. They may, however, fear 
that Coppell, so articulate and 
outwardly so composed, had eartier 
resigned from their dub. saying he 


was then haunted by “some very 
bad decisions I made". A complex 
man. Coppell. Between manage¬ 
ment, he contributed incisive 
commentaries to Radio 5Live. He 
was one of the three key figures on 
the Premier League inquiry that 
condemned George Graham for the 
Arsenal "bung" affair, and also 
acted as chief executive of the 
League Managers’Association. The 
moral duty to stand up and be 
counted against unethical methods 
of management, never fazed him. 

There are those who will conclude 
that Coppell’s real reason for scur¬ 
rying away from Manchester City 
was the reluctance of Francis Lee, 
the chairman, to provide money for 
new players. 

Meanwhile, at Nottingham For¬ 
est Bassett’s appointment, ostensi¬ 
bly to take rhe managerial pressures 
off Stuart Pearce, may have a 


secondary purpose, which could 
become clear after the match 
against Tottenham Hotspur today. 

Forest travel to White Hart Lane 
with Pearce as player-manager. 
Bassett as general manager. How¬ 
ever, honest Pearce, said yesterday: 
“I said all along that management is 
something 1 want to do in the future. 
Bui it’s come too soon for me at 
Forest Dave has been brought in to 
bdp our on the footballing side 
because of my inexperience." 

By Monday. Pearce could be a 
player again, revelling in the 
release from managerial "pres¬ 
sures". And Coppell? As it used to be 
said of Bobby Robson, despite his 
enduring and successful career, "his 
indecision is final".

Speaking to 77te Times on 
the eve of the penultimate one- 
day international, which this 
morning was threatened by 
steady rain in Auckland, Ath¬ 
erton said: "If we had not won 
here, if things had gone on as 
they were, my position would 
have become untenable. I 
would have resigned." 

Now that his tenure has 
been reinforced by a 2-0 win in 
the Test series, and a run of 
three unbeaten one-day 
matches, Atherton confirmed 
that he wants to go on in the 
job he has held for almost four 
years. He is certain to be 
reappointed when a new 
chairman of selectors is 
named later this month. 

It is an abiding ambition to 
captain an England series win 
over Australia, the touring 
team this summer, and Ather¬ 
ton. who has the overwhelm¬ 
ing support of his players, is 
now even inclined to look 
further ahead. "So long as the 
team retain that faith, I would 
like to go on," he said. 

He would break the record 
number of Tests captained by 
an Englishman, at present 41 
by Peter May, in the second 
Test against Australia, at 
Lord’s, in June. And. on the 
day when Australia failed to 
capitalise an early superiority

over South Africa at the Stan 
of another high-profile series. 
Atherton was making encour¬ 
aging noises about England's 
chances. Australia, he said,

A year 
later he married again. He and 
his second wife.

“It was a phenomenally dra¬ 
matic moment My mother, for 
whom divorce was unthink¬ 
able, started to hit me about the 
head with her walking stick, 
she was so outraged. She was 
not very well and not very 
strong, so it didn’t hurt but it 
was dreadfully traumatic. 1 
was in floods and floods of 
tears and I just collapsed on the 
floor. In the end they sent for 
the doctor, they all got into a 
great panic. The doctor gave 
me an injection and 1 went out 
like a light. The next day I got 
up and booked into a hotel in 


Cambridge and wandered 
along the fens for about ten 
days. Because it was Christmas 
it was deserted. And then 1 
came back to London and got 
on with my life. . 

“I think Sarah planned it 
because she knew my mother 
would tell me to go on living 
with her, but actually my 
mother changed her mind six 
months later because in the end 
she wanted me to be happy. 

“And 1 don’t think, if 1 had 
gone on living with Sarah, thai 
she would have been happy, 
either. But I don’t think she 
thinks that. It was a bit trau¬ 
matic with the girls, they were 
about 12 and 13 and although 
they weren’t in the sitting room 
at the time they probably heard 
what was going on. I explained 
to them later what had 
happened. .

Brought 
up in the Church of England, 
he now finds solace in Catholi¬ 
cism and says repentance and 
forgiveness are rwo of the most 
important tenets in life. 

So how does that square 
with his continued estrange¬ 
ment from his daughters by 
his first marriage? “I cant 
square it" he says, simply. 

"( am sure t am going to 
resolve it. But f know they arc 
happy and dose to their moth¬ 
er. ihey have children and 
pleasant husbands and they 


are not suffering from depri¬ 
vation. because they are very 
well off." 

He admits that were he to 
have his time again he would 
hoi do things differently. The 
treasurership of the Conserva¬ 
tive Party did. after all, prnpei 
him to the centre of power 
during one of the most revolu¬ 
tionary and exciting political 
periods of this century.

geL In the South you might just get 
away with ceanothus on an east¬ 
facing wail, but in the North a south¬ 
facing wall is important. Ceanothus 
do not enjoy disturbance, so either 
take cuttings this summer to be 
planted elsewhere, or move your 
plant now — but ensure a big 
rootball of soil is attached. A south- 
faring wall also gives protection 
from late frosts, especially with May- 
flowering species, such as the rich 
blue C. impressus. 


Could you recommend a 
hedge that is not tone to 
horses and is not eaten by them? — 
R. Evans, Baughurst, Hants. 

— Horses will eat anything. The 

_ only way to establish a hedge 

where there are horses is to fence it 
off. You must either fenoe tall (which 
is. expensive in materials) or fence 
well away from the young plants 
(which is expensive of space). Horses 
can readi 5ft-6ft over a fence to 
browse young trees. Of old. estab¬ 
lished hedges stock-proof against 
horses, perhaps the best is a mixture 
of thorn, holly and field maple, none 
of which is toxic. They will graze it 
back to fhe woodier growth, and 
make a mess of it, but it will survive.

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Lessons in long division 


W hen . spring 
springs, garden¬ 
ers should 
pounce on peren¬ 
nials in need of dividing. This 
is the time when the soil is 
warming up, roots are starting 
to move again and buds to 
swell. Gardening books will 
tell you to divide herbaceous 
perennials by lifting out the 
dump, inserting two forks 
back-to-back, into it and lever- 
,ing the clump apart Neat 
fjisnf it? Tidy. too. And it has - 
about as much to do with 
dividing perennials as the 
BBCs Ivanhoe had to do with 
the Middle Ages. The reality is 
nastier and more variable. 

The back-to-back fork tech¬ 
nique only works for fibrous- 
nxited. Loose-growing peren¬ 
nials, such as Geranium end • 
ressfi (golden rod). But try that 
with an old dump of hostas or 
peonies and you would do 
more harm than good. 

An old peony dump, lifted, 
is like a gruesomely conjoined 
bundle of parsnips, and the 
best way to divide it is to slice 
off chunks with a sharp spade, 
making sure that each chunk 
has a bud or three at the top. 
Blunt spades are hard work: 
the edge should be sharp 
enough to place the blade 
against the roots and push it 
through with your boot ffyou 
have to stab the spade at the 
root to get through, you'll 
end up cross and fire peony 
mauled. 

Hostas, for all their softness 
and succulence above ground, 
are as hard as a red cabbage 
underground. Old dumps 
build up on themselves in a 
mound, the far white roots 
pushing out to make a solid 
pancake of root the size of a 
dustbin lid. [f you intend to 
divide a hosta but keep some 
of it in the same place: leave a 
wedge of the cake undis¬ 
turbed. by slicing through 
deeply with a vertically held 
■ spade. The rest can then be 
f levered out of the soil and 
broken up into smaller pieces. 

Two forks are no good for 
this, because you would only 
break off the buds from the 
crown. These are die vital 
parts and. while you can

spreads by means of fat 
underground stems and 
moves fast on moist soils. If 
you want to move a piece of 
this, gently lift a few of the 
outer shoots and trace the root 
back to the main body of the 
clump. It can then be severed 
at the dump end with 
secateurs. Your new offset 
may not have many fine roots, 
but if it is planted early in its 
new position, before the shoot 
has started to grow, at say 2in- 
3in tall, then it will quickly re¬ 
establish. New growth, once 
started, develops astonishing¬ 
ly fast, and makes later divi¬ 
sion difficult 

The dump-forming Euphor¬ 
bia polychroma can be split at 
the same time, in March, by 
slicing away parts of the 
crown with roots attached, 
using a knife, or by lifting and 
slidng apart the whole dump.

P ulmonarias need to be 
divided early if the 
flowers and foliage 
are not to flop. Flower¬ 
ing is much better when plants 
are regularly lifted and re¬ 
planted, perhaps every three 
to five years, depending on soil 
fertility. Divide them too late 
and the first warm days of 
spring will wilt the flowers, 
greatly reducing their life. 
Pulling apart the old dumps 
will produce strong plants at 
the edges and woodier, tired 
roots at die centre, which can 
be thrown or given away. 

Some perennials, such as 
Geranium subcaulescens, 
produce a single tap root, but a 
whole pancake of woody 
crown at its top. Keep the twin 
forks well away, or you will 
kill the loL This is a case for 
looking and hoping for the odd 
bit of crown which has made 
roots and can be severed 
away. Failing this, cuttings 
have to be made of the crown, 
each with three to four buds, 
inserted in sandy soil out of 
strong sunlight They will 
grow away in late spring.

afford to chop and hack away 
half a barrow of old root, any 
bud broken means leaves will 
be lost later. 

1 like to go around the edge 
of the dump, when it is out of 
the soil, using a strong 
handfork (or a pair of strong 
hands) to lever away smaller 
collections of bud and root 
from the main dump. With 
care and gentle teasing apart, 
you could separate every sin¬ 
gle bud and its starfish of roots 
below, to make a huge number 
of new plants (it sometimes 
helps to do this with the clump 
in a bucket of water), but 
usually small dumps are pref¬ 
erable to piantlets, so groups 
of six to seven buds are best. 

With the edges of the dump 
broken away, this leaves a 
solid mass of deep root, some¬ 
times a foot deep, wirh a few 
buds on top. Put it on its side 
and slice dear the top 4 in of 
root with the buds attached. 


This can then be pulled or 
broken apart into the starfish 
buds, or groups of buds. They 
are congested and starved at 
the centre and will not make 
such good plants immediately. 
But by next year they will be as 
strong as the edge pieces.

You can leave hostas un¬ 
touched for ten years or more, 
but when the leaf size starts to 
diminish it is time to split 
them. A ten-year-old dump of 
a large species, such as Hosta 
sieboldiana var. elegans, will 
divide into 60-70 pieces if you 
want them, and have the 
muscle for the fight H. 
plantaginea and its variety 
'Royal Standard' are less 
dense at the root and consider¬ 
ably easier to pull apart. 

Always take great care of the 
buds of any planL Large 
dumps of the tall, magenta 
Geranium psilosremon may 
have only half a dozen of its 
lipstick red buds at ground 
level, even if the dump in 
summer leaf is a yard across. 
It is no use lifting a great 
wedge of root from the crown. 
if its bud has broken off. 

One of the earliest soft 
summer perennials to sprout 
is Euphorbia griffithii. It

T he rhododendrons 
and redbrick mono¬ 
liths which charact¬ 
erise Ascot and its 
environs have a peculiar effect 
on me: I spent my schooldays 
there and. albeit a happy rime, 
eadt mile that took me away 
from home in London towards 
my boarding school was a 
painful one. Recently, under a 
lowering sky and feeling a 
little nostalgic as 1 drove past 
the sweetshop I once visited 
every Saturday. 1 was not 
prepared for the shimmering 
white vision that greeted me in 
Sunninghill. 

The Cedars, so-named 
because of the trees that domi¬ 
nate the garden, is a Grade H 
listed Georgian house. Most of 
the other houses in the area 
are Victorian or Edwardian 
and this is a striking excep¬ 
tion, though the house is not 
seen to its best advantage horn 
the front because it can be 
approached only obliquely 
from the side. 

The use of wood throughout 
the house almost dazzles the 
eye; the Swedish owners are 
clearly lignophiles. To the left 
and right of the marble en¬ 
trance hall, from the drawing 
room through a dining hall 
and into the sitting room 
sweep yards of elaborate par¬ 
quet flooring. 

The drawing room, a formal 
room of ballroom dimensions, 
is decorated in a potentially 
risky Battenburg cake combi¬ 
nation of pink and yellow. 
Somehow’, with the lofty ceil¬ 
ing and long windows at both 
ends of the room, this looks 
elegant rather than sickly. An 
astonishing pink ISth-century 
grandfather clock, by the 
Swedish ciockmaker Ernst, 
tides soothingly as if unaware 
of its remarkable colour. 

The dining hall, as the 
owners call it, is open on both 
sides, h is ingeniously lit by 
natural light through a glass 
cfome at die top of the house 
which shines down through a 
g aliened well on the first Boor. 
The downstairs sitting room, 
leading directly off the dining 
halL is puzzling: although it

makes a cosy television room, 
there is no door you can shur 
on to the hall. Either diners 
might have to listen to the 
television or viewers to the 
sound of people dining. 

This is compensated for by 
an alternative sitting area 
upstairs. The owners have 
furnished the huge landing as 
a family room, making the 
best use of this often ignored 
area. The six bedrooms radi¬ 
ate off this area. 

1 was especially taken with 
the bathroom to the master 
bedroom. The matching suite, 
including a vast bath with 
Jacuzzi, was the exact colour of 
good claret. In fact, most of the 


bathrooms had adventurous 
colour schemes. Another I 
liked had smoked blue glass 
mirrored tiles. 

The owners admit that their 
taste for wood and light has 
much to do with rheir narion- 
ality. There are no dark rooms 
in this house; even the smallest 
of the bedrooms, used as an 
ironing room, has windows on 
two sides. 

The back erf the house is 
more imposing than the front, 
a facf which has not escaped 
the estate agents, who have 
photographed the rear for the 
sale brochure. There is some¬ 
thing of the White House 
about it from this ansle.

The unfortunate queen would 
have loved this pretty building 
with its Gothic windows and 
stained glass. 

A stream runs beneath the 
dairy', keeping it marvellously 
cool, and decorative ramsbead 
medallions lend it a Dionysian 
touch. The family use it to 
serve food for garden picnics. 


The owners, who are selling 
the house after 13 years there, 
because their children have 
grown up. recount how on 
their arrival they were visited 
by the vicar from the church 
next door. Malting what he 
assumed to be light conversa¬ 
tion. he told the newcomers 
that their front garden had 
once been part of the church’s 
burial ground. 

But this is not a house of 
shadows. The endless large 
windows give the interior a 
kind of crystalline light that 
painters such as Vermeer 
would have swooned for.

Ever wondered who lived in your house before you did? Trace its history and you could be in for a few surprises m ^ 


W hether you believe 
that past owners affect 
the ambience of your 
home or you are inter¬ 
ested in finding out more about 
your area, a search into the history 
of your house can be fascinating. 

Every house has a .story to tell 
and a small Victorian terrace house 
is as likely to have as interesting a 
tale as a stately home. It is also 
possible that you will find some 
unexpected similarities to the for¬ 
mer owners. My brother was sur¬ 
prised to learn that another John 
Blake had lived on the site of his 
house 200 years before him. 

Julia Melvin, a professional ar¬ 
chivist and a local historian, says: 
“When you research it is important 
to look at your house in context It's 
helpful if you can find out about 
rail and road developments of the 
past and the trades that were 
prevalent in the region. These 
provide pointers to the rough date 
of your house." 

Manchester is an example of an 
area where housing has grown 
hand-in-hand with its 19th-century 
trade. Before American indepen¬ 
dence it was so small that it did not 
have its own MP. The city* success 
was largely due to its trade with 
America and the industries such as 
cotton processing that developed. 

You may find that your area has 
undergone a complete social 
change. Some of the most beautiful 
residences in London used to house 
several families living in Total 
poverty’ under one roof. Netting 
Hill has relatively recently become 
n desirable area. Its substantial 
houses were developed for affluent 
residents, but the Victorian devel¬ 
oper went bankrupt and the streets 
became slums. 

Mrs Melvin has recently moved 
into a Tudor house in Buribrd. 
Oxfordshire. "My new home has 
been easy to research as its history’ 
is well-known in the area. Before 
we bought it 1 was told that it was 
built in 1555 by Simon Wysdom. 
Burford owes its wealth to wool 
and Mr Wysdom was a successful 
wool merchant who endowed die 
famous Grammar School, and 
whose name occurs on every other 
building up and down the High 
Street. These details were con¬ 
firmed when we found the date 1555 
carved into the panelling on the 
dining room wall along wirh the 
cypher SW. It was like finding your 
title deeds engraved on the wall."

of the information you need if you 
want to do your own research. 
Alternatively, you can commission 
a house search. In either case you 
should be able to build up a clear 
history of your house, including 
names of past occupants, their 
trades and a history of your area. 

Before beginning a search it is 
important to put an approximate 
date to your house. Is it part of a 
1930s development. 18th or 19th 
century? If you are not sure, this 
information will probably be avail¬ 
able on your survey or title deeds. A 
good starting point is the local 
record office. This is usually at¬ 
tached to the public library. A look 
through the rate books will provide 
the names of previous household¬ 
ers. The rate books are logged by 
street name and number and are 
usually supplied on microfilm. 


A nother interesting source 
of reference is the Victori¬ 
an census returns, which 
were compiled every ten 
years from 1841. These can provide 
a wealth of information on your 
house, including names of resi¬ 
dents. their relationship to the 
householder, occupations and 
sometimes details of any lodgers. 
These records make fascinating 
reading and you may well find 
previous owners with obscure 
Trades such as brush finisher, 
watch-hand finisher or feather 
dealer. 

The county record office will give 


you further information on your 
area and possibly on past owners of 
your house. The office records 
information of county interest 
along with details of the influential 
people of the area. 

A central public library will 
usually hold volumes of Victorian 
photos and books about your area. 
It should also have county directo¬ 
ries, land tax assessments and 
electoral registers. The British 
Library, Somerset House and the 
National Newspaper library at 
Colin dale, northwest London, may 
all prove useful in your search. 

On Tuesday. March 4. BBC2 
begins a six-part series The House 
Detectives. The three "detectives" 
are David Austin, a specialist in 
medieval matters and a landscape 
archaeologist; Mac Dowdy, a Cam¬ 
bridge architectural historian; and 
Judith Miller, an interior design 
historian. Each week they desoend 
on a house to uncover dues to its 
origins. Along the way the team 
encounters concealed cellars, 
blocked-up smugglers’ tunnels and 
a medieval manor hidden in the 
heart of a Georgian house. The 
series is accompanied by a book. Be 
Your Own House Detective (BBC 
Books, £16.99. published on March 
20) which provides ideas on how to 
gather information from your 
house and the surrounding area. 

If you do not have the time or 
patience for a search. Sara Van 
Loock, an independent researcher, 
will investigate your house history 
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Julia Melvin, a professional archivist at her home, Wysdom House, in Burford, Oxfordshire, which she has accurately dated to 1555 


and provide details as far back as 
records will allow. About a third of 
her clients are businesses and the 
rest private homeowners. "Most of 
my commissions are from clients 
who have lived in their house for 
many years and love it or they are 
newly arrived in an area and would 
like to learn a little local history to 
feel at home." she says. "I think it 
gives people a sense of belonging to 
see how they are the latest in a long 
line of occupants and to realise that 
they too are part of history." 

Ms Van Loock usually starts 
from the present owners and works 
backwards. “There are always 
pitfalls, such as street name and 
number changes, and delightful 
local subtleties with property 
names such as Old House, Old 
House Farm and Old Farm House. 


which may or may not be three 
different properties. I use many 
standard sources for research, but I 
also have a collection of dictionaries 
of violin-makers, painters, archi¬ 
tects and cricketers among others. 
The more obscure the reference 
material the better." Some fascinat¬ 
ing stories have been uncovered 
during her research. One client was 
disappointed to learn that his house 
had been occupied by one of James 
ITs mistresses, rather than by one 
of Charles II‘s. Another, a shoe 
manufacturer, was delighted to 
discover that the first occupant of 
his house had been a shoemaker. 

Perhaps the most romantic story 
was at a house in Queen Street. 
Mayfair, London, which was dis¬ 
covered to have been the home of 
George IV’s nephew Prince George 


and his secret wife, the beautiful 
Drury Lane actress Louisa Fair- 
brother. With her tumbling black 
hair and swan-like neck, she had 
many admirers. A print of the J840s 
shows her as Sinbad die Sailor, in 
white tights, false moustache and 
beard, with a scimitar thrust into 
her belt. She had no aspiration to 
become a duchess and on her 
marriage gave up the stage and 
lived quietly in Queen Street under 
the name Mrs FitzGeorge. 

Ms Van Loock has discovered the 
occasional murder, but only rarely 
encounters ghost stories. She did. 
however, resolve a mystery for one 
family who commissioned a house 
search. The house had been occu¬ 
pied by a Quaker family and one of 
the daughters fell in love with a 
Methodist preacher. When forbid¬ 


den to see him again, she climbed 
out of the bedroom window and 
they eloped. The couple were 
happily married and eventually 
reconciled with her family. 

lire present owners of the house 
were delighted to be able to identify 
the shadowy figure of a girl in 
Quaker dress they sometimes saw 
in one of the bedrooms. They also 
believe it may explain why one of 
the outside walls appears to shake 
if you lean a ladder against it

The cost of 
moving house 
can vaiy 
enormously 


L ast year we moved from 
a huge Georgian rectory 
in Lincolnshire ro a woe¬ 
fully smaller house in Surrey. 
We got three quotes. Pickfords 
said it would cost £4.260. 
Wilkins & Sons in Surrey said 
E3,997.40and Smeeton Panton 
in Lincolnshire EI.9IZ50. 

The difference in price was 
astonishing. What’s more, 
Pickfords wanted to charge an 
additional £453.60 to insure 
the move, but Smeeton Panton 
only £150. 

We took the lowest quote 
and nothing was broken, noth¬ 
ing went missing and the 
removal men kept to the 
timetable they had outlined. 
They also managed to re¬ 
arrange the delivery and put 
things into storage for us when 
our builders let us down. 

There is no easy explanation 
for the difference. Smeeton 
Panton told me that they once 
lost business to Pickfords “as 
on that occasion we were twice 
as dear". 

Pickfords were equally be¬ 
mused. The whole thing seems 
a lottery and firms seem to be 
working in The dark. The 
difference in price had nothing 
to do with popular moving 
dates, or return loads, as we 
had not specified an exact

a comparable firm. The esti¬ 
mators are engaged in a blind 
auction. When they can seethe 
other bids, they might well 
change their own. 

Anthony Ward-Thomas of 
the eponymous London-based 
removers says that you should 
not seek a quote over the 


telephone. The estimator 
ought to see for themselves 
what is involved. The quote 
should give a breakdown of 
how the move will be handled 

— so many men to pack on the 
first day. so many the second 

— so you can see what you are 
paying for. 

"A classic London four or 
five-bedroom household mak¬ 
ing a two-mile move will cost 
about £1.000 to £1.600 and 
take two days. If you are 
moving 100 miles you will 
need three days and it will add 
£500 to £700 to the bill." 

You judge the firm by their 
estimator. He has got to be on 
time, he has to listen, make a 
sensible moving pfon at a good 
price. Mr Ward-Thomas says: 
"If you are particularly wor¬ 
ried about grandma's desk 
then say so. and it will go 
down on the worksheet. Then 
when you open the door to the 
removal crew on the fateful 
morning, the crew captain will 
say. ‘Now show me grandma's 
desk', and by the time he has 
lovingly wrapped it up, the 
house owner's (ears have 
evaporated. 

"The customer's anxieties 
build up to the boil." says Mr 
Ward-Thomas. “After all the 
tensions of the buying and 
selling process, the doorbell 
rings and that pent up emo¬ 
tion focuses on the removal 
men on the doorstep. 

“Properly handled, the anxi¬ 
ety should easily dissipate as 
the move smoothly gels under 
way.” he says.

L3J poultry from foxes? One 
has just killed a lovely cocker¬ 
el — the tenth in two years. 
There is a 6ft fence around 
most of the garden but in one 
or two places there is only 
trellis, and this fox knows his 
way in. I have beard of liquid 
sprays that repel foxes, and 
someone told me an electron¬ 
ic sound machine would beep 
them away. 

nn The only certain way of 
Ll*J protecting your birds is 
to destroy the fox. A pest 
control firm may do this or a 
helpful gamekeeper, i have 
little faith in sprays or super¬ 
sonic sounds. Electric mesh 
fencing might be effective. It is 
low voltage and there is no 
danger to people or animals. A 
fox-proof enclosure, with a 
roof, needs heavy-duty mesh 
buried at least lfr foot into the 
ground — foxes can dig. This 
is not cheap and your poultry 
will no longer be free-range. 

My young son has been 
. offered some Indian 
stick insects. He is keen, but 
he is ten and his mother will 
be left in charge when his 
fancy moves elsewhere. How 
much trouble are thiy? 

Indian stick insects are 

relatively trouble-free. 
Keep them in a warm room in 
a tall plastic container with a 
mesh top to allow ventilation. 
They eat privet. Put some 
twigs in a jam jar of wet sand 
so the leaves will continue to 
grow. Make sure the twigs are 
long enough to allow twice an 
insect-length “free fair space 
beneath them. This ensures 
that the dead skin foils away 
when the stick insect moults. If 
the old skin adheres it can 
cause leg or body deformities.

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Babies are being treated for obesity with low-fat, low-cholesterol diets that can cause growth problems 


Why we need the 
fats of the land 


W hen Big Night, the 
surprise hit film featur¬ 
ing a pair of Italian 
brothers preparing a 
feast, was released last October, 
American cinema-goers lapped up 
its orgy of epicurean delights. Here 
were the forbidden fruits — the 
saturated fats, the goars cheese, the 
prosciutto, the fbeaeda, the roast pig 
— that America in its rediscovered 
Puritanism has outlawed. 

American food has hit an all-time 
low of reduced-fat respectability. 
The country is gripped by a food 
fascism that reaches out to every 
newly-arrived ethnic group and 
turns their cuisines into a low- 
calorie. homogenised American ver¬ 
sion of Italian, Mexican or Chinese. 

The cause of the low-fat fashion is 
plain to see. About a third of 
Americans are obese and, as Ameri¬ 
cans become fatter, their bogeyman 
has become fiat. Because Americans 
have been told to reduce fat in their 
diets, they shun it completely and 
even give their babies low-fat milk. 

The result of this supposedly 
healthy eating, far from making 
Americans fitter, has apparently 
made them ill Doctors and nutri¬ 
tionists are seeing cases of what is 
termed, in English medical schools, 
“muesli malnutrition" — because of 
a gradual starving of the body of 
sane of the essential nutrients and 
vitamins in fats and oils. The list of 
ailments makes alarming reading 
and includes vitamin deficiencies, 
menstrual problems in young 
women and, most worryingly, 
growth retardation in babies. 

These health problems are not 
occurring in low-income family 
groups who might not be able to 
afford a good diet, bur among the 
middle-classes: caring mothers feed¬ 
ing their babies, athletes, health¬ 
conscious young women. 

A low-fat diet, as every psycholo¬ 
gist knows, can also make humans 
depressed. Stephen Manuck. direc¬ 
tor of the behavioural physiology 
laboratory at the University of 
Pittsburg, says that low-fat. low- 
cholesterol diets have been shown to 
decrease brain levels of serotonin in 
monkeys, and make them predis¬ 
posed to aggression. 

In humans, the aggression turns 
inwards: “Low serotonin has been 
associated with increased risk of 
suicide," says Professor Manuck. 
Jeanne Goldberg, associate profes-

sor and director of the nutrition 
communication centre at Tufts 
University, Boston, finds the new 
Puritanism depressing; “One of the 
striking differences between Ameri¬ 
cans and Europeans is tire way 
Europeans sit down to eat. We have 
thrown out much of the pleasure of 
eating. Afternoon tea would never 
survive here, nor the idea of sitting 
around after dinner enjoying a 
cheese course. Americans have this 
sad approach to their health." 

The real culprit Goldberg ex¬ 
plains, is not fat but the sedentary 
lifestyles most Americans lead. 

In Britain, the passion for low-fat 
alternatives has shrunk the choices 
among normal food. One must 
search hard for the lone battle of 
fall-fat milk, skulking at the bad: of 
the fridge behind rows of 1aerie 
impersonators: skim, fortified skim, 
lactose-reduced and lactose-free. 
The butter shelves — or where 
butter used to be — is another 
depressing story. Every permuta¬ 
tion of the “I-Can’t-Believe-Ifs-Not- 
Butter" spread tempts the health¬ 
conscious consumer. 

The new puritanism may be 
damaging children. Dietary Guide¬ 
lines, issued by the US Department 
of Agriculture every five years, 
recommend that children as young 
as two start reducing their fat intake 
to the same level as those advised far 
adults — that is. about 30 per cent of 
their daily calories. 

Fima Ufshitz, who published one 
of the first studies on American 
children Who placed themselves on 
diets, thinks this is absurd. At his 
clinic in New York he treated 
hundreds of children — including 
babies and toddlers — who had 
growth problems resulting from 
low-fat. low-cholesterol diets. 
“When you eliminate important 


dietary components, such as eggs 
and meat, you do away with 
important nutrients — minerals like 
iron, calcium and zinc. Infants are 
brought to us who are being treated 
by their-parents for obesity." Adam 
Drewnowski. a dietary expert at the 
University of Michigan, agrees: 
“The idea that babies of two can be 
fed low-fat milk is ridiculous. Child¬ 
ren need energy and calories. There 
is no way you can feed a growing 
child, whose energy needs are in the 
order of 3,0004,000 calories a day, 
on an exclusive diet of vegetables 
and fruit" His study on adolescents, 
published in toe American Journal 
of Clinical Nutrition last year, 
found that low-fat diets among 
young women were associated with 
menstrual abnormalities. 

"These are not women with 
anorexia or bulimia. We’re picking 
up abnormalities with diets in 
which as much as 20 per cent of the 
calories come from fat. Books which 
recommend that percentage level in 
your diet are aimed at overweight, 
middle-aged men, not women of 
childbearing age." 

Robert Crayhon, nutritionist and 
author, considers the call to remove 
far from the diet to be disastrous. 
“Fats are critical for brain function, 
preventing heart disease and for 
immune function. A study in the 
Journal of Arthritis and Rheuma¬ 
tism showed that you could treat 
arthritis with fish oil. And for 
breastfeeding women, it's essential 
to get fats and oils into the baby. 
You're building a brain." 


M r C ray hon emphasises 
the importance of en¬ 
joying food. “It's a 
scientific fact that if 
you're enjoying your meals, you're 
absorbing more nutrients from 
them." He treats patients suffering 
from all manner of problems with a 
range of essential fats and oils. “I 
had one woman coming to me. 
horribly depressed in the middle of 
winter. She was sleeping (6 or 18 
hours a day. I put her on fish oils 
and a lew other nutrients, and they 
made an enormous difference. Soon 
she was planning a party." 

British consumers might do well 
to ignore the culinary correctness 
from across the Atlantic, and to 
emulate our French and Italian 
cousins who would never dream of 
putting calories before taste. 


The dogged trail to Crufts 


I t only takes a friend to tell 
you your dog has the looks 
of a champion and you 
can picture yourself in the dog 
food televison commercial that 
appears only hours after each 
year's Crufts’ winner has been 
announced. 

Crufts is irt its 106th year, 
and this year 20,000 top dogs 
will take part in a series of 
competitions over four days 
from next Thursday at the 
NEC in Birmingham. It might 
seem a far cry from the charity 
fundraising dog show In the 
local village hall, but that is 
where shouting your dog is 
likely to starL 

Karen Bicknell bought Max, 
a Hungarian vizla, as a family 
pet eight years ago. “We had 
no intention of showing him, 
but my sister-in-law persuad¬ 
ed me to take him to a local 
exemption show," she says. 
These are small local shows 
organised on behalf of a 
nearby charity, under Kennel 
Club rules, and usually in¬ 
clude fun categories such as 
The dog most like its owner". 

Exemption shows do not 
count as part of the route to 
Crufts but the dogs have to be 
registered with 'the Kennel

Club to take part and they are 
useful events at which dog and 
owner can practise and gain 
confidence.

Kirstie 
and Susie, were in on the act 
Four years ago. Kirstie and 
Max competed in a Kennel 
Club Junior Organisation 
championship show which 
they won. qualifying for the 
final, which is held at Crufts. 
“Although Kirstie and Max 
didn't win at our first trip to 
Crufts, that wasnt important. 
It was taking part that 
mattered," says Mrs BicknelL 
Max was then entered in the 
National Gundog Show, also 
held at the NEC, where he 
won and qualified for Crufts. 
Although any pedigree dog 
can in theory qualify, the road 
to Crufts can be very long. 

Most people start by joining 
a local dog club or breed 
society as these often hold 
shows for members only, and 
it is an ideal opportunity to 


gain experience. Owners 
should also regularly attend 
ringcraft classes to learn com¬ 
petition etiquette and hand¬ 
ling techniques and the art of 
catching the judges' eye. Not 
only must the dag move well 
and in a disciplined manner, it 
must be well groomed and 
immaculately presented. 


O n paper, it may seem 
easy to qualify for 
Crufts: you only have 
to win a class at a champion¬ 
ship show or be made up to 
shew champion. To achieve 
champion status a dog must 
be awarded a challenge certifi¬ 
cate by three judges at three 
different championship 
shows. The Kennel Club de¬ 
cides the number of champ¬ 
ionship shows held each year 
and what breeds can take part 
but the reality is much harder. 

The work involved in pre¬ 
paring your dog is immense. 
Sara Wroe. another Hungar¬ 
ian vizla owner and show 
competitor, calculates that the 


serious show competitor will 
spend up to 120 days a year 
preparing for shows. 

There is also the financial 
commitment to consider. Ac¬ 
cording to Ms Wroe, this can 
be in excess of E1200 when 
you include travel expenses 
and entry fees. 

Last year, all the hand work 
paid off for Mrs Bicknell. Her 
second Hungarian vizla. Isaac 
(or Fitzwarren Isaac of 
Szentendre to give him his 
Kennel Club name), won Best 
of Breed at Crufts and quali¬ 
fied for a place in the final. 

"Just getting to Crufts is a 
thrill," she says. “Until last 
year's show the best I had ever 
done was to come fourth. For 
that you get a green card. All I 
ever wanted was the rosette, 
which you only get if you come 
first."

Hard times have 
turned teachers into 
salesmen for their 
schools. The reces¬ 
sion and increased 
competition have 
meant that private 
schools cannot afford 
to be as complacent 
as they once were, now that even the 
middle classes are no longer guaranteed 
a living for life. Our local school, which 
both our sons attend, has a fair few 
parents who wouldn't even have consid¬ 
ered putting their children through the 


state system (I know because they told 
me so) had the husbands -not lost their 
jobs.The state schools which have opted 
out — taking advantage of this climate of 
uncertainty — appear to be targeting the 
same parents as the public schools. The 
sales patter is now indistinguishable. 
Sitting in yet another over-heated hall, 
we have heard the safe, reassuring, 
traditional blandishments — a tight stop 
is a happy ship, the importance of strong 
pastoral care and. oh yes indeed, a firm 
but fair leadership, the three Rs flour¬ 
ished in one hand, computer literacy in 
the other — wherever we've gone. 

You could be forgiven for thinking the 
Sixties never happened. 

The spiel may be strikingly similar but 
the presentation is certainly different St 
Swotty’s, like the airily insourient types it 
turns out, doesn't try too hard. Some of 
the opted-out schools, in contrast, present 
a bullish, arriviste front They are justly 


proud of their academic recruits and new 
buzzy reputations and, by golly, they’re 
going to flaunt them. 

One such school. Top of the Pops in the 
league tables a few years ago and 
consequently much written about, has 
pinned glowing tributes to itself to notice 
boards in every corridor. When you 
arrive, the teachers tine up to greet you. 
When you leave, they line up to bid you 
farewell. One half expects them to 
present their prospectus in a goodies bag 
or instruct you to “Have a Nice Day!" 

Most surprising of alL I think, is the 
extent of one’s anxiety. Or, rather, the 
batty, irrelevant form it can take. In one 
school, which otherwise impressed me a 
lot, all the senior staff looked like they 
were members of come-back bands from 
the 1970s. 

Do 1 really want my son to have a head 
who is a dead-ringer for the lead singer 
in Mud, was the question which seemed 
to form itself in my head, and whose 
deputy could be die bass player in 
Showaddywaddy? On such weighty mat¬ 
ters does the academic future of our son 
depend.

Waiting for 
the S word 

Explaining the facts of life can be tricky for parents, 
and the questions are coming earlier, says Jill Parkin 


T he facts of life can be 
tricky for grown-ups, 
as we found when 
getting a cartoon 
book on the subject for this 
article. My husband picked ft 
up from the bookshop and I 
shoved it in a drawer away 
from the children. “Why on 
earth are you doing that?” he 
said. Our eldest, not yet five, 
had apparently read it in the 
car on the way home and 
thought it very funny. An 
obvious fiction, but funny. A 
warm parental debate ensued. 

How you tell children about 
sex. and when you tell them, 
has always got people steamed 
up. Sex is everywhere and 
many parents would like to get 
the message across in their 
way before the child reads a 
headline about rape, or is told 
some tw i>ied rale by a friend in 
the school playground. 

Most experts believe the 
subject shuuld be child-led; in 
other words, that parents 
should wait Tor the questions. 
But the questions are coming 
earlier and earlier. We have a 
generation of children who are 
assailed with images on tele¬ 
vision. video and magazines. 
Aids caused an explosion of 
condom ads everywhere from 
airport lounges to public 

lavatories. 

American author Ruble 
Harris wrote Let's Talk About 
Sex (Walker Books £7.***) in 


1994 for children aged ten and 
above. Now she plans a ver¬ 
sion for children over seven. 

She says; “Our kids, wheth¬ 
er we like it or not already 
have an enormous amount of 
information and much of it is 
Inaccurate. That’s scaiy. To 
keep our kids healthy, we have 
to educate them." 

Babette Cole is the author of 
the hit book Mummy Laid an 
Egg! It has a double-page of 
potato-shaped people with the 
words: “Here are some ways 
mummies and daddies fir 
together.” She says: “You 
know ihe children an? ready 
because they start asking 
questions. Where did 1 come 
from? What's that for? Why is 
that dog doing that? 

"You don’t want to scare 
them and you have to know 
your child. If you have a rather 
"shockablc little girl you’ll take 
a different approach from the 
parents of a little boy who 
finds the whole tiling hysteri¬ 
cally funny. When the children 
are linle. it's important to 
know when to stop your 
explanations." 

Penelope Leach, a child 
development expert and au¬ 
thor of Bahv and Child . says 
it's important to answer specif¬ 
ic questions. Ft may he ages 
before the crqnch comes with. 
“But. Mummy, how does it 
happen?" 

Dr Leach says: "One child 


rushed into the kitchen saying. 
'Quick. Mummy, tdl me 
where I came from. Sarah’s 
wanting to know. Taking a 
deep breath, her mother 
lauebed into her long-pre¬ 
pared lecture, watched with 
amazement by her daughter, 
who at last interrupted with, 
’Mummy. 1 only said where 
did I come from? Was it 
Colchester like Sarah?' 

“You do not have to ‘get the 
whole business over' by telling 
all. It is much better to let the 
child realise which bits they do 
not understand and ask for the 
missing links." 

M y daughter cer¬ 
tainly seems to 
be taking the 
softly-softly ap¬ 
proach. Haring learnt some 
months earlier that babies 
grow in mummy’s tummy, she 
asked out of the blue: “Does 
food keep dropping on the 
baby’s head?" She wax told 
that the baby was in a special 
bag called a womb. Then she 
wanted to know if the bag 
grew with the baby. She has 
shown no curiosity as to huw 
the baby gets there. And. 
having read the book, doesn't 
believe ft anyway. 

Not everyone waits. For 
example, Lesley Lamant-Fish- 
cr. of Chevetey, near Newmar¬ 
ket. Cambridgeshire, started 
early with her three children

— Dominic, now 13; Nicholas, 
ten; and Charlotte, seven. 
"They had a pop-up book to 
play with as infants,” she says. 
"It had a pop-up penis and a 
pop-up vagina. They look it all 
in their stride. 

“We kept rabbits, guinea 
pigs and chickens so that they 
would see animals mating, 
egg-laying and babies from an 
extremely early age. It gave 
them an understanding of the 
foil lire cycle, including death. 

"It’s best to bring the subject 
up gently when the children 
are young, as an extension of 
what goes on in nature. It'S 
better to introduce it in your 
own terms than wait until they 
get a convoluted version from 
someone else. 

"By starting early, and hav¬ 
ing animals, our children ac¬ 
cepted sex as just part of life. 
But they understood that they 
knew some things which other 
children at their school and 


their Sunday school would 
know later, so they didnt talk 
about it." 

The Lamont-Fisher children 
all read Babette Cole's book, 
which, the author says, is for 
any age from four to 14. It 
starts with two parents telling 
their children a lot of goose¬ 
berry bush-type nonsense 
about babies. The children 
then tell their embarrassed 
parents what really happens, 
by drawing potato people. 
Because they are childlike 
drawings, they have the vital 
biLs. but only in the most 
rudimentary form. 

The book’s publisher wan¬ 
ted Miss Cole, who has ten 
horses, three dogs and no 
children, to draw a book "with 
lots of animals doing it". “I 
told him: 'I'm not going to 
draw animals. I’m going to 
draw people, lots of people 
doing it.’ ” The result is a book 
that has sold more than a 


million copies in 29 languages. 
Sales are poor in America 
(“too righteous," Miss Cole 
says), and Italy, though it does 
well in the rest of Catholic 
Europe. 

There’s little danger these 
days of children growing up in 
complete ignorance, but some¬ 
times they don't get enough 
reassurance among the facts. 


Where Do Babies Come 
From?, by Susan Meredith, 
gives a biological account of 
conception, a gentle and brief 
summary of sex (complete 
with little red hearts in 
thought bubbles), and lots of 
information about babies. 

Once they know, of course, 
it’s the end of the funny lines 
and malapropisms. "Daddy. I 


saw a boy's peanuts today," a 
little girl told her father, a 
journalist on The Times. Obvi¬ 
ously she had the wrong pop¬ 
up books as a baby.

Ruth Gledhill discovers a welcoming link between St Paul’s and Chelmsford cathedrals 

Singing its way to spiritual success 



ANYONE in need of 
reassurance about the 
(ate of St Raul'S cathe¬ 
dral in London after 
the arrival of its new 
dean. Dr John Moses, 
and the subsequent 
appointment or Sr 
Raul’s first woman pries!, could do no 
better than visit his preriuu* cure. 
Chelmsford cathedral, where he 
served as provost for 13 >ears. This 
was where the Rei Luo VVmkeft the 
soon-to-be minor canon of St Paul’s, 
was ordained, and another unman 
priest, who was on the staff fur \ix 
years, had just left. 

With comforting clouds of incense 
(footing from rhe alter to the ceding of 
a stunningly beautiful and spacious 
white interior, this cathedral stands 
as one of the hidden glories of the 
Churdi of England. And well hidden 
it is. The dismally few signposts to it, 
combined with the plethora of ugly 
office buildings around it. defy- all but 
ihe most determined visitor. 

Once inside it is dear that the fight 
against the foe of secularism is being 
won. An intensive programme of 
Christian activities and the commit¬ 
ment of the regular 2U0 Sunday 
worshippers means that, try as it 
might, Essex cannot ignore this font 
of religious activity in its midst. 

“Compassion and forgiveness be-

long to the Lord our God. though we 
have rebelled against him." read the 
acting provost. Canon Timothy 
Thompson, after the choir and dergy 
processed into the nave. Readings 
from 1 John and Luke's gospel were 
followed by the sermon, when Canon 
David Knight pointed out that the foil 
moon just past was the last one before 
the Paschal full muon, which annual¬ 
ly determines the dale of Easter. 

Canon Knight spoke of the impor¬ 
tance of recognising godly opportuni¬ 
ties. Most people did not experience 
God as a "big bang" but in the small

things in life. "There tend ro be lots of 
little kaims moments, little impacts, 
where the Holy Spirit gets through, 
where we recognise God, pulling ux 
up short, helping us to grow." he said. 

Such a moment had occurred in his 
life that week. “I spent half a day 
trying to unblock a pipe in the 
washing machine. I recognised the 
simplest way and picked up the 
phone. God eventually got through." 

The washing machine fixed, wc 
moved on to prayers, including one 
for "an end to conflict and division in 
the world and for those at war with 


neighbour, friend or with themselves." 

Underpinning the service was the 
singing from the choir, in purple 
lenten robes and immaculate white 
surplices. Dr Graham Elliott, a Mas¬ 
ter of music, is attempting to provide 
the daily sung services that visitors 
expea from a cathedral. Chelmsford, 
formerly a parish church, does nor 
enjoy the endowments of the oid- 
foundauun cathedrals and has never 
had its own choir school, even though 
ft serves a diocese with one of the 

biggest populations in the country. 

When Dr Elliott joined rhe staff 15 
years ago, services were sung at 
weekends only; nuw he is up to five or 
six days a week. A music appeal to 
proride bursaries for the choristers 
has readied El 1 motion. 

Of the 12 men who sang for us, seven 
were choral scholars at Anglia Univer¬ 
sity. receiving bursaries of £ 1,000 a 
year. The IS boys are drawn from three 
local state and private schools. 

We left reflecting that the diocese, 
town and cathedral might be bom of 
the 20th century, but that the cathedral 
somehow provides a vital, ineradica¬ 
ble link between secular modernity 
and a more religious past, remaining 
true to .its Anglican identity in the 
unjustly maligned county of Essex.

Let’s inj ect new life into our villages 


S how me another postbag as rich 
as mine: everything from consid¬ 
ered thoughts on the Town and 
Country Planning Act. through 
the strangulation of the small market 
town to a photograph of the writer's 
daughter on her way to the most 
ecologically sound outdoor lavatory ever 
designed. Thank you. 

By coinridence, two retired gentlemen, 
who had the fate of large chunks of rural 
Britain in their hands, have written, Alan 
Williams, of Clungunford. Shropshire, 
was a planner, and Jeffrey Stansfidd. of 
Ipswich. Suffolk, was a county surveyor. 

Mr Williams makes the point that this 
year marks the fiftieth anniversary’ of die 
Town and Country Planning Act and. 
while not suggesting this should be 
celebrated by a millennium-style party, 
he does think it marks the ideal moment 
to review it: especially the way it operates 
in rural areas. He writes: 

.. it has been a privilege to witness the 
effects over the ensuing half century. 
Hcnmvr. it seems to me that the 
'country' part of the Act has remained 
largely unfulfilled, apart from mainly 
negative control. The raison d’etre of our 
villages has disappeared. Many villages 
have Ivcomc commuter settlements, holt 


fHE BATTLE of the bittern 
tas begun. These strange, 
bulking herons became ex- 
inct in Britain at the end of the 
ast century. They recolnnised 
i few reedbeds in the Norfolk 
Iruads after U»H. and by the 
nid-loSDs there were ahout SO 
lairs spread across seven 
ounties.

jjnem. At Chcshunt. in the 
jee Valley just north of 
London, there is a hide over- 
ooking a small reed bed w here 
lunterous birdwatcher, have 
tad spectacular views of tot¬ 
ems tn the last few winters. It 
aed to be called the Waveriey 
■iide. but now n i.% called the 
jjnem Watch point, and uut- 
ade the hide, which has been 
■nlarged, there is a giant. 


holes, retirement enclaves bereft of shop, 
pub. post office, school, decent bus 
service or even regular church services. Is 
it too much to hope that we shall 
celebrate this fiftieth anniversary by 
undertaking a'positive review of our 
present and future rural settlements, 
bringing them up to date, injecting new 
life, facilities and work opportunities, all 
as a matter of national planning policy 
— without over-reliance on the National 
Lottery?" 

Clearly rural planning is much on the 
Government's mind at present. Hasn't it 
jusi made it much easier to build your 
own stately home? Potential palace 
builders, who at this moment are raising 
a glass of champagne to the Environ¬ 
ment Secretary while drawing up the 
plans for the West wing, should be 
warned that shopping in rural areas is 
not what it used to be. Unless they are not 
averse to pushing trolleys around super¬ 
markets (sorry, no Club Class trolleys yet 
available, bur Sainsbury’s is probably 
working on it) they will find it increas¬ 
ingly difficult to exercise any choice in the 
matter of where they shop.

ed that one way forward for the country¬ 
side. helping ir to some imagined idyll 
where horses could safely plod the roads 
and speeding cars would go elsewhere 
for their pleasure, was to let the roads 
crumble. Were potholes the countiyside’s 
greatest defence from invasion? Country 
dwellers leam to live with them; visitors 
who prize their car suspensions will, 
instead, join Mr Vaughan fora day out in 
the M&S car park. Jeffrey Sransfield. a 
retired county surveyor, writes: 

“Potholes were the blight of my life in the 
mid-1980s when nearly every minor rural 


road erupted in a countywide rash of 
potholes. 1 was given E2 million to spend 
immediately and over a period of time 
the extent of the problem has been much 
reduced, but not entirely eliminated. 
Potholes, like Topsy. tend to grow in size, 
and in a very short time the ingress of 
water into the road foundations would 
eventually cause complete collapse of 
large areas of carriageway. This would 
cause even the most ament conservation¬ 
ist apoplexy.” 

Not Celia Turner, of northwest London, 
who writes: 


slow down traffic is an excellent one.

Apart 
from the obvious, the ingredients which 
make the Treebog work are fine sawdust, 
shredded newspaper, wood ash and leaf 
mould. Its designers claim no odours or 
fly problems, and lots of resulting 
earthworms and flourishing trees. 1 am 
tempted. My only concern is for the 
planners and getting the necessary 
permission. Presumably if a stately home 
were attached it would be in order.

coloured cut-out of a hittem 
pointing its long beak at the 
iky. You rnighr think you were 
passing some quaint rural 
cinema. 

1 have watched a bittern at a 
yard or two’s range there, 
marvelling at the way its 
streaky plumage blends with 
the reed stems, and gazing 
deep into its fishy eye. There 
are other plates among the 
gravel pits and lagoons uf the 
valley where bitterns hare 
been seen, and in the last few 
weeks there appear to have 
been as many as seven there. 

At the Watchpoint. one bit¬ 
tern has been around all day, 
and another has regularly 
come in to roost at about five

in the evening — it looks like a 
large owl flying in. But they 
will nor be around much 
longer this winter. They prob¬ 
ably come from Holland or 
Scandinavia, and will be 
going back in the next week or 
two. 

English Nature and the 
RSPB have now drawn up an 
ambitious Bittern Action Han. 
In the first place, there are 
some wen-developed propos¬ 
als to attract breeding bitterns 
back tn rhe Lee Valley, with 
many focal authorities and 
conservation bodies working 
together on the project. 1 say 


“attract bitterns buck" since 
they almost certainly lived 
here along the reedy fringes of 
the river L 000 years‘ago, 
before the valley was drainal 
for grazing. 

The two main areas of 
reed beds now are at Cheshunt 
Gravel Pits and a lirtle further 
north at Rye Meads. However 
reedbeds are very vulnerable 
— they' easily dry out, with 
sallows and osiers invading 
them—and the first aim of the 
Lee Valley plan is to control 
the existing reedbeds so that 
the current winter population 
uf bitterns is maintained. After 


that, by extending the present 
reedbeds and developing new 
ones, the planners hope to 
increase the number of winter¬ 
ing bitterns, and finally, with¬ 
in the next ten years, attract at 
least one booming male (and, 
with luck, a mate for it) in the 
summer. 

It is said that in East Anglia 
booming males need a 
reed bed territory as large as 
Si football pitches put togeth¬ 
er. However, on the Continent 
they are found in smaller 
reedbeds. and everything real¬ 
ly seems to depend on the food 
supply — the abundance of 
young eels and other prey, and 
the disposition of the reeds so 
that the bitterns can get at the 


fish easily without coming out 
of cover. Bitterns will always 
be vulnerable. During the cold 
spell in January, one observer 
at the Birtem Watchpoint even 
saw- three foxes trotting across 
the ice towards the reed bed. 
and at about the same time a 
bittern was found dead of 
starvation at Am well in the 
valley. But with skilled man¬ 
agement of the reedbeds they 
will have every chance of 
thriving and prospering. 

It is a bold and splendid 
plan, and other birds such as 
reed buntings, reed warblers 
and water-rail will benefit. In 
fact at the Bittern Watchpoint 
I saw a water-rail Gght last 
weekend, with une of the birds 
silhouetted for a moment 
against a shining gully of 
water between the reeds. 

Now I wait for the call of the 
bittern to start thundering 
over the north London fac¬ 
tories and suburban gardens 
through which the watery 
wastes of the Lee Valley wind 
their astonishing wayi 

The Bittern Watchpoint is 
open every day from mid- 
October to mid-March. En¬ 
trance is free at weekends but 
there is a charge of El on 
weekdays. For more informa¬ 
tion and maps uontact the Lee 
Valley Park Countryside 
Centre.

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The human cost of drought may mean water rationing, but what about those who fly, crawl or swim around our ponds and rivers? : |p , 
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F ebruary was true to the old 
poem: it has brought rain 
and thawed the frozen lake 
again. But other months in 
the past two years have not slotted 
so neatly into timeworn patterns. 
The result is drought The impact 
on human consumers is well 
known, but how does the water 
shortage affect wildlife? 

Martin Drake, an ecologist at 
English Nature dealing with inver¬ 
tebrates, recalls a visit to drought- 
beset Yorkshire last year. “I missed 
some of the creatures I normally 
see,” he says. This year the omens 
are worse. January's tow rainfall 
meant we have now experienced 
the driest 22-month period since 
IS55. 

According to the Environment 
Agency: “Many river water levels 
are already 50 per cent of what 
would be expected for this time of 
year. Some are below 20 per cent. 
We are facing water at the low level 
we would expect after a summer 
drought, not before one.” 

A variety of creatures will find 
the lower water levels an extreme, if 
not insuperable, challenge: com¬ 
mon toads, at spawning time; 
water voles, already declining rap¬ 
idly in numbers, when the bank- 
side vegetation is dried out; 
waterfowl, when foxes discover 
they have easier access to them. 

As always with nature, the loss of 
a single creature will have an effect 
all along the line. Hoverflies, or 
drone flies, whose larvae live in 
shallow water at pond edges, were 
reported to be scarce last year. 
These drone flies are part of a frog's 
diet, and frogs themselves are a 
crucial part of the food chain 
feeding snakes and otters. 

It is the shallow edges of water 
places that dry up first and they 
are often the richest in aquaticiife. 
A whole range of invertebrates 
inhabit pond margins and it is here 
that dragonfly nymphs clamber on 
stems of water plants to prey on 
them. Drying up of the water edges 
will also compromise food sources 
of wading birds, such as snipe. 

Under normal conditions nature 
finds it own solutions. A pond, if 
unmaaaged. naturally evolves 
from being a dear water site. It will 
silt up. lowering the depth of water, 
and eventually become a marsh 
and then wet woodland. Wildlife 
that no longer fits in moves on. 

The difficulty is that this cycle, in 
some instances, is happening in 
double-quick dme. In the case of 
my garden pond, it has been going 
on before my eyes. It is a clay bowl 


Creatures with a drink problem 
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which is found in ponds and is our 
rarest water buttercup." 

“Where a pond dries up entirety, 
a whole generation may be lost” 
Dr Drake says. “Aquatic insats 
often have only a year's life cycle. 
They will need to recruit new 
colonies from elsewhere, but if 
other ponds in the area also dry up 
there will be nowhere from which 
they can colonise.” 

Eliminating habitats in this way 
is the first stage in a creature 
becoming extinct In addition, the 
use of pipes and troughs in modem 
agriculture methods has meant 
that many ponds have become 
redundant to farmers* water needs. 

In the rivers, lower water levels 
will change.-the- speed of flow, 
which can affect sea trout and 
salmon .breeding. These fish use 
currents and high flows to alert 
them to go upstream, so they can 
miss their cue in low water levels. 

Another effect of low flows is to 
block die gravel beds'with sflL This 
affects salmon and trout eggs by 
starving them of oxygen. 
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T here are implications for 
plant life, too, including, 
water crowfoot, a white 
buttercup. David With-, 
rington, a freshwater specialist at 
English Nature, says: “Normally it 
roots in the gravel bed where it has 
a firm foothold. But in a low flow it 
will root into silt that in faster water 
would have been flushed away. The 
silt- makes the plants hold more 
tenuous and so it is-more likely to 
be swept away. Water crowfoot has 
disappeared from substantial 
stretches of river where it was. 
once common." 

Blue water-speedwell is another 
river plant that is declining. As 
rivers dry, rye grass in the mead¬ 
ows spreads down the banks and 
takes its place. Rare pond weeds 
are also going and their place is 
being taken by choking reeds. 

Dr Drake believes “we have not 
looked nearly enough into what is 
happening because of these lower¬ 
ing water levels. I think we need to 
take tt far more seriously". 

. At home, true to form for March, 
the garden is being buffeted by 
breezes loud and shrill. But even if 
the weather does revert to old 
habits, it will need a lot more than 
ordinary rainfall and July's tradi¬ 
tional “cooling showers” this sum¬ 
mer to make up for the months of 
lost rain. 
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of a pond coverin g half an acre that 
until recently, brimmed with water 
and wildlife. Now. even this month, 
it is little more than half-foil. 

Thirty years ago my grandfather 
would dive in off a board at the 
edge, his glasses bound to his head 
with elastic. One day the elastic 
snapped and the glasses were lost 
As a child. 1 would paddle around 
in a metal boat dubbed the Queen 
Mary. Then holes began to appear 
and ‘one day the boat sank to the 
bottom of the pond. But last 


summer the water level was so low 
that we found my grandfather's 
glasses, upturned in the silt The 
Queen Mary reappeared, too. look¬ 
ing like a metal bath tub. 

Some of the pond’s familiar 
wildlife are absent particularly the 
moorhens that used to strut the 
lawn in droves, trailing black dots 
of young behind them. Over the 
• past few days I have seen only one 
adult moorhen, and I recall the 
screeches of the birds last summer 
as the foxes attacked them. The 


mallards, with little water there, 
became the foxes' victims, too. 

Despite the gloomy prospects for 
wildlife in the months ahead, not 
everything is a loser if water levels 
are lower. Tony Gent, an ecologist 
at English Nature dealing with 
reptiles and amphibians, believes 
that in seasonal water places the 
. change can be beneficial. As crested 
newts, and particularly their lar¬ 
vae, are heavily preyed on by fish, a 
pond that dries up once in a while 
has an advantage. "The pond will 


also come back in slightly better 
condition than before." he says. 

“Natterjack toads may benefit, 
too. They are best suited to water 
that is* shallow and dries out 
occasionally." Ponds that dry out 
are freer of predators such as water 
beetles thar prey on natterjack 
tadpoles. 

But Jeremy Biggs, manager of 
the conservation group Pond Ac¬ 
tion. does not blame simply lack of 
rain for the dry conditions; “We are 
worried about sites thar have been 


shallow or seasonal and do not 
replenish with water in winter and 
dry out entirety. Seasonal ponds 
should be a common habitat but 
there are now few remaining. This 
is due largely to land drainage and 
abstraction. Those that art left are 
threatened by the droughC- 
“ Because of this we are in danger 
of finding some of our most 
threatened wetland animals and 
plants becoming extinct in Britain. 
These include the tadpole shrimp 
and the adderstongue spearwort.

T hose people who 
believe flat the grand 
style of acting died 
with Lord Olivier 
should hasten to the rural 
comers of Natal in South 
Africa. There, at the sight of 
Britain’s great defeat by the 
Zulus at Lsandlwana and the 
subsequent victorious defence 
. of Rorke’s Drift, they will find 
David Rattray, a young hotel 
owner. Imbued, as he puis it, 
with stories of the place from 
childhood, he will take them to 
sites and recount their 
rr-jgedy and their glory in the 
full style of Dickens reading 
front Little Dorrit. 

Like Dickens, he is seriously 
training his voice in the 
process. Where once he took 
sou to both great battlefields 
and talked to you on the way 
in between, now he has an 
assistant for Rorke's Drift and 
asks you to listen to a tape of 
his introduction as you drive 
between Rattray’S bungalow 
hotel at Fugirives’ Drift and 
Lsandlwana. 

The hotel, overlooking the 
river where the last fugitives 
from the battle rried desper¬ 
ately to cress back from Zulu- 
Lmd to Natal, is atmospheric 
enough: a ranch-style home- 
*:ead surrounded by bunga¬ 
lows. The lights work only for 
the hours of the generators, 
•he bread is homemade, the 
meals are like family occa¬ 
sions. But the Rattray expen- 

enev makes ft special_ 

Waring his stick acro ss the 
lsandlwana battlefield from 
-*:he fool of the. hill around 
which the British encamped 
and lost a full force ofl.500 
troops, he said: '■Itnagmeif 
vou can, what a was like when 
those troops saw the Zulu 

army appearing 

mow) running in 
matron banging iheir sbelds 
with their assegai, tneir short 
soears." By the rime you geno 
stand of Colonel 
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Dumford, the tragic com¬ 
mands of the Bridal forces, 
as he gives his horse. Chieftain 
—“that horse which had newer 
been ridden by any other man 
buthimsetf" — to his faithful 
native sergeant to lead away 
from the doomed fight, there is 
not a dry eye on the hillside. 

Imagine it you can, for the 
battlefields of N atal , me sites 
of ' these Victorian wars 
against the Boers and the 
Zulus, remain remarkably un¬ 
touched and strangely moving 
with their piles of white pain¬ 
ted stones where the men were 
buried and the obelisk monu¬ 
ments erected by their com¬ 
rades in their memory. 

lsandlwana. fought in the 
Zulu war of 1879. is perhaps 
the most emotive, nor least for 
that strange and extraordi¬ 
nary rocky outcrop which 
gives the place iis name and 
which so unnerved the Welsh 
troops for its resemblance to 
die sphinx of their regimental 
badge. You can see where the 
British line was positioned, too 
extended for its own defence, 
and follow the route of the 
fugitives desperately fleeing to 
the river, where lieutenants 
' Coghlll and MelviD died try¬ 
ing to save the standard. 

Only a few miles away by 
path and 50 miles by road is 
Rorke's Drift, where a garri¬ 
son of 120 men, including 36 
wounded, held off die 4,000- 
strong Zulu reserve all 
through the afternoon and 
night until Lord Chelmsford, 
the British General, returned 
with the remainder of his 
army to find the slaughter. No 
wonder the British Govern¬ 
ment awarded 11 VCs to the 
successful defenders of 
Rorke’s Drift. It needed some 
gtoiy out of the worst defeat in 
British colonial history. 

It was a humiliation made 
worse in the eyes of Queen 
Victoria and the press when, a 
few months later, die only son 
of Napoleon ni and the Em¬ 
press Eugenie lost his life on a 
patrol This brought far more 
newspaper coverage and offi¬ 
cial obloquy on the officers 
responsible than anything else 

-m this tragic and unnecessary 
wan

South Africa as a reporter, 
participant and general glory 
seeker. Less than 20 years 
later, Britain would be sub¬ 
merged in a world war where 
the casualties would be in 
millions and where, inciden¬ 
tally. all the lessons that 
should have been learnt from 
the Boer War seemed to have 
been forgotten. 

In the wars of South Africa. 
the deeds and the names of the 
individuals could still be 
counted — and remembered: 
as you measure the ground 
where Lord Roberts’s only son 
lost his life, and gained a VC 
like his father, nying to save 
the guns at the battle of 
Colenso; as you walk the lines 
where The British were forced 
back and their colonel killed in 
(he battle of Majuba in the 
firsr Anglo-Boer war in 18S1; 
and as you look out from 
either side on those hills and 
kopjes where Buffer's forces 
rook so long to relieve Lady¬ 
smith after six months' siege. 

I t is the hills and rivers 
thal make Kwa¬ 
Zulu/Natal, as it is now 
called, and make it so 
beautiful. The Drakensberg 
mountains to the west rise up 
in a skyline of dramatic peaks 
and battlements. It is a resort 
for South Africa — we stayed 
in the Drakensberg Sun, a 
luxuriously appointed resort 
hotel which provide splendid 
walks and some of the finest 
prehistoric cave paintings in 
Southern Africa. To the north, 
close to Swaziland, the moun¬ 
tains have again been used as 
a barrier in one of the region^ 
best game parks, ltala, with 


rhinoceros and antelope readi¬ 
ly seen from the coach or on 
walks guided by armed rang¬ 
ers. The most touching sights 
for me were of lone male 
wildebeest guarding their ter¬ 
ritory and waiting for the 
female herds to appear or for a 
young male to challenge them 
for position. 

If it seemed add at times to 
see such magnificent land¬ 
scape through the Jens of 
blood and battlefield, it was 
still an endlessly revealing 
one. Natal, and particularly 
the highlands, was where the 
British pushing up the coast 
from the Cape met the Zulus, 
settled in an empire stretching 
down from the North, and the 
Boers, who had hooked 
around the mountains. 

The sun hat I bought for the 
fearsome heat of the South 
African summer in Novem¬ 
ber, proclaimed: “Natal, the 
last bastion of the British 
Empire". That is no longer 
true in the South Africa of 
Mandela. But it gives the feel 
that can still be sensed in the 
siege museum and Anglican 
church of Ladysmith, and in 
the differences you see immed¬ 
iately in this still rural and old- 
fashioned part of South Africa 
as you move between English, 
Afrikaner and Zulu towns. 

It is not hard to see why 
wars developed — although 
the politics of the British wars 
tended to be peculiarly devious 
and ill-considered — and why 
the battlefields still mean so 
much in tribal memory. For 
the Boers trekking from the 
coast, the Zulus were both 


dangerous and untrustworthy 
and their triumph was in the 
Battle of Blood River in 183S. 
commemorated in a stark 
memorial of the wag on drcle 
rebuilt in bronze replica on the 
site and still a place of pilgrim¬ 
age at anniversary time. 

To the British, the Zulus 
were the noble savage and the 
Boers were the dangerous and 
at times deceitful enemies. The 
Anglo-Boer wars were fought 
as white wars, with a good 
deal of respect between die 
sides and an equal amount of 
bitter memory. 

A gainst the memorials 
to the fallen on both 
sides in the biggest 
battles, there are also 
the memorials ro the concen¬ 
tration camps built by Lord 
Kitchener to isolate and con¬ 
fine a civilian population that 
were held to support the Boer 
commandos in the final guer¬ 
rilla phase of the war. A third 
of the Boer population under 
16 died of disease in the camps, 
their names recorded on 
blocks of polished basal f 
where the camps stood. 

In a new South Africa and a 
KwaZulu/Natal run by the 
Inkatha Freedom Party, those 
memorials seem less relevant, 
more distant Which is as it 
should be. Twelve years later, 
Jan Smuts and the British 
generals fought side-by-side in 
another far more terrible 
white man's war in Europe 
and the romance of tattle 
could be sustained no longer.

Conquered by Normandy 
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T he village was full of a 
carnival atmosphere 
with its inhabitants 
relishing the annual 
opportunity to empty lofts and 
cellars of brocante. Stalls 
jammed the main street as 
families enthusiastically of¬ 
fered for sale an array of 
household items. Fifties orna¬ 
ments and oddities such as 
grandpapa's gas mask. 

Near a find stall selling 
spicy merguez sausages inside 
baguettes were a dozen mid¬ 
dle-aged women incongruous¬ 
ly giving a keep-fit demonstra¬ 
tion in the school playground. 

The warm, early autumn 
sun was an added delight as I 
bargained for a pair ofcopper 
candlesticks, some Moroccan 
jewellery, a battered Greek 
icon and several Chinese lac¬ 
quer dishes — ail for less than 
Fr30 (about 1330) each. 

The Gallic version of a car- 
boot sale was a world apart 
from the frenzied activities of 
nearby Deauville, where a 
phalanx of minders the size of 
Nubian slaves had almost 
squashed me as they cleared 
the way for Eddie Murphy, the 
diminutive Hollywood star. 

This chichi Normandy re¬ 
sort is energised during the 
annual American Film Festi¬ 
val in September when Holly¬ 
wood superstars jet in to 
attend the premiere of their 
latest blockbuster in the sub¬ 
terranean Centre Internation¬ 
al de Deauville. A stuffy, 


incorrigibly grand town, it is 
dominated by the cream roco¬ 
co-style casino and two five- 
star hotels: the Royal and die 
Normandy. Women in pursuit 
of retail therapy will find 
branches of Cartier, Hermes, 
Louis Vuitton and Ferragamo 
where they can burn their 
credit cards. 

It was sur les planches —the 
wide border-walk running the 
length of Deauville's vast 
sandy beach — where Anouk 
Aim 6 e enjoyed her passionate 
reunion with Jean-Louis 
Trinrignant in the Sixties film, 
Un Homme et Une Femme. 

Early each morning you can 
hear the jingle of bridles as 
stnblebqys exercise strings of 
polo ponies and racehorses 
through the surf. For behind 
these avenues of rustic, half- 
timbered faux-Normandie vil¬ 
las and apartment blocks lies a 
unique French combination of 
Ascot racecourse, Newmarket 
and Smith’s Lawn. 

Throughout August, rows of 
privately owned jets stand on 
the runway of nearby St 
Garten airport. The Mak- 
toums, the Sangsters. the Aga 
Khan and their entourages 
arrive here for the horse 
racing, international yearling 
sales and polo matches. 

The Cote de Fleurie sur¬ 
rounding Deauville provides 
the visitor with many options, 
particularly if they are Second 
World War buffs art lovers or 
gourmets. Only a narrow esru-

ary separates Deauville from 
the cobbled quaysides of its 
louche neighbour, Trouville. 
Fish restaurants, such as the 
famed Les Vapeurs. conve¬ 
niently overlook the small, 
turreted Marche des Pbissons. 
Here, from seaweed-festooned 
marble slabs, you can select 
the exotic c oquillage that will 
later take you a delirious hour 
to devour from your plateau 
de fruits de mer. Near die neo- 
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Renaissance splendours of the 
casino, once owned by Omar 
Sharif, lies an immaculate 
saiufy beach. It was here that 
Eugene Boudin and his pupil 
Gaude Monet painted their 
scenes of parasol-toting society 
ladies from Paris promenad¬ 
ing in their silken finery. 

Eight miles up the coast is 
another artists’ colony. Hon- 
fleur, where art galleries jostle 
for space with souvenir shops 
and creperies. The new Pont 
de Normandie has unfortu¬ 
nately deluged it with even 
more fourisis. But it is still 
worth visiting to admire the 
lively harbour with its tall, 
narrow. 18th-century houses 
and splendid yachts. 

Most Norman towns and 
villages hold weekly street 
markets. Caen on Fridays 
probably prorides the widest 


range of local specialities, such 
as calvados and dder. and 
pent I’&veque and camembert 
cheeses. In Dives sur Mer’s 
magnificent 16th-century oak- 
beamed. covered market we 
stocked up with bread, wine, 
pdt 6 and /raises des bois for 
our picnic, although we felt 
tempted to liberate the live 
chickens and rabbits cowering 
in their hutches. 

It is hard to believe that in 
1066 William. Duke of Nor¬ 
mandy, launched his invading 
fleet from this quiet market 
town. The harbour is now 
silted up and can hardly 
accommodate its salting boats. 
Locals savour their claim to 
fame and have dedicated bars, 
restaurants and even an an¬ 
tiques centre to Guillaume le 
ConquGranL In the 14th-centu¬ 
ry church. Our Lady of Dives, 
you can see a carved roll-call 
from 1862 of William’s com¬ 
panions in arms. 

This jingoistic interpretation 
of history extends to the Ba- 
yeux Tapes 07 , housed near 
Caen. Hung in a new interpre¬ 
tation gallery it presents as 
fact the claim that William 
had an unassailable right to 
succeed Edward the Confessor 
as King of England. The story 
of how he conned Edward’s 
rightful heir. Harold, is conve¬ 
niently glossed over. 


U nlike many Nor¬ 
man towns, Bayeux 
survived the last 
war without bomb 
damage. It has a fine 11 th- 
century cathedral and a 
worthwhile museum in the old 
bishops' palace thar contains 
good examples of local lace- 
work and ceramics. 

Just a short drive from 
Deauville are the plages de 
dCbarquement. the D-Day 
landing beaches. We took a 
barefoot stroll along the warm 


sand at Arromanches where 
members of the British 2nd 
Army had leapt ashore on 
June 6,1944. The reeds beyond 
the beach are now a nature 
reserve and have a new use— 
as a gay cruising zone. 

At low tide it is possible to 
swim out to what remains of 
Port Winston. A dozen or so of 
the barnacle-encrusted con¬ 
crete caissons, which once 
formed the Mulberry B har¬ 
bour, remain. Built after the 
landings, they supplied the 
army until the ports of Le 
Havre and Cherbourg could 
be recommissioned. 

Driving through the pretty 
Nonman hamlets it is remark¬ 
able how this ravaged coun¬ 
tryside has recovered from the 
bombardment it received, 
ironically from Allied forces. 
The ever-resourceful Nor¬ 
mans have turned the war into 
a moneyspinner. Even the 
smallest villages along the 
D514, the road which runs 
beside the evocative Sword, 
Juno. Gold. Utah and Omaha 
beaches, have their museums 
— of varying qualities. At the 
360 Museum outside Arro¬ 
manches. you can watch old 
newsreel of the landings 1 
synchronised with film-foot¬ 
age of the same terrain today 
on a giant 360-degree cinema 
screen. It is a noisy but 
effective montage. 

Local bwcanteurs place a 
high price on wartime uni¬ 
forms. helmets, rifles and oth¬ 
er military' detritus rescued 
from the battlefields. Fortu¬ 
nately they undervalue the 
worth of G reek art — I took my 
Fr20 icon to an expert in 
London who assured me that 
my trouvaille could be worth 
over £ 1 , 000 .

The appeal 
of Orange 




L unch in Chateauneuf- 
du-Pape with draughts 
of the eponymous vin¬ 
tage; a post-prandial glass of 
muscat in its home town of 
Beaumes-de-Venise; and, at 
dusk, a thrilling performance 
of Mozart'S Don Giovanni in 
the majestic Roman theatre at 
Orange. As perfect days go. 
this was one. 

A comparative stranger to 
Provence, 1 am in no position 
to grouch about the recent 
ravages of tourism on France's 
most sybaritic region. All 1 can 
■ report is that morning coffee, 
an alfresco lunch, or evening 
aperitif-cum-stroll in Orange's 
traffic-free Place de fa 
R£publique — or countless 
other tranquQ, ancient squares 
in the villages of what was 
once Gaul — is still as dose to 
urban perfection as anything 
Europe has to offer. 

Throw in some music each 
evening, in the best-preserved 
2 , 000 -year-oId arena in the 
world, and I for one can ask no 
more. The summer festival 
known as Les Choregies 
d’Orange, which runs each 
summer from early July, fea¬ 
tures two fiiU-scaie opera pro¬ 
ductions. several choral works 
and sundry chamber and solo 
concerts. In one week, for 
instance, you can take in an 
opera production plus a Mo¬ 
zart Requiem, or a Carmina 
Burana, in one of the most 
spectacular settings on earth. 

Performances do not begin 
until 9.45pm, when darkness 
is finally felling. Fanned by 
the mistral in the night heat, a 
rapt audience of 9,000 is 
ranged on cushions around a 
hemisphere, facing a back¬ 
drop which Louis XIV called 
I “the finest wall in France". 
Enter Ruggiero Raimondi, one 
of the great Don Giovannis of 
our time, hotly pursued by an 
indignant Kathleen Cassello 
as donna Anna. The Leporello 
looking on with concerned 
amusement is Ferruccio 
Furlanetto, a favourite with 
Covent Garden audiences, 
while in the pit Britain’s own 
Jeffrey Tate whips the 
Orchestra National de France 
to fever pitch. 

This is grand opera of the 
highest standard, in a setting 
at once vast and yet curiously 
intimate, certainly more so 
than the cavernous arena of 
Verona. Two nights later there 
was an ethereal concert of 
French church music — Gou¬ 
nod and Bruckner. Poulenc 
and Milhaud — in the cool 
evening calm of the Eglise 
Saint-Florent. The following 
dusk, it was back to the 
amphitheatre for the last-night 
treat: a resounding Mozart 
Requiem, with an impressive 
array of international soloists, 
again under Jeffrey Tate.

I t was the headed notepaper 
giving instructions for clean¬ 
ing the pool that was the 
giveaway.

or mustachioed and brilliantined 
Frenchmen playing the accordion? 

And then there will be the 
crumpled supermarket receipts. 
Evidence of more time spent away 
from the sights in the air-condition¬ 
ed delights of Geant and Lederc. 
With a youngest child of two not yet 
attuned to the French attitude to 
eating out (two hours at the table 
and no leaving the high chair), 
eating in seemed the simplest and 
cheapest answer. 

The creased parking ticket? At 
last here was evidence of a family 
getting out and about — and 
running foul of the French police. 
As I had merely placed my car 
between two others on a street in 
the charming town of L’lsle-sur-la- 
Sorgue, I Teh that I was in the right 
That did not stop me looking over 
my shoulder for days afterwards, 
dreading that the owner of a pair of 


size 4Ss would be feeling my collar. 
The well-thumbed guidebooks? 
Surely here was the main reason 
for gang to Provence in the first 
place— the romance, the grandeur, 
the Mediterranean air? Weil, up to 
a point. The only problem is that 
with a pleasant three-storey house, 
a tree-filled garden and a large 
swimming pool, the need to go and 
explore the Provencal hinterland 
does become slightly less pressing. 

But trips were made. First of aJl 
to Menerbes, to see if the village 
immortalised in A Year In Pro¬ 
vence had now become a sort of 
Peter Mayle theme park with 
hordes of eager tourists taking 
pictures of the seat where the 
Mayies actually sat down and 
enjoyed a cup of coffee. 

In fed. there was no evidence of 
the famous author at all. You 
would have expected a copy of the 
paperback perhaps, now slightly 
dog-eared and faded by the sun. to 
be jostling for a place next to 
illustrated guides to the delights of 
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Provence in German and Dutch 
language editions, but no. Even his 
beloved baker’s shop was devoid of 
any mention. The Mayle train, it 
seemed, had long gone. 

If Menerbes and its companion 
hill villages, like Gordes, which 
looks more like a Hollywood film 
set for a medieval romance than 
anything a Paramount back lot 
could provide, lived up to expecta¬ 
tions. then so did the Village 


des Bones just a mile or so away. 

Des Bories was basically the 
medieval forerunner of what we 
know today as the holiday village— 
lots of little stone-built apartments, 
nice gardens and lovely views — 
but built several hundreds of years 
before the eunxheque. They were 
allegedly constructed as secure 
hideaways for frightened villagers 
when the plague rampaged 
through the area. Whether it 
worked or not is doubtful, and any 
evidence of survivors is scarce. 

Then there was Fontain&de- 
Vauduse. A pretty hillside village 
with a picturesque bridge over the 
River Sorgue and the promise that 
on some days a vast underwater 
torrent would force itself out of the 
earth and cascade through the 
honey-coloured stone banks. Fine, 
except that on the day we were 
there the to r ren t was no more than 
a trickle, and the underwater 
spring a seemingly stagnant pool 
Mind you, the frites from the 
roadside stall were superb. Best of 


all was having Avignon on the 
doorstep. It may be traffic-infested 
but there are still few cities to match 
its magnificence and its sense of 
history. Standing in front of the 
Palais des Papes is bound to leave 
you open-mouthed. 

S o if our friendly psychoana¬ 
lyst had stayed with me this 
for, then < hope he was 
impressed by the Calais- 
Avignon mororafl ticket stub. Driv¬ 
ing dose to 700 miles down to 
Avignon and the Mediterranean 
coast with tire family in tire car has 
always seemed to me to be* a 
holiday torture best avoided. 1 
know that it is not really a cheap 
alternative, but look at it this way. 
You can relax, sit down, tie down, 
read your book, play with the 
children, play cards, enjoy a glass 
of wine, eat supper and — all the 
time—you’re not driving, but your 
car will be there when you want it. 
Sleeping on a train still has that air 
of The Thirty Nine Steps about it. 


Glimpses of the outskirts of Paris 
after midnight and the realisation 
when you wake up in the morning 
that you have left the grey Atlantic 
behind and from now on it is all 
sunshine, sunflowers and rose. 

Mind you. that was nothing to 
the apparent danger a few years 
back when sleeping families were 
said to have been gassed in their 
compartments and then robbed of 
their valuables by in-train thieves. 
Happily this was more of an urban 
myth than fact since, from what 1 
can remember, no victims were 
actually found. So were we a 
suitable case for treatment? On the 
basis that anyone who went to 
France with the exchange rate as it 
was needed their head examining, 
then we probably were. But that 
won’t stop us catching the same 
complaint next year.

Water, wine and 
wobbly bicycles 


STEWART! 


T he time on the village 
clocks alone the Canal 
du Nivcmais is as var¬ 
ied as ihe characters of the 
lock-keepers. In Irancy the 
church clock below the hillside 
vineyards strikes ten but 
across the water at Coulangcs- 
la-VLneuse it Is already past 
the hour. Yet at Vincelles 
upstream there will still be a 
few minutes to go. 

But then precision time¬ 
keeping has little point in a 
slow-moving Burgundian 
world of ripening vines and 
com fields, the mid-summer 
heart of La France Profnnde. 
The villagers bring their black 
goats along the row path just 
before dusk, riding behind 
them on bicycles and chiding 
die unwilling with lung sticks. 
The farmers send out the 
combine harvesters when the 
sun comes up Time has even 
less meaning for anyone w ho 
takes to the canal on board a 
cruiser. Normally the fastest 
thing in the water is a snake. 

The waterway was planned 
for foresters to float rafts of 
logs from the Murvan and 
Bazuis forests north to provide 
kindling for 19th-century Pari¬ 
sians. Completed in the IS-lOs. 
the 1 17-mile cirtnl provides a 
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link between the valleys of the 
Seine and the Loire sweeping 
north before turning west¬ 
wards to its full majesty. 

Built over 50 years, the canal 
borrows navigable stretches of 
the meandering Yonne river. 
In other places the canal runs 
straight as a die through the 
fields. One hundred and ten 
locks control the rise and fall 
of traffic. The lock-keepers 
lived in little stone houses with 
brass plaques over the door 
announcing the name and 
number of the lock. 

By the start of the 20th 
century, the keepers had little 
to do as the canal fell into 
disuse. Rrewuod was no lon¬ 
ger in demand and railways 
and motor vehicles had super¬ 


seded water transport Yet the 
canal passes through some of 
France's most gentle and 
graceful rural landscapes. It 
was the vision of amateur 
sailors and then tourist 
administrators in 1970s which 
led to the canal’s renovation as 
a tourist attraction with a 
flourishing fleet of cruisers. 

At Chatel Censoir, where we 
embarked, the British-built 
boats range from 29ft craft 
sleeping two adults and a child 
to a 42 fouler sleeping up to 
eight The boats come fully- 
equipped with simple cooking 
facilities, storage and showers. 
The canal is often some dis¬ 
tance from villages and towns 
but bicycles can be hired and 
kept on the cruiser roofs for 
expeditions inland. 

A network of other canals 
and navigable rivers allow 
cruisers as far north as the 
Seine, south to Macon and 
Dijon. Our route took us north 
to Auxcrre. the capital of 
Lower Burgundy with its 
splendid mediev al streets and 
12th-century Cathedral of St- 
Ericnne. and bade through 
fruit, wheat and wine-produc¬ 
ing countryside.

Moorings are usually free but 
harbours and marinas may charge. There is no fee for using 
the locks but it is common practice to lip the keepers if they do a 
lot of work Sw you.

cottages are homes to solid, 
lesser Burgundy vintages. You 
taste a few. strap the wine to 
your bicycles and make a 
perilous journey back to the 
boat. At Baifly they’ produce 
Cremani de Bourgogne, a 
sparkling wine made with 
champagne methods, and 
thoughtfully provide a large 
landing stage so that travellers 
can moor and climb the hill to 
the huge cedars. 

Like a quarter of all holiday¬ 
makers at Chatel Censoir. we 
were boating beginners. The 
prospect uf guiding a 36-fbot 
cruiser weighing six tons with 
two adults and a U-year-old 
was daunting but the cruiser 
staff are always at the end of a 
telephone and ready to come 


out for emergencies. The yard 
provides an hour of baric 
instruction from a skilled Brit¬ 
ish member of staff, a cap¬ 
tain’s handbook and a 
navigation guide. Then you 
are on your own. sedately 
setting our at a recommended 
five miles an hour. 

W e ran aground with¬ 
in half an hour. The 
propeller clanged 
ominously on the bottom and 
we reversed, setting off great 
spumes of mud an die water. 
Two of the fenders on the stem 
were ripped to shreds along 
the ride of the next lock gates 
to much muttering from the 
keeper. 

Ir is easy to forget such 


bruising moments when the 
cruiser glides effortlessly be¬ 
tween the treelined banks and 
a breeze takes the sting off the 
heat Shoals of tench hover in 
the wafer. An angler waves 
from his seaL After a day or so 
we managed admirably. 

The keepers are func¬ 
tion naires who have the jobs 
for life and a wage of about 
£15X100 a year. Some rent out 
their posts to students. Others 
are true professionals and 
mines of information. Yer 
woebetide die cruiser that gets 
between a keeper and lunch. 
As we chugged towards one 
lock close to midday we 
watched a plump Madame 
lock up her gates, shift a 
shoulder in Gallic indifference 


to our approach and climb 
into a Deux Chevaux to be 
whisked away to her repast. 
We tied up, far from a boulan- 
gerie and waited. 

At Belombres a keeper in 
vest and baseball cap with a 
hint of Gerard Depardieu 
about him sat patiently with 
his wife, three dogs and two 
daughters waiting for us to 
arrive. Helpful, courteous and 
cheerful, he directed us to the 
nearest shops. Should we re¬ 
place the battered lenders? He 
laughed. Our damaged bal¬ 
lons were nothing compared 
to the damage on some of the 
cruisers. Just outside Auxerre 
the keeper.had the air of a 
university professor, spoke ex¬ 
cellent English and kept bro¬ 


chures on the best sights. His 
neighbour upstream sold us 
honey and a muscled young 
hulk kept a stock of wine for 
passing traffic in between 
weight-training exercises. 

One evening we climbed out 
of the cruiser at Eduse 70 at St 
Aignan. moored and walked 
over to the lock-keeper’s cot¬ 
tage converted by an enterpris¬ 
ing waterman into a 
restauranL The cruiser hardly 
moved on its moorings. Our 
glasses dinked. The chicken 
chasseur sizzled. A dock 
chimed in the distance.

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How green 
was my desert 


I n the distance the desert 
glowed, so red that it 
appeared as if the whole 
horizon was on fire. The 
four-lane highway from Du¬ 
bai ran as straight as roads 
can in these parts, across a 
wedge of the neighbouring 
state of Oman and out again, 
until it arrived, almost in 
silence, at the old frontier post 
at Hatta Fort. 

The edge of the plain was 
encrusted with mountains, 
high and folded against each 
other, copper against the 
steadily blue sky. It was winter 
in the Gulf, the sun was 
bright, the air was as warm as 
the finest day of an English 
summer. 

Two centuries ago. Hatta 
Fort stood eyeing the moun¬ 
tain passes for intrusive tribes¬ 
men. Now it sits at the centre 
of the long, peaceful valley, 
with the fort itself fallen but 
due for restoration. The elon¬ 
gated rifles of the Arab war¬ 
riors of former rimes now 
mutely decorate the dining 
room of the local hotel. 

\\ was the sort of place that 
prompted self-congratulation 
that you had discovered it. 
From its terrace you could look 
across the flat land to the 
Hajjar mountains with a sun¬ 
ny haze lying across every¬ 
thing. In the distance was the

palace of the old sheikh, now 
dead, and still spoken of with 
reverence by the people. There 
were several mosques, rising 
like lighthouses against the 
brawny plain. One stood up 
alone in the desert, another in 
useful comfort against a vil- 
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Hatta Fort one of Dubai’s frontier posts 200 years ago 


lage grocery store and a car 
repair yard, and a third on its 
suburban garden. 

In the mornings it was a 
toss-up which sounded first, 
the local cockerels or the local 
muezzin. The call to midday 
prayer (the tizzies are pub¬ 
lished in the local newspapers) 
was not unmelodiously min¬ 
gled with Bing Crosby and the 
Andrews Sisters sounding 
over the bar and swimming 
pool Nights were magnifi¬ 
cent, crammed with stars, and 
so still that the sound of a 
truck on the road to Muscat 
could be heard for miles. 

Strange things are happen¬ 
ing in Dubai. In a country 
where water is as valuable as 
petrol, the desert is slowly 
being turned green. Irrigation 
on a huge scale is making the 
former date-grower able to 
cultivate vegetables, lettuces, 
leeks, potatoes. Millions of 
trees have appeared. There are 
urban parks and cultured golf 
courses. So many migrating 
birds now rest among the 
palms and fairways of the 
Emirates Golf Club that a 
resident bird-watcher Has 
been appointed. One of the 
flamingos, however, expired 
recently after being struck by a 
ball 

The concrete routes of Du¬ 
bai, particularly the road to 
the Sheikh's palace, are 
massed with flowers. Harry 
Newitt, a 47-year-old Scottish 
construction manager who 
has worked in the Gulf for 22 
years, said: “All this cultiva¬ 
tion, this green, has brought 
about a microclimate. When I 
came to these parts it was 
nothing but desert." He add¬ 
ed. with a touch of boasting: 
“These days we even have the 
odd cloud." 

The desert changing hue 
from mile to mile—red, ochre, 
fawn — and from hour to 
hour, means different things 
to different people. Two and a 
half thousand participants 
were engaging in a “fun drive" 
over 100 kilometres of sand 
dunes that weekend. Their 
four-wheel drives ding to the 
slopes, going up or going 
down. Others take part in 
sand-skiing, which is wanner 
but grittier than doing if on 
snow. Wadi-bashing means

bouncing along dried river 
courses in a robust vehicle, 
occasionally setting a gazelle 
to flight or being watched by a 
puzzled Bedu. 

A club called the Hash- 
House Harriers go 
jogging in die miles 
of sand, some opti¬ 
mists even try to cyde through 
it. and some survey it loftily 
from a hot-air balloon. Then 
there are people who leave the 
dty simply to listen and watch 
for die birds. In this lovely but 
desolate place live the laugh¬ 
ing dove and the little green 
bee-eater, the yellow-vented 
bal-bal and occasionally the 
hoopoe. 

Other people go into the 
wilderness to walk or simply 
listen to the wind among the 
dunes. It can on occasions 
blow too fiercely. The Gulf 
weather forecast maps some- 
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times include a letter “S" to 
warn of flying sand. lily, our 
driver, one of the thousands of 
workers from the Philippines 
(and from India. Pakistan and 
Sri Lanka), had seen a ty¬ 
phoon in her own country. 
“But a sandstorm is some¬ 
thing different,” she said. 
“How would you feel to see a 
huge cable drum bowling 
along the road towards you?” 

As Lily poetically put it 
“The trees of the desert have 
been designed by the camel." 
It was true, for every tree 
sprouting in the sand had 
been neatly cropped to the 
extent of a camel’s reach, so 
that in the wilderness they 
appeared as rounded as any in 
an ornamental garden. 

The camel is a beautiful 
animal and much prized, even 
loved. We photographed two 
kneeling placidly in the back 
of a Toyota pick-up. They had 
been to die vet's and their ears 
were bound up. Camels are 
cosseted and protected. If you 
collide with a camel while 
driving, and you survive, you

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must pay for the camel; if you 
do not survive (and colliding 
with them is not recommend¬ 
ed), then your family must 
pay. It does not matter if it was 
the camel’s fault. 

Camels still plod majestic¬ 
ally across mounded desert 
that is otherwise inaccessible 
to machine, man or beast The 
bumpy, awesome journey 
from Dubai to Abu Dhabi 
(just aver an hour by car) can 
take 16 undulating days by the 
wild route. 


The price of a racing camel 
(and racing them is a passion) 
starts at about £100,000 and a 
champion thoroughbred re¬ 
cently fetched £15 million. 
Races are run across eight 
miles of desert There is no 
betting, although you can win 
a Land Rover for a complete 
forecast 

On the Indian Ocean beach 
in front of the Jebel Ali Hold, 
two camels, Charles and Har¬ 
old, operate in shifts taking 
guests for a sedate journey 


along the sand. Charles was 
on duty when my wife took a 
ride. In attendance were not 
only the camel driver but a tall 
man of distinguished demean¬ 
our wearing an immaculately 
pressed safari suit and gold- 
rimmed sunglasses. It was his 
task to clear up after the 
camels. Charles's droppings 
appeared small, almost dain¬ 
ty. I mentioned this and he 
replied gravely: “Charles, sir. 
is no trouble." Then a pause: 
"It is Harold is the trouble.” 


Lurking within tent 


T he Al Bustan Palace 
Hotel in Muscat. 
Oman, is so grand it 
makes you want to apologise 
far not wearing your sword 
when you walk into the lobby. 
The ceiling is so lofty you 
could park a Boeing 747 
beneath it. And, of course, 
everything is marble. 

We spent a couple of nights 
in Muscat on the edge of the 
warm blue Indian Ocean be¬ 
fore setting off on our Dunes 
and Wadis trip — a wadi is a 
dry watercourse. In the past 
few foreigners — except the 
SAS — were allowed into 
wilder parts of the country. 
Bur now. the adventurous 
traveller can trek almost any¬ 
where across what is undoub¬ 
tedly one of the most 
spectacular countries in the 
Middle East. 

Ours was a rather special 
safari, with its own conditions. 
We would drive only Land 
Rovers — two Discoveries and 
a Defender in fact: much of the 
trip would be off-road; and at 
least part of it would be across 
the eastern corner of the 
world's largest sand desert, 
the Rub' AJ Khali, better 
known as the Empty Quarter. 

There were nine of us: 
Edward and Leonie Packer, 
both veteran drivers from 
Devon; Douglas Ethridge 
from Seattle; Barbara Mc- 
Givem, an artist from Toron¬ 
to: Dr Dick Morgan, 
physician in residence; John 
Carter, a Land Rover expert: 
lb Kidde-Hansen from Den¬ 
mark. an experienced desert 
driver and recovery expert: 
Major Robin Hitchcock, 
organiser-in-chief: and myself 
as unofficial historian. 

Driving in the desert is a 
difficult art, even in a 4x4, 
except for the Bedu for whom 
any battered old Toyota pick¬ 
up. preferably with bald tyres, 
will do. So next morning, our 
novice wadi-bashers headed 
for the nearest patch of desert, 
all dead keen to try their hand. 
Within five minutes they were 
all stuck. The reason? Not 
enough impulsion up the soft 
sand slopes. The rules are 
simple. Go for it Hesitate and 
you are lost. 

An hour and three recover¬ 
ies later, everyone was begin¬ 
ning to grasp the subtleties nf 


dune driving. But these were 
baby dunes. Out there were 
desert monsters waiting to 
devour the unwary. 

Leaving behind Muscat and 
the Sultan's amazing palace, 
we drove along an empty coast 
between the spectacular Hajar 
Mountains and the sea. At 
Sur, where they still build 
ocean-going dhows, the guest 
house manager had arranged 
a barbecue. It was wonderful 
to dine outside, under the stars 
and within sound of the sea. in 
December. Next morning we 
drove down to the harbour to 
see the fishing dhows bringing 
in their catch of 501b silver 
tuna, steel-blue kingfish and 
10ft sharks, including several 
weird-looking hammerheads. 

From Sur we drove south¬ 
west across a gravel plain, 
skirting the nonhem edge of 
the Wahiba Sands, which lie 
150 miles east of the Empty 
Quarter. When Wilfred Thes¬ 
iger travelled this way 50years 
ago. he noted that among the 
Wahiba, a Bedu tribe, there 
was nu contrast between rich 
and poor. Everyone lived sim¬ 
ply in a black goars-hair tent, 
dressed in the same way and 
ate the same food. The democ¬ 
racy of the desert which ap¬ 
pealed to Thesiger has 
changed, but not entirely. 

We had now crossed half the 
country and the next day we 
headed towards the Empty 
Quarter. The pink wail of the 


Sands, as the Bedu call them, 
materialised slowly and mys¬ 
teriously out of the hare. 

Then we drove a few miles 
into the desert to lunch in the 
black tent of Ali bin Genazil, a 
sheikh of the Beit Musan. A 
huge platter of kid and rice 
was carried in and we all 
gathered round, sirring cross- 
legged on rhe sand — oh. what 
agony — but the rice was 
delirious. 

A fter lunch we set off 
through the dunes, 
heading north on 
Thesiger's trail. Sheikh Ali 
twisting his way expertly 
through the sandy equivalent 
of a choppy sea. We slept at 
Haima, before striking back 
into the sands to the outpost of 
Ramlar Mughshin. 

We continued north, paral¬ 
lel to the Saudi border and 
that night camped in the 
desert at Bu Tabul. It was an 
enchanting evening: a low 
moon turned the dunes, so 
majestic in the day, into a pale 
ocean of sand, and the evening 
star shone with a brilliance 
you only see in the desert 
The following day was per¬ 
haps the most exciting. Up 
early, we left the dunes behind 
and entered the great quick¬ 
sands which the Bedu call the 
Umm as 5amrm, or Mother of 
Poison. They used to give these 
sa|t flats a wide berth — whole 
raiding parties are said to

have disappeared without 
trace — but now you travel 
safely by “floating road” 
across what look like snow- 
fields. But stick to the road. 
Recently an oil company lost 
an 85-tan bulldozer here. 

Emerging from the Umm as 
Samim, we overnighted at 
Nizwa, and next day drove up 
the Jebel Akhdar. Oman's 
highest mountain, where the 
SAS fought a long, tough 
battle in the wind and mist in 
1959. Taunted by the rebels — 
"Come up and fight Johnny", 
the SAS eventually stormed 
the rebels' stronghold after a 
daring nightime assault. The 
views from the top are magnif¬ 
icent but don't look down if 
you suffer from vertigo. The 
sheer drop from rhe summit to 
the bottom of the Grand 
Canyon — almost as impres¬ 
sive as its namesake in Arizo¬ 
na — is 3,000 feet. 

On our last day. some of us 
visited the old fori of Jabrin. 
beautifully restored and with a 
wonderful view of the Jebel. 
On the second floor the guide 
pointed to a small room. 

"This was where the Imam 
kept his horse.” 

“Here?" 1 said in surprise. 
"Why?" 

"He never knew when he 
had to make a quick escape." 

They may have lived in 
splendour, these Arab princes. 
Iwt they never knew how long 
it would lasL

f M^Eg^Mud Jossils, French Foreign Legion forts and Schubert on an adventure holiday for softies 
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I t rained all the way from 
UK Allas Mountains to 
the Sahara. The Gazelle 
River — the Ziz - had 
turned carnivorous. It was 
now a goat-devouring torrent 
across the road south. We 
climbed out of the bus and 
joined wool-wrapped Berbers 
and steaming mules in con¬ 
templation of our- predica¬ 
ment Enterprising children 
materialised out of the drizzle 
to sell. us.woven palm-leaf 
camels. Saleh, our laconic 
driver, muttered: “This typical 
Morocco — nothing happen, 
nothing happen, then every¬ 
thing happen.” 

Why il couldn't help won¬ 
dering) did things have to 
happen around dinner time? 
This was, after all, a “soft" 
adventure holiday, and ] had 
assumed that the main differ¬ 
ence between hard and . soft : 
tourism was that on the latter 
the meals would be on time. 
And yet here we were having 
our dinner schedule disrupted 
by nature for the second day in 
a row. Mud had been the 
culprit yesterday. That eve¬ 
ning's rent-ground had be¬ 
come a squdeh-zone reminis¬ 
cent of a forward position from. 
the First World War. 

It might make us fed better 
to know, ventured our tour 
leader. Alan, as we wolfed a 
late collation of lentils and 
bread and jam with cocoa, that 
this had been the first rain in 
the area for 15 years. 

If proof were needed that 
rain was indeed a rare .event 
this far south of the Middle 
Atlas ranges, there were the 
French Foreign Legion's mud 
forts from the 1920s and the 
Alawhite sultans' scattered 
mud-wall settlements, all ap¬ 
parently dissolving into the 
landscape beside the old cara¬ 
van route to Erfoud and . 
Rissani. The Foreign Legion 
was still getting involved in 
tribal fights here as late as die 

mid-19305. 

T oday's skirmishes 
rake place in the gift ~ 
shops. M> guidebook 
was gloomy on the 
subject of Rissani: “Irs the 
hustlers that you will remem¬ 
ber this hot. dusty place by. 
They outdo even those of 
Marrakesh." Not true. There 
was not a smidgen of hot dust 
co be seen, only mud—and the 
town’s predictable “Saharan” 
jewellery emporium. Besides. 

I found’ this little oasis town 
unexpectedly charming. 

The salesman at the ethnic 
jewellery shop wore Gucci 
heifers under his tribal robe 
.me let slip that he likes siding 
a: Steamboat Springs in Colo¬ 
rado. It might have been his 
wav of excusing such fabulous 
prices. But at the little market 
outside, which probably had 
r.c: changed since Rissani was 
on :'ne slave and ivory route, l 
was able to buy a handful of 
musk for less than £1. And I 
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Tne tribesmen of the Atlas mountains, who only a generation or so ago made a living by cutting travellers’ throats on the old caravan routes; now earn their keep by selling fossils to tourists 


still believe that this intriguing 
substance — which my dictio¬ 
nary accurately described as 
“odiferous and red dish- 
brown’* (and then went on to 
talk about it being a “secretion 
of the gland of a male deerl — 
will turn out to be more useful 
than for making next door's 
cat get stroppy with my 
rucksack. 

“Real” Saharan weather 
was reinstated die next day 
when we all got up in time to 
greet a cloudless dawn and 
climb into 4x4 vehicles to visit 
the extraordinary dunes of Erg 
Chebbi.

The dunes are a Manhattan- 
sized sand sculpture placed by 
the wind on the level stony 
Sahara. You can breakfast at 
the Cafe de Sud and listen to 
the old man who sits in the 
doorway and impassively 
strums what looks like a dead 
cow with strings.

L3ter that evening Bryce 
Reynard, forestry develop¬ 
ment officer for Inverness 
(who. with his wife and daugh¬ 
ter. was enjoying his first 
organised adventure holiday), 
was going through Moham¬ 
mad’s music hoard. "Sorry 
folks.” he said. “There aren’t 
any Jimmy Shand tapes." 


F are continued to be 
kind (musically speak¬ 
ing) when we arrived 
at our last overnight 
stop before crossing the moun¬ 
tains to Marrakesh and home, 
the Berber settlement of Ait 
• Benhadou. Saleh and the wait¬ 
er. the boy cook and the 
woman washer-up at the mod¬ 
est caravanserai where we had 
fled from yet more rain. sang, 
danced and drummed for us. 
It was heart-rending, foot- 
tapping stuff, more African 
than Arabian, but unmistak¬ 
ably the great progenitor of 
flamenco. It was impossible 
not to bop. 

The brown of sand, stone 
and mud walls (against which 
the primary colours of Moroc¬ 
can tribal costumes flare) gave 
way to terraced wheat fields, 
nut trees and then to cold 
slopes of spruce and finally to 
snow-covered rocks as our bus 
climbed through the Tizi 
nTichka Pass. Tough-looking 


mountain men. whose fathers 
were the last tribal people to be 
"pacified" by French forces, 
looked us in the eye and held 
out fossils and mantelpiece 
knicknackeiy every rime we 
stopped for photographs. 

The place of the skulls — 
Djemaa el~Fna. the main 
square in the heart of the old 
city of Marrakesh — seemed 
an appropriate place from 
which to take an overview of 
Morocco. I emerged into it 
from the alleyways of the great 
souk clutching new pink slip¬ 
pers and a spruce box. Back 
there I had left before I could 
be pressured into buying dried 
iridescent beetles that the 
salesman assured me would 
do wanders for my love life. 

In the great square, old men 
stoiytellers stood on boxes 
and. with hypnotic skill, drew 
crowds who had heard the 
same story many times before. 
Tumblers tumbled. Outra¬ 
geously costumed water-sell¬ 
ers demanded fees just to be 
looked at. Naptha flares lit up 
piles of steaming snails and 
gruesome, ready-to-eat sheep's 
heads. A persuasive current of 
drumming started up some¬ 
where and snake-charmers 
made earwax-shifting shrieks 
with their reed pipes. 

Despite our large presence 
here, we tourists had, in some 
magical way, disappeared.

A t two miles an hour even 
the walkers overtake you, 
and cyclists whiz past in a 
blur. As for cars, well, 
they just have to slow down and 
wait for you to let them pass. Most 
drivers, to my surprise, show 
patience and courtesy — they smile 
and wave, and a few even stop to 
take our picture as if it is they who 
are on holiday and not us. In 
August in the Cotswolds, they 
probably are. 

We were travelling in a horse- 
drawn caravan for a week, my wife 
Kate and myself and our son 
Adam, a week short of his first 
birthday.

to share with another couple I 
doubt whether we would have 
stayed on speaking terms. Smaller 
than the average bathroom, it 
manages to become bedroom, sit¬ 
ting room, kitchen and car in one. 
The ingenious design finds space 
for wardrobes, water tank, dining 
table, book racks and dried flowers 
— plus the mystery item on the 
inventory: “Octopuses, various." 

“Where do you stay at night?” 
was a common question. We 
stopped mostly on farms, with 
grazing for DoUy and tap water for 
us, and every other night die luxury 
of a shower. The first stop, at 
Chavenage Green, near Tetbury,

The best thing about 
the holiday was the 
thrill of the open road 
— travelling slowly, 
without pressure, with 
one of us at the reins 
and the other on foot 
carrying Adam and 
keeping an eye. out for cars. The 
longest day was 11 miles, so we 
could start late, stop far a picnic 
and still take our time. Most of the 
route followed quiet country lanes 
where a caravan takes up the width 
of the road: half a mile on the A429, 


with juggernauts thundering past, 
came as quite a shock. 

The view from the driver’s seat, 
of meadows and hedges and dry- 
stone walls, and the looks on the 
faces of tourists as we passed, were 
enough to make everything else 
worthwhile. For a week we were 
enclosed in our own small world, 
with a faithful horse for company 
and our possessions in a few boxes, 
and nothing to do bur eat sleep and 
move slowly on to the next stop. 

By the end of the week I was so 
relaxed that I felt I could live like 
that for ever. Well, until winter.

D exter, the tramp, 
wears yellow fluores¬ 
cent swimming gog¬ 
gles to the pub; Richard has 
the stigmata on his private 
parts: a Lothario runs person¬ 
al transformation courses and 
takes advantage of his stu¬ 
dents; an ageing hippy dreams 
of being Che Guevara in the 
Bolivian jungle. These were 
some of die characters I met 
on a week-long creative writ¬ 
ing course run by the Arvon 
Foundation at Lumb Bank, an 
18th-century farmhouse in the 
Yorkshire moors. 

We were there, 16 students 
and two tutors, because we all 
“have a novel in us" — or 
thought we had. On the evi¬ 
dence of the week, with a little 
careful nurturing, most people 
do have a tale worth telling. 

The Arvon Foundation has 
three centres which offer the 
chance to work creatively 
away from routine life and to 
enjoy the stimulation of being 
with other writers. Patrons, 
from Beryl Bainbridge to 
Salman Rushdie, read like a 
very long Booker shortlist 
Many offer generous financial 
support, seeing Arvon as an 
opportunity to give something 
back to writing's grass roots. 

Aspiring authors attend for 
many different reasons. All 
they have in common is a love 
of words. For some it is about 
getting away from families or 
demanding jobs and finding 
the space to write. At Lumb 
Bank, the former home of Ted 
Hughes and Sylvia Plaih, 
eight small writing sheds with 
views across the valley offer a 
stimulating change of working 
environment 

Far others it is a more social 
occasion, a rare opportunity to 
sit into the small hours talking 
books with people who share 
the same interests. "Most peo¬ 
ple's eyes glare over when I 



say f am writing a novel." a 
mother of three said. “Here 
everyone is genuinely interest¬ 
ed." For others it may be a 
form of therapy. Many Grst 
novels are thinly disguised 
autobiography and my fellow 
studenrs swiftly worked out 
that mine was no exception. 

Some bring completed nov¬ 
els with them and enjoy trying 
out their work on a captive 
audience. Others are seeking 
advice on how to structure a 
plot Some will have already 
published short stories and 
poems while others will have 
only recently started writing. 
Although attenders are over¬ 
whelmingly white and middle- 
class. Arvon is trying hard to 
address this imbalance and a 
range of grants and bursaries 
are available to those on low 
incomes. 

The tutors are published 
writers and skilled communi¬ 
cators. Often their role is 
simply to listen and encour¬ 
age. “Confidence is what we

through with an experienced 
novelist can clarity things in 
an amazingly short space of 
time. In one session with 
Elspeth Barker, my own effort 
developed a fresh introduction 
and a different ending. Thank¬ 
fully some of the chapters in 
the middle remained usable. 

The evenings are spent in 
the wonderfully old-fashioned 
pastime of reading aloud. The 
theme varies but the last night 
traditionally is a showcase for 
work produced during the 
week. There was a guessing 
game throughout the course 
as to who would be (he first to 
read a sex scene aloud. We had 
to wait until the last evening 
and in the end it was a 
surprise. Most had bet on it 
being me.

Out of bounds 
at fearful Vail

V ail’S vice-president 

blanched whiter than 
the foot of freshly 
fallen powder we'd 
just carved up to the boundary 
ropes separating the Colorado 
resort’s carpet-smooth slopes 
from the Rocky Mountain 
wilderness beckoning below. 
In front of us was an open gate 
and untracfced undulating for¬ 
ested terrain ail the way down 
to the valley town of Mintum. 

Having been explicitly in¬ 
formed by the Ski Safety 
Patrol that the route was safe. 
I suggested malting the de¬ 
scent. Horror and fear flashed 
across faces. “No.. Never... 
Not in a million years." the VP 
and his minions averred. 

Knees knocking in fright — 
terrified as much by the public 
relations disaster of allowing 
foreign journalists outside 
Vail’s ultra-safe patrolled pe¬ 
rimeter as by thoughts that we 
might insist she accompany 
us. a woman media aide could 
only mumble “mineshafts" as 
an excuse. "Illegal." the VP 
mouthed in a whisper. 

Unfortunately for them. I 
had spent rite previous day 
with the resort’s safety patrol 
learning what is and is not 
legal to ski. an issue nowhere 
more crucial than at Vail, ft is 
America’s favourite res on and 
the best by far for intermediate 
skiers, because it is the “off- 
piste" international market 
which Vail and Beaver Creek 
are most interested in wooing. 

Where Aspen is see-me 
celebrities bom California. 
Vail is more east coast, and 
corporate. Bagels and blintzes 
are never more than a 
pushcart — albeit one dis¬ 
guised as a stagecoach — 
away. And the clientele is not 
without sarcasm. “A motor¬ 
way runs through it." a New 
Yorker suggested as a working 
ride for this article, contrasting 
the sentimental film and book 
A River Runs Through it with 
the roadway reality of Vail’s 
Interstate 70. 

But what could be more 
practical, or typically Ameri¬ 
can? The interstare allows easy 
access to Denver. 100 miles 
away, and quick transfers 
from Eagle Airport. 3S miles. 
It also links Vail* skiing to 
Beaver Creek. 12 miles down 
the road on fast, but not free, 
shuttle buses. 

Transport on the mountain 
is equally efficient. Vail boost¬ 
ing what was already North 
.America’s largest network of 
high-speed chairlifts, with the 
recently opened Lionshead 
gondola. Each sit-down cabin, 
lit and heated for night use. 
features rosewood inlay hand¬ 
crafted bv Swiss monks.

' Parr of the Six* million i£°4 
million} improvement is the 
huge Eagle's Nest complex on 


the top of Vail Mountain, 
where one of the world’s 
biggest snowboard terrain 
parks, an ice-skating rink and 
a beginner’s ski slope are all 
open at night. Future expan¬ 
sion is geared towards die off- 
piste and adventure terrain 
Vails increasingly interna¬ 
tional clientele demand: 2.000 
wilderness acres in the Cate¬ 
gory Three sector opposite 
China Bowl. 

Expulsion is also under 
way in Vail Village, where 
overnight capacity is a modest 
12,000 skiers, about a third the 
number who crowd die pistes 
of .Merihel or Verbier. Vail’s 
premier hotel is the Lodge at 
Vail, an Orient Express hotel 
and the only one in the village 
which boasts skiing to and 
from the door. A $12 million 
International Wing is due to 
open next season. High-rollers 
pay up to $5 million to buy 
private flats at the top of the 
Lodge. Hotel rooms on the 
lower floors are furnished in 
antiques. 

Breakfast at the Lodge is the 
best in Vail. But it is the 
enthusiastic vef discreet ser¬ 


vice. seldom successfully real¬ 
ised in America, which gives 
the Lodge the cachet of a 
European grand hotel. 

No matter how good the 
service, British skiers often 
complain that American on- 
piste skiing is anodyne. Pisre 
skiing is strictly patrolled, 
with go-slow zones and slopes 
dosed by ropes across their 
entrances, even when ava¬ 
lanche risk is minimal. “There 
is no off-piste skiing in Ameri¬ 
ca" and “You’ll go to jail if you 
ski under the ropes" are two 
frequent myths Europeans use 
to decry the lack of adventure 
in American skiing. Most 
A mericans share these mis¬ 
conceptions. 

As 1 leamt from my day- 
skiing with the safety patrol, 
the truth is that “off-piste" 
skiing, as understood in the 
Alps, does exist in spades, or at 
least in the double black 
diamonds Americans use to 
mark such terrain on their 
piste maps, inside resort 
boundaries. Vail’s Back Bowls 
are superb examples. 

S ix miles wide and en¬ 
compassing chutes 
and dropoffs snow- 
boarders drool over, 
as well as much milder steeps, 
the Back Bowls are Vail's bid 
for skier cred. so important 
that the resort has registered 
the name as a trademark. 
Careful not to get too hard 
core, however. Vail grooms 
some runs in the Back Bowls, 
and virtually anyone can ne¬ 
gotiate the Silk Road, an 
mtermediate trail sweeping 
the periphery of the Back 
Bowls from top to bottom. 

Most Americans believe, 
wrongly, that going "out of 
bounds" is illegal and insanely 
dangerous. By “out of 
bounds", an American means 
leaving official resort perime¬ 
ters behind and skiing "the 
backcountry". Far from being 
illegal, specific provision for 
this kind of skiing is made by- 
resort safety personnel work¬ 
ing in conjunction with the 
relevant forest service. 

Vail’s legal access to out of 
bounds backcountry skiing is 
in the form of several open 
gaps, called 'backcountry 
gates", in the perimeter rope. 
Signs warn that you are 
leaving ihe resort, that haz¬ 
ards exist and that you exit at 
your own risk. That not one 
American in a thousand rel¬ 
ishes such risk was amply

proven by the incredulity with 
which our Vail minders 
watched as I took off with two 
companions, one a knowledge¬ 
able local guide, down the 
Mintum Mile. 

The powder was soft and 
deep, the pitch Thrilling with¬ 
out inducing concern, in fact, 
it was everyday off-piste skiing 
in the Alps. What made it 
special was finding such an 
out-of-bounds experience in 
Vail of all places. Not that we 
were the first. 

Kicking off the skis down in 
Minturn. where mobile 
homes, wooden shacks and 
rusting pickup trucks threw 
some welcome grit into the 
Vail vacation experience, we 
pushed through the doors of 
the Minturn Saloon to find 
that a far tougher type had 
beaten us to it: John Wayne, 
whose memorabilia and 
photos are all over the saloon 
The Duke may have skied in 
Vail but. like real men. lie 
made his way over the hills to 
Mintum to do his drinking.

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Non-nerd’s guide 
to Internet travel 

Surfing the Worldwide Web can answer most of your 


holiday questions - and save you money on fares 


P lanning a journey is part 
of the travel experience, 
and a sense of security 
comes from being well pre¬ 
pared. The usual solution is to 
read newspaper travel sec¬ 
tions or buy a guide book, but 
other people will have the 
same information and be there 
to greet you when you arrive at 
that out-of-the-way temple, 
restaurant or street market 
In America, where 30 per 
cent of the population are 
already online, the Internet 
Worldwide Web has emerged 
as the ultimate travel guide. 
Almost every destination on 
Earth gets a mention. And 
those places and activities that 
do not yet have a Web site can 
be discussed in hundreds of 
online forums. 

The Web is a patchwork of 
multimedia publishing, some 
of it from large, well-estab¬ 
lished companies such as 
Tune-Life, Grolier and News 
International, publishers of 
The Times which provides 
week-by-week travel features 
and feds going back to Janu¬ 
ary 1996. But a huge input 
comes from small companies, 
university departments and 
private enthusiasts. 

The larger content-provid¬ 
ers offer mainstream travel 
guides, featuring leading ho¬ 
tels, flights, tours and destina¬ 
tions. The smaller publishers, 
and the self-publicists, cover 
everything else — off-beat 
destinations, tiny restaurants 
and B&Bs that appear in no 
other guide books. 

Surfing the lesser known 
names on the Web, such as the 
Knowhere guide to the UK is 
like asking a stranger in the 
street to recommend a good 
local restaurant. 

The most compelling attrac¬ 
tion of the Web is that h can 
save you money. There are 
numerous sites specialising in 
low fares, including Campus 
Travel, which is aimed at 
young people and students 
and will respond with a fare 
quote for a complex itineraiy. 
Cyber Air Brokers claims it 
will undercut the published 
fare “from anywhere to any¬ 
where — by 50 per cent". 



For those unwilling to foot 
the bill for computer, modem, 
service provider, phone bills 
and the technical problems of 
home Internet, there is the 
option of using the office 
connection, or paying about E6 
an hour at a local Cybercafe. 

Knowing thai I would be 
spending an unwelcome five 
hours stopover at Singapore 
airport last year, 1 looked it up 
on the Internet to see what 
might be in store for me. I used 
Yahoo, the best-known Inter¬ 
net search engine: an electro¬ 
nic Yellow Pages of Web sites. 
A search for Singapore aiipon 
told me the place was called 
Changi. A search for Changi 
yielded a Web site devoted to 
the airport. After scanning the 
information, 1 found what I 
wanted — a rooftop bar and 
swimming pool. Perfect 

The Web also contains links 
to online discussion forums, 
“Usenet groups"; about 14.000 
of them ranging from higher 
mathematics to rooking. If the 
search engines do not turn up 


the destination you are look' 
ing for. the Usenet groups are 
the next stop. 

Before making a trip to 
Trivandrum in Kerala, south¬ 
ern India, I posted messages 
in the “alt.culture.kerala” 
group. Most of the regular 
participants were former resi¬ 
dents now living in the West, 
but they put me in touch with 
friends in Kovalum so that 1 
saw the resort through the 
eyes of locals rather than as a 
complete outsider. 

The best travel Web sites are 
American. Expedia, owned by 
the Microsoft Corporation, 
has a fere-finder service allow¬ 
ing American-based users to 
state a planned itinerary and 
rereive an e-mail with the 
latest lowest fare to the desti¬ 
nation. Twenty-four hours 
after signing on, an e-mail 
arrived offering a range of low 
fares to my stated 
destinations. 

Despite the preponderance 
of US content, surfing the 
internet is today's equivalent 
of the 19th-century Grand 
Tour, instead of a steamer and 
a cabin trunk, the modern 
traveller needs only a comput¬ 
er and a modem to wander 
past the accumulated culture 
of a civilisation, gaining enjoy¬ 
ment as well as enlightenment 
out of the journey itself, with 
the diversions along the way.

THERE are times in chess when 
one man dominates the game to 
such an extent that he becomes 
the yardstick by which other 
grandmasters and champions are 
judged. 

In the early 1970s, Bobby Fis- 
cnert massive victories against 
such leading practitioners of the 
chess arts as Taimanov, Larsen 
and ftrrasian made him appear 
almost superhuman. Such daring 
exploits capture the imagination in 
a way that the steadily consistent 
.superiority of a Karpov or even a 
Capablanca cannot quite emulate. 

More recently. Garry Kasparov 
is achieving the son of ascen- 
dancy of which once only Fischer 
seemed capable. Despite some 
setbacks after his successful 1005 
title defence against Anand. 
Kasparov has now triumphal in 
the two great tournaments at Las 
Palmas and Linares in such a way 
as to eclipse all other pretenders to 
his throne. His international rat¬ 
ing. according to preliminary cal¬ 
culations, is liable to sweep to an 
unprecedented 2JS2D — 55 points 
ahead of the pinnacle achieved by 
Fischer himself. 

in the very first round at Linares, 
Kasparov made it dear that he was 
out for blood when he crushed the 
world number two and his former 
challenger. Viswanathan Anand in 
a most remarkable clash. For must 
of the game, it seemed that Anand 
was on the offensive. Suddenly.

without the queen of trumps. The 
hand occurred in the trials for the 
1995 USA team. South was Larry 
Cohen, of ‘Law of Total Tricks’ 
feme. Cohen bid Seven Hearts on 
die basis that if North did not have 
the king of diamonds he would 
have a six-card spade suit. 

It is a good grand slam, only 
requiring a 2-1 trump break (78 per 
cent) cur a successful guess if the 
trumps are 30. But what do you 
make of Wesfs extraordinary dou¬ 
ble? Cohen dearly thought that no 
one could be insane enough to 
double a grand slam holding Qxx 
of trumps; after ruffing the club he 
played a heart to the ace. and had 
to lose a trick to Wesrs queen of 
hearts. 

Cohen might have got the 
trumps right if he had looked at the 
problem mom Wesrs angle. These 
are the two possible scenarios: 

1. West has doubled because he has 
a trump void, and suspects the 
trumps are breaking badly. (He 
cannot possibly be expecting the 
ace of dubs to stand up. As Norths 
splinter bid shows second-round 
control, declarer must be void in 
dubs to proceed to a Grand Slam. 
West a top-class player, would 
appreciate that point). 

Z West has doubled with Qxx of 
trumps, in order to ensure that the 
declarer would never play him for 
that holding. 

Doubting with a trump void 
would be very costly if the Grand 
Slam were solid. So the choice is 
between believing the highly im¬ 
probable (the double with Qxx of 
trumps) and the virtually impassi¬ 
ble (the double with a void trump). 
That is the reasoning that should 
have guided Cohen to playing West 
for the trump length.

I t is one of the most powerful 
cars in the world, a 170mph 
muscle-bound monster tnat 
swells a hairy-mcdaliiuned 
chest... at [com. it would if it wasn't 
pink. As pink us a Fifties Cadillac, as 
pink as Lady Penelope's Rolls-Royce 
in Thunder birds, as pink as That 
Panther. Inside, the finest Connolly 
leather in black ... with pink 
piping. 

Prosperous customers have al¬ 
ways enjoyed the privilege of tlieir 
own special liveries, but this Van¬ 
tage is by far the most striking car 
Aston Martin has ever been asked 
for. And it graphically demonstrates 
that carmakers now will fulfil any 
wish or whim of a customer, whe¬ 
ther they - want to paint their car 
every colour in the rainbow. 

Rolls-Royce, that then imperious 
maker of models for the rich and the 
gentrified, was shaken to its roots 
when ex-Beatle John Lennon took 
the paint palette to his Roller and 
aimed it inma mobile monument to 
psychedelia. These day s Rolls-Royce 
is less conservative and there Is 
barely a blush on the management 


floor, even when a livid purple 
appears on the order book as it did 
recently. 

Volkswagen is using colours to 
attract buyers, its most imposing 
colour scheme the Harlequin Polo 
with its squares of red. yellow and 
blue. In fact, these days Henry Ford 
— who once said customers could 
have any colour so long as it was 
black — would be forced to tdl his 
customers they could simply have 
any colour. 

Aston, for example, used to offer 
eight standard colours. Today the 
range is without limit The company 
will even match the colour of an item 
of clothing, a pair of shoes, a fashion 
accessory', a flower, a shrub. If the 
match cannot be found among in¬ 
dustrially available paints. Aston 
itself will mix the colour. The pink 
for the Vantage was one such 
unique blend. 

The company has become used to 
special paint colours requested by 
customers for the DB7. Almost a 
quarter of them want something 
unusual, hut most purchasers of the 
firm’s mighty vs range ask for deep

blue, followed by green or silver. So 
who wanted the candyfloss-coloured 
coupe? 

Vantage chassis number 70171 is 
shortly to he delivered in all its glory 
to a middle-aged German lady who 
placed her order through Aston'S 
Munich dealer. Auto Konig. No 
name, of course, or any other details 
— customer confidentiality is a 


sacred trust. But she is surely no 
shrinking violet. 

“During the IS weeks we have 
spent building the car it has 
provoked enormous interest with 
everyone working at Newport 
Pagnell," says manufacturing oper¬ 
ations manager, Ian Calnan. 
"Throughout the factory it has 
become known, almost inevitably. 


as the Pink Panther. But this was as 
nothing what compared with the 
reaction when we first drove it on 
the road — it stopped the traffic." 

Mulliner Park Ward handles 
special orders for Rolls-Royce, in¬ 
cluding once being instructed by a 
Saudi princess to paint her new 
Bentley exactly the same purple as 
the top of a perfume bottle. 

“And she meant exactly," rays 
Brian Hishon, a Mulliner executive. 
“She had a second identical bottle 
and warned us that if the paint did 
not match perfectly she would 
dedine to accept the car. We found 
the perfect match, the customer was 
happy, and by all accounts file car 
looks absolutely stunning against 
the desert background." 

Another satisfied Crewe customer 
was the aristruaatic European 
woman who produced a small piece 
of apricot-coloured fabric from a 
favourite frock and asked the com¬ 
pany to match h. 

The majority of Rofls-Rpyce cus¬ 
tomers specify deep blue. Even 
among the wealthy, it seems the wish 
to remain anonymous on the road 


applies in most cases. Psychologists 
ray that 30 percent of car buyers at 
all social and financial levels prefer 
to motor inconspicuously. 


C hoice of colour is said to 
reveal much about the 
chooser. Red traditionally 
denotes energy, passion, 
action, and in some cases aggres¬ 
sion (research in Germany suggests 
that red cars have more accidents 
pro rata than any other colour, but 
possibly because thqr become the 
least visible in half-daylight and 
under certain street lighting}. 

Ydkrw suggests outgoing opti¬ 
mism. while white, silver and grey 
all denote rationality. Brown is said 
to represent toughness and durabil¬ 
ity: blue means understatement; 
depth, correctness and silence; black 
suggests authority, soda! standing, 
respectability and discretion; and 
gran reveals level-headedness and 
harmony. 

And pink? An extro v e r t nature, 
also warmth and sentiment — 
attributes no doubt widespread 
among well-off German ladies.

Y ou know the sort of Thing: 
car for sale, low mileage, 
one careful lady owner. 
Recently in a newspaper I 
saw an advertisement along those 
lines which added: "Only used 
locally, school runs and shop¬ 
ping." The seller obviously did not 
know that a car confined to such 
purposes was unlikely to be high 
on anyone's wish lisL for engines 
and gearboxes work harder on 
short trips than long ones. 

Not that we should blame [he 
seller. All sectors of the car 
industry are obsessed with mile¬ 
age. “Average mileage" is a man¬ 
tra chanted by car dealers the 
world over, but their mantra is 
way out of date. Cars that chug 
about on local journeys are quite 
likely to be a poor buy. Conversely, 
cars that eat miles cruising our 
motorways in fifth gear are put

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under very little strain and are 
therefore likely to be good buys. 

Yet the obsession with low’ 
mileage continues. Buy a new or 
newish car under one of the many 
schemes christened Options when 
Ford launched theirs and you will 
find a mileage penalty: cover 



anything over the annual “aver¬ 
age", usually 12,000 miles, and 
there will be a price to pay. 
amounting to several pence per 
mile, which comes off the guaran¬ 
teed minimum future value. 

There was a rime when mileage 
martered, but that was a long rime 
ago. There is no reason why the 
modem car should not cover up to 
200,000 miles with the need for 
little more than a couple of 
clutches, brake pads and an ex¬ 
haust unit or two. yet the industry 
remains wedded to the notion that 
low mileage dictates value. 

Take a high-mileage car to a 
dealer in search of a trade-in value 
but do not srand too dose, other¬ 
wise you will be sucked in by the 
air rushing between his teeth as lie 
catches sight of the odometer. This 
can rum into a particularly galling 
experience if you have had the 


misfortune to stumble upon a 
crook, (or you will be handing him 
a car on which he win make not 
one profit but two. 

In Swindon this week a man 
who dealt in cars from his home 
was jailed for seven months for 
“clocking": he had reduced the 
mileage reading on seven cars by 
about 2S0.000 miles. The double 


profit is made up of paying a low 
price for the car because it has 
high mileage then selling h at a 
high price on the bogus grounds 
that the car is low mileage. 

The trading standards people in 
Swindon brought this particular 
case and this week I spoke to Geoff 
Snowball, their senior trading 
standards officer. “Cocking cars is

a nationwide epidemic," he said. 
“If prostitution is the world's oldest 
profession, clocking is the worlds 
oldest car crime. And the reason is 
sheer greed, making a profit on 
both ends of the deal." 

He agrees with me that our 
perception of the importance of car 
mileages is way behind the times 
and he is the proof of the pudding. 


“I once had a Morris Marina that 
did 180,000 miles. My present car 
has done 80,000 and I expect it to 
do twice that before I need to 
change it. Modem cars way out¬ 
last their processors." 

Until the industry changes its 
attitude to high-mileage cars there 
will clearly be no reduction in 
docking, which can be bad news 
for innocent people. Those who 
were deceived by the dealer in 
Swindon could sue him for misrep¬ 
resentation. but this option is a 
double-edged sword. An innocent 
buyer who sells on a car that has 
been docked could be sued by the 1 
next owner. Do not take my legal | 
advice as gospel, but make sure 
you do not guarantee the mileage 
when you sell a car (unless you 
have had it from new) and the feci 
that you are not guaranteeing it 
should be put in writing. 

And beware of MoT certificates 
whose shown mileage roughly 
matches that on the odometer the 
first thing dockers do once they 
have fiddled the mileage is get a 
new MoT. Therefore, unless all 
previous MoTs are available, treat 
the mileage with suspicion. Better 
still, go to one of the dealers who 
specialise in high-mileage, usually 
ex-fleet cars. They will sell you an 
honest car at a sensible price.

A t least ten electric 
powered Lotus Elise 
sports cars are to be 
built Although no details 
have been released, it is 
expected that they will be 
bought by European and pos¬ 
sibly Japanese motor manu¬ 
facturers who want to study 
the advanced British 
technology. 

The electric Elise. details of 
which were first revealed in 
Car 97. is claimed to have 
“supercar” performance 
powered by two electric mo¬ 
tors. with a G-60mph lime of 
about six seconds. Developed 
by Zyrck Engineering in col¬ 
laboration with Lotus, the car 
should cost little more than 
the standard petrol-powered 
version. 

T he electric Elise was 
officially unveiled this 
week at the Society of 
Automotive Engineers Expo¬ 
sition and Congress in De¬ 
troit. Zytek director. Bill 
Gihsnn- said he was delighted 
with reaction: “It has been 
amazing. The show was about 
technology and the Elise 
proved to be one of its stars." 

He would not confirm the 
buyers for the first ten Elises 
but, is confident there is a 
market for this type of car. 
Zytek will he expected to build 
these examples or the electric 
Elise which he says is a fine 
technology demonstrator for 
Zytek. It is also a prime 
showcase for Lotus, taken 
over last year by the Malay¬ 
sian-owned Proton company, 
after a long period of uncer¬ 
tainty about its future. In 
addition to being a carmaker. 
Lotus has a major engineer¬ 
ing consultancy business. 

“The car will cost the equiv¬ 
alent of lOp a gallon to run 
plus the leasing cost of batter¬ 
ies. It has phenomenal perfor¬ 
mance. and this is a serious 
project that is attracting seri¬ 
ous attention," says Gibson. 
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Lotus Elise: its supercar-standard electric version “has phenomena] performance and is a serious project that is attracting serious attention" 

Presenting a whole new bag of tricks 
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CAR AIRBAGS are about to 
get very smart, writes Stuart 
Birvh. Delphi, the American 
automotive components and 
systems giant, is working on 
togs that will adjust their 
response according to the 
position, weight and size of 
the seat occupant. 

Since 1MS6. it is believed 
that at least 52 people — 32 of 
them children — have been 
killed by airbag deployments 
in the US. apparently 
because they were “out of 
position" in the cabin or 
unbelted. But about 1,700 
lives have been saved by 
them, says Delphi, which is 
part of General Motors. 

Many manufacturers have 
now decided that the systems 
must become more subtle 
instead of always being acti¬ 
vated with the same amount 
of force and must be better 
able to cope with people nor 
wearing seat bells. 

Mercedes Benz, for exam¬ 
ple. already fits sensors to its 
SLK sports car which defect 
when a child or child seat is 
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occupying the front passen¬ 
ger space. If the load detected 
is less than 12 kilograms then 
the airbag is de-activared. 

Lon Offentocher. Delphi's 
director uf product engineer¬ 
ing interior and lighting, a 
world expert on airtogs. also 
believes there is a need to 
adjust their operation to cater 
for specific requirements such 
as an infant, small child, or 
small female. “We are trying 
to find different ways to 
modify the system to take care 
of these individuals." 

Despite the increasing so¬ 
phistication of airbags, the 
smartest restraint system re¬ 
mains the seat belt, he says: 
“If we had people belt up and 
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Safety is more 
than a matter 
of inflation 

put children in rear-facing 
infant seats in the back of 
cars, a lot of problems would 
be solved." 

But because people cannot 
always be relied on to ensure 
that they, as adults and their 
children, are properly se¬ 
cured. smarter airtogs are 
now a must. They need to 
detect not only if a child is 
toing carried but if adults are 
leaning forward or even rest¬ 
ing their feet on the dash- 
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board. Sensors would pick up 
their position. 

In future, an increasing 
number of airbags are likely 
to be fitted in cars. At present, 
cars may have dashboard 
and side-mounted togs, but 
this may increase to include 
roof togs and togs for rear 
seat passengers. As the num¬ 
ber increases, special air 
pressure venting systems 
may be necessary. 

Sensors may also detect if a 
car is about to roll over and 
even if a serious accident is 
about to happen as fierce 
deceleration and anti-lock 
braking activation occur or if 
radar or ultrasonics signal an 
impending crash. 


J. T. Bactenberg 111. Delphi 
Automotive Systems' presi¬ 
dent, says: "The technology of 
sensors and electronics have 
so much potential to make 
airbag deployment safer. For 
combinations of fast, slow, 
seat-up. seat-back, child, 
adult, you can change the 
deployment timing and de¬ 
ployment force of rhe airbag. 
We are constantly working 
on safety — it’s so critical: it's 
something we are not going 
to get off." 

As well as all this, rhere is 
also the added complication 
of the family dog, says Offen- 
bacher. As Car 97 reported 
last week, there is a strong 
case for dogs to to restrained 
in a car. “I would not recom¬ 
mend a dog to be carried in a 
car unless some form of 
restraint is used." he says. 

So what about a “doggy 
bag" — an airbag just for the 
family pet? Offenbacher 
smiles: “Not right now.” 

But in the ultra safety- 
cunscious USA. nothing is 
impossible.

R eflecting an early en¬

auctioned next week. They 
belong to Bruce Weiner, a 
Canadian who made his for¬ 
tune. appropriately, from bub¬ 
ble gum. then fell in love with 
the cars with a similar name. 

The cars will be sold in 
individual lots on Thursday 
and the Tigers are expected to 
fetch the best prices, possibly 
as high as £20,000. It was not 
surprising, therefore, that 
Malcolm Welford, Christie's 
motor car expert, failed to 
share my enthusiasm for emu¬ 
lating the feats related in that 
old song recorded by The 
Playmates. 

When I arrived in Nine 
Elms for my test drive, the red 
Tiger Cabriolet was still in 
store and the blade Bubble 
Top sat in the showroom with 
a flat battery. Welford and his 
colleague, Jonathan Procter, 
reluctantly unscrewed the tor¬ 
pedo-shaped back of the car 
and fitted another 12-volt bat- 
tery.

car was out of petrol, so an 
assistant was sent down the 
road to the nearest garage.

The Roadster

E ach of the 15 men and 
women had a taunt¬

Rosanna Coney's testimony 
was typical. “I was driving my 
oldish Ford Orion through 
Sidmctuth one Saturday after¬ 
noon." recalls the 45-year-old 
denial nun*e. "I glanced to one 
si* for just one or two 
srioonds. and ploughed right 
i into the car in front. My car 
was a write-off." 

.Then there was Philip, 22, 
whose carelessness caused two 
other cars to crash off the road. 
John, a farmer in his sixties, 
recounted a skirmish between 
1 jn oncoming car and his 
truck. A live bull was riding 
with him at the time.

A conviction for "due care" 
usually carries an average fine 
of £13). together with three 
penalty points. Coney, her 
driving licence already be- 
smirched by two convictions 
for speeding, had no qualms 
about accepting the written 
offer from Devon and Corn¬ 
wall Mice. But driver im¬ 
provement is no soft option, 
she says. “When you arrive, 
you're there with people 
you've never met before—and 
you feel like you're in a 
detention class." 

Drivers spend the greater 
part of each course behind the 
whecL with other previously 
errant motorists looking on 
from the back seat. The 
disadvantage of taking people 


to court is that it doesn't do 
anything at all about driving 
ability," says Malcolm Fort- 
nam. one of a team of profes¬ 
sional instructors at the Exeter 
centre. "People leave the court 
aggrieved at being prosecuted. 
Bur doing it this way, they' go 
away feeling quite positive." 

P olice forces and road 
safety departments in 
Shropshire. Hertford¬ 
shire. Lancashire and Here¬ 
ford and Worcester have all 
copied the Devon project. 
Gloucestershire, Cambridge¬ 
shire and Merseyside are also 
to about to launch courses, as 
will London in the near future.

road safety. Driver improve¬ 
ment is now a key element in 
the Government's drive to 
reduce road accidents by a 
third by the year 2000. 

"Drivers art just accidents 
waiting for somewhere to hap¬ 
pen." Fortnam says. "The big¬ 
gest problem is complacency. 
Bad habits can go unchecked 
for a very long time because 
the right conditions and dr- 
cumstances haven't occurred." 

Many candidates arrive at 
the centre still scarred by their 
experiences, even afraid to get 
into a car again. "My accident 
happened was in the middle of 
the High Street, with everyone 
coming to have a lode." recalls 
Coney. "The man in front just 
went back in his seat and kept 
very stilL J thought. 'My God. 
ive killed him...’ 1 shook 
afterwards. It was the thought 


of what might have happened.

By the end of this year, some 
3,000 people will nave taken 
part in driver improvement in 
Devon. Initial research indi¬ 
cates that the likelihood of a 
candidate being involved in 
another accident appears sig¬ 
nificantly reduced. A more 
detailed survey being under¬ 
taken by the Department oF 
Transport may well substanti¬ 
ate the Devon findings. 

"I’ve spoken to people who, 
even three years on, continue 
to think more about their 
driving," says Devon Drivers 
Centre manager Marion 
Deacock. "We are the practical 
arm of road safety. We don’t 
just offer guidance. We get to 
the heart of the problem."

Only 13 miles from start to 
finish, it seems hardly long 
enough to warrant such an 
epithet Surety the Ai in south 
. Yorkshire is a better candi¬ 
date, or what about the M2S? 
There are whole sections in 
Surrey where embankments 
; capped by wooden palisades 
must pu t it in the world top 10 
of least interesting drives. 

True, proximity to music 
hail jokes such as Scunthorpe 
and Grimsby does the A18Q.no 
favours, but at least you can 
whizz down those baker's doz¬ 
en miles in north Lincolnshire 
in almost as many minutes. 
And there are always the old- 
fashioned delights of Clee- 
thorpes at the far end. 

The A18Q is a fast, arrow- 
straight stretch of dual car¬ 
riageway mainly populated by 
a huge fleet of artics heading 
either for the oil refinery and 
container port at Immingham 
on the Humber estuary, or the 
frozen food factories of Grims¬ 
by six miles down the coast It 
slices through the sparsely- 
populated flailands along me 
southern bank of the Humber, 
across ground which a century 
ago swallowed travellers in its 
salt-marshes and is still criss¬ 
crossed by a score of drainage 
ditches. 

The ground is so flat that 
further west where its big 
brother the MiSO crosses the 
Trent, it has to take a run up 
half-mile long embankments 
to achieve the necessary clear¬ 
ance for shipping on the river 
beneath. Where there is a 
slight rise in the topography 
the builders have chosen to cut 
through, reducing what limit¬ 
ed view there is to banks of 
grass and scrub. There are no 
peaks from which to examine 
the surrounding countryside 
or troughs for you to sharpen 
the senses with gear changes. 

The view is unstunulanng. 
The A1S0 begins in a cutting 
where the M180 ends. The 
only building is the universal 
red brick and pantiles of a 
Little Chef. The next one you 
see dose up is at Grimsby, one 
oT a dozen metal sheds on an 
new- industry park. Journey’s

DON’T JUST BLAME THE ROAD 


■ THE Highways 
Agency ordered an 
investigation into the A180 
after a research team at 
Loughborough University 
discovered it had a sleep- 
related accident rate two- 
and-a-ha] f times the 
national average. 

Sleep or tiredness is 
thought to be a factor in 10 
per cent of all road acci¬ 
dents, and up to a fifth on 
motorways. But the tedium 
of the A1SQ. with long 
empty stretches punctuated 
by Laybys on right-hand 
bends which toe team 
judged to be dangerous, 
makes it a leading contend¬ 
er for Britain's most boring 
road. 

However, Jim Horae; the 
team leader, warns that 
roads are not just to blame: 
drivers and cars are part of 
toe equation that leads to 
dozy motorists nodding off 


and ploughing off the road 
or into other vehicles. 

“Carmakers think they 
help by budding quiet, 
comfortable vehicles,” he 
says. “But luxurious cars 
are like mobile beds, lulling 
and relaxing motorists. 
Drivers need to take care 
when they travel because 
they do not realise how easy 
it is for tiredness to take 
over.” 

Professor Home says 
drivers should plan their 
journeys, but if they be¬ 
come tired, take a mini¬ 
mum 30-minute break, 
including a 10-minute nap, 
followed by strong coffee. 
Avoid driving at times of 
the day when the body will 
be struggling against sleep 
and if you beaxne dozy 
while some distance from a 
rest stop, open toe windows 
for fresh air and turn up the 
radio for stimulation.

“And I am sure the road 
noise cannot help. It is so 
incessant, so rhythmic, it must 
send people to sleep.

Trouble starts when traffic 
reaches the end of toe three- 
lane motorway at the A15 
Humber bridge turn-off. De¬ 
spite plenty of early warnings, 
many drivers foil to notice that 
they are switching to the two- 
lane A180. Those in toe inside 
lane find themselves on the 
junction slip road and sudden¬ 
ly pud out in front of other 
vehicles. 

“I’ve seen it scores of times," 
says Clive Lockwood. 40. a 
garage manager from Grims¬ 
by. “You see lorries weaving 
out into what was the middle 
lane and forcing people to 
brake suddenly. 

“The road into Grimsby 
from there is very uninterest¬ 
ing. I dont know quite what it 
is, but there is nothing signifi¬ 
cant along the way, just con¬ 


crete road, a few bridges and- 
fields." 

Truckers are not so scath¬ 
ing. "It is pretty boring, but I 
can think of a lot that are as 
bad or worse," says Gordon 
Clayton, 37. haulmg a 40ft 
trailerload of special plaster 
for use in the Potteries.

For £9,500 you can outpace any car on 


a Kawasaki ZZ-R, says Paul Myles 


S peed isn’t everything 
in a motor cycle, but 
speed is what the Ka¬ 
wasaki ZZ-R 1100 is 
best at For this monster 
storms to 60mph from a 
standing start in under three 
seconds. In less than another 
two seconds — where the law 
permits you to do it of course 
— the bike races to 1 OOmph 
and in the time it takes most 
hot sports cars to reach 60, the 
ZZ-R is topping ISOmph on its 
way to a UK-measured top 
speed of I73mph. 

No car on our roads can 
touch that sort of performance, 
yet the Kawasaki costs only 
around £9500. The bike's 
performance was nothing 
short of stunning when first 
launched seven years ago and 
is today just bettered by 
Honda's new Blackbird. The 
big Kwak has been the stan¬ 
dard by which all other perfor¬ 
mance machines have been 
measured, and this on a motor 
restricted to 125bhp until last 
year. 

The 22 extra horses now 
unleashed have little effect on 
the ZZ-R's speed figures, un¬ 
derlining the enormous extra 
effort required to notch up 
miles-per-hour the nearer one 
gets to the magic 200. The 
Blackbird needs all its 162bhp 
to break the 180mph barrier. 

Despite the amazing perfor¬ 
mance, Kawasaki brake no 
new ground with the ZZ-R. 
The engine is a direct descen¬ 
dant of its GPZ9G0 of the early 
1980s. Kawasaki says evolu¬ 
tion has been its road to 
success and with the ZZ-R it is 
difficult to argue otherwise. 

A major reason for the 


breathtaking speed is the 
wind-cheating Hairing that 
swoops its way round the 
machine. Kawasaki claims a 
co-efficient of drag of just 050, 
less than many of today's jelly- 
mould cars. 

Another special asset the 
Kwak employs is its ram-air 
system, which force feeds the 
engine with cool fresh air just 
when other engines are strain¬ 
ing for breath. Two scoops 
under the headlight inhale air 
at speed and compress it slight¬ 
ly before forcing the oxygen 
into the cylinders. The effect is 
like a turbo-charger sucking 
the machine forward as it hits 
its powerband just over 
6,000rpm. Many bikes have 
copied the system, but I've 
never known the experience to 
be quite so shaiteringly quick 
as on the 1100. It literally leaps 
forward as you hear the induc¬ 
tion roar to a full-blooded howl. 

Yet the ZZ-R is a big bike, 
tipping the scale at more than 
5001bs. In motion, the weight 
disappears and the bike takes 
on its natural rale as a 
sportster able to be flicked 
through tight comers unfus¬ 
sed and surprisingly agile. 
The machine is billed as a dual 
purpose sports-tourer, but 1 
feel the emphasis must be on 
sport with a machine taflored 
for speed rather than comfort. 

The riding position is a 
forward stretch and the foot- 
pegs are placed too high to 
allow very many enjoyable 
hours in the saddle. On the 
plus side, the position gives 
superb control and lots of 
ground clearance. The ZZ-R 
can be banked at crazy angles 
without a twitch, provided the 
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Kawasaki ZZ-R1100: evolution has been the road to success and the standard by which all other performance machines are measured 


rider is easy with the gas. 
Snap open the throttle too 
quickly and the machine will 
lift its front wheel or spin the 
rear in the first three gears. 

Kawasaki has also followed 
the sport fashion for six gears. 
The extra ratio is a redundant 
luxury, for the ZZ-R's huge 
spread of power means the 
rider can skip gears and still 
maintain arm-wrenching ac¬ 
celeration. In fact the bike 
pulls strongly from under 
3,000rpm up to 6.000 which is 
when things really become 
frantic, firing the machine 
forward right up to and be¬ 
yond its U500ipm red line. 

Set against the machine's 
sporting bent, there are many 
nice touches that make the 


ZZ-R rider-friendly. Handle¬ 
bar levers for the brake and 
clutch have four settings to 
suit small or large hands. The 
dutch is hydraulic, smooth 
and light to use. and the 
brakes require little more than 
a couple of fingers to achieve a 
full-blooded emergency stop. 

I nstruments, fights and 
mirrors are all typically 
Japanese, typically excel¬ 
lent and well thought 
out. A bonus for the tourer are 
the four strap anchors under 
the seat, allowing baggage to 
be secured without bungie 
straps gouging lumps out of 
the paintwork. There are also 
two tripometers — one to log 
trips of up to 1,000 miles and 


the other for extended jour¬ 
neys up to 10.000. 

Running costs look good for, 
even at constant high speed, 
the ZZ-R returns more than 40 
miles to the gallon of unleaded 
fueL On the other hand, re¬ 
placing the car-size rear tyre 
will cost a car-size £125 and 1 
doubt the sport compound 
rubber will last beyond 5.000 
moderately quick miles. 

ZZ-Rs come in either a dull 
burgundy or a neutral grey, 
both rather subdued colour 
schemes for such a storming 
machine. 

Poimd for punch there can 
be few vehicles to rival the ZZ- 
R for the hedonistic pleasure of 
sheer performance in a re¬ 
markably civilised package.

how the Signum 


is shaping up 


A luxurious, high per¬ 
formance “lifestyle" 
concept estate car 
may signal the 
muscly shape of Vauxhalls to 
come. The hi-tech Signum will 
be unveiled at die Geneva 
Motor Show next week togeth¬ 
er with a three-cylinder ver¬ 
sion of the iinle Corsa. due on 
sale in Britain in May and 
promising average fuel con¬ 
sumption as close to 50mpg as 
makes no difference. 

The Corsa's new engine was 
used to power the MAXX 
future urban concept vehicle 
shown at Geneva in 1995 and 
its development for production 
underlines the fact that major 
car companies no longer just 
make one-off show cars but 
use their technology to create 
production transport. 

So the Signum, with its 
almost militaristic looking 
functional lines, gives some 
firm visual dues to the way 
vehicles of this type will evolve 
into the next century, with a 
move away from today's soft, 
rounded lodes. The next Astra, 
expected late this year, is likely 
to bear a family likeness to 
Signum, which has a four¬ 
square stance very different 
from the Omega estate which 
it might one day replace. 

Like the MAXX concept 
vehicle, the road-going Sig¬ 
num design study has plenty 
of advanced technology, in¬ 
cluding the automotive equiv¬ 
alent of an aircraft's “glass 
cockpit", with four displays 
supplying some information 
but, to reduce driver work¬ 
load. the rest — air-condition¬ 
ing levels, navigation data, 
radio/CD settings — is avall-

able only on demand. 
Signum's engine is a 24-valve 
three-litre V6 turbo-diesel with 
direct injection, developed 
with Isuzu, and is described as 
the first of its type and size. 
With 175bhp output. Vauxhall 
reckons the car would be good 
for 144mph, bur should aver¬ 
age more than 40m pg. The 
engine is likely to be in 
production within two years. 

VauxhaU is part of General 
Motors Europe and the front 
wheel-drive Signum was de¬ 
signed at the company's Opel 
Technical Development Cen¬ 


tre at Russelsheim. It has 
some echoes of earlier designs 
from Russelsheim. notably the 
Opel Monza coupe, later sold 
in the UK as the Vauxhall 
Royaie ooup£. Now, Signum 
has emerged with just a modi¬ 
cum of Monza about it De¬ 
signers have categorised it as a 
“lifestyle" estate rather than a 
no-frills freighter, but have 
given it powered adjustment 
for its near seats so they can be 
quickly moved to increase 
luggage space. 

While the Signum is a 
passible future arrival in the

showrooms, the three-cylinder 
Corsa will be here by early 
summer, the first three-cylin¬ 
der with four valves for each 
cylinder from a European 
manufacturer. And to comple¬ 
ment this level of sophistica¬ 
tion the car has benefited 
from suspension tweaks from 
experts at Lotus. 

The little 973oc engine pro¬ 
duces 55bhp, enough to give it 
a top speed of94mph with 0-62 
mph taking IS seconds, says 
Vauxhall. Advantages of three 
instead of four cjtiinders in¬ 
dude reduced weight, im¬ 
proved packaging, lower 
friction and higher thermody¬ 
namic efficiency. All this 
makes 49mpg a reality for the 
combined cyde which means 
it is 15 per cent more economi¬ 


cal than the least thirsty 
current Corsa. 

Vauxhall and General Mo¬ 
tors Europe were once among 
the most conservative of car 
producers in technical terms. 
They would sometimes over¬ 
compensate with styling so 
bizarre it might frighten a 
horse; the 1957 VauxhaU Victor 
proves the point 

But in 1990, the Calibra 
daringly demonstrated how to 
break with traditional styling, 
even if there was a steady old 
Cavalier beneath its aerody¬ 
namic exterior. The Tigra un¬ 
derlined the company's design 
flair — as did die MAXX. So 
for, that has remained a con¬ 
cept. but the company is work¬ 
ing on how it could produce the 
car in limited volumes.

J ane Glover is one of 
Britain's most renowned 
conductors. She has 
been artistic director of 
the London Mozart Players 
and dosely associated with 
both the Glyndeboume Festi¬ 
val and Touring Opera. 

She was the first woman to 
be asked to conduct at the 
Royal Opera and is a regular 
with English National Opera. 
The Proms and with all Brit¬ 
ain's leading orchestras. 

She conducts Gluck's Or¬ 
pheus and Eurydice at the 
ENO on Monday followed by 
the eagerly-awaited Mark 
Morris version of L’Allegro. il 
Penseroso ed il Moderato 
there in June. 

How did you first learn 
to drive? 

While I was at Wells Cathe¬ 
dral School in Somerset There 
weren't many traffic lights in 
those days arid we had to go to 
Minehead to practise. 

What was your first car?
